WARRANT 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Norfolk, ss. 
To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline 
qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places designated for 
the several precincts in the said town on Tuesday, the second day of March, 
1920, at six o’clock in the forenoon, for the following purposes, to wit: 

To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator, for one 
year; Town Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; one Collector 
of Taxes, for one year; one Treasurer, for one year; one Assessor, for three 
years; one Assessor, for one year; three members of the School Commit- 
tee, for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library, for three years; 
two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery, for three years; one Park 
Commissioner, for three years; one member of the Water Board, for three 
years; three Auditors, for one year; three members of the Committee 
on Planting Trees, for one year; two members of the Planning Board, 
for three years; two Fence Viewers, for one year; five Constables, for 
one year; also nine town-meeting members in each precinct, for three 
years; one town-meeting member in precinct six, for one year; one town- 
meeting member in precinct seven, for two years: also, upon the same ballot, 
to vote “Yes” or ‘‘No” upon the following question: ‘‘Shall licenses be 
granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” For these pur- 
poses the polls will be opened at a quarter after six in the forenoon and shall 
be closed at six o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth, you are further required 
to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the Town Hall in the 
said town on Tuesday, the sixteenth day of March, 1920, at seven-thirty 
o’clock in the evening, for the following purposes, to wit: 

First, To choose or appoint the usual town officers not heretofore men- 
tioned, in such manner as the town may determine. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of the revenue 
of the current financial year. 

Third, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in the annual 
town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officers or committees. 

Fourth, To vote that on all sewer assessments and charges for the con- 
struction and use of sewers remaining unpaid after a certain time, interest 
hall be paid at a specified rate not exceeding six percentum per annum.

Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served accord- 
ing to law upon the inhabitants of the town of Brookline 
by a constable of said town, and written notices sent by 
mail by the Town Clerk at least four days before the day of 
the meeting to the town-meeting members elected and quali- 
fied to act. in town-meetings in Brookline, under the provisions 
of Chapter 250, Special Acts of 1915, accepted by the town of 
Brookline, November 2, 1915, the town-meeting members so 
qualified met at the Town Hall in said town on Tuesday, 
the sixteenth day of March, A.D. 1920, at half past seven 
o'clock in the evening.

Theschool committee, official, board, or other body having 
control of the janitors in the service of the public schools in cities and towns 
which accept this act as provided in section three may retire, with an annual 
pension, any janitor in such service who has reached the age of sixty years, 
after completing a service of not less than twenty-five years, and who has 
become physically incapacitated. The pension shall be equal to one-half 
the compensation to which the pensioner would have been entitled for 
full employment during the last year of his service, but in no case shall it 
exceed five hundred dollars a year. 

SECTION 2. The school committee, official, board, or body having control 
of the janitors in said service may annually allot from the appropriation 
for the support of the public schools, maintenance of school buildings, or 
payment of janitors, the amount necessary to pay the pensions hereby 
authorized. 

SECTION 8. This act shall not apply to the city of Boston, but it shall 
take effect in any other city upon its acceptance by the mayor and city 
council thereof, and it shall take effect in any town having a population of 
ten thousand or more, according to the state census last preceding its 
submission to the town, upon its acceptance by the voters of the town ata 
town-meeting duly called for the purpose. [Approved May 1, 1919.]

Witnesseth, That the Town of Brookline, in the County of Norfolk, 
and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, doth hereby lease, demise, and 
let unto said County of Norfolk, all the rooms on the second floor of the 
Municipal Court Building situated at the. corner of Washington and 
Prospect streets in said Town of Brookline: reserving, however, to said 
Town of Brookline and its officers, agents servants, employees, and assigns, 
the right at all times to pass and repass through the entries, halls, and 
stairways of said second story of said building for any and all purposes. 

The said Town is, at its own expense, to maintain the furniture at present 
on this said leased premises in proper repair (subject to the provisions of 
this lease in regard to fire hereinafter set forth), provide heat, light, and 
janitor service therefor, and take care thereof —all in a suitable, proper, 
and reasonable manner; but said Town is not to be responsible for failure 
to furnish light or heat due to accident or breaking down of lighting or 
heating plants whether operated by the Town or by other parties. 

The Lessee is not to be called upon to make any expenditure under this 
lease except the rent therein reserved. 

To Hold for the term of ten (10) years from the first day of January 
nineteen hundred and twenty (1920) yielding and paying therefor the 
rent of Four Thousand dollars ($4,000.00) yearly. And said Lessee doth 
promise to pay the said rent in equal quarterly payments of One Thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) each, on the last day of each and every quarter during 
the said term; the first of such quarterly payments to be made as soon as 
practicable after the execution of this lease; and to quit and deliver up the 
premises to the Lessor, or its attorney, peaceably and quietly, at the end 
of the term in as good order and condition, reasonable use and wear there- 
of, fire and other unavoidable casualties excepted, as the same now are, or 
may be put into by the said Lessor, and to pay the rent as above stated, 
during the term, and also the rent as above stated, for such further time 
as the Lessee may hold the same, and not make or suffer any waste thereof; 
and that the Lessor may enter to view and make improvements, and to 
expel the Lessee, if it shall fail to pay the rent as aforesaid, or make or 
suffer any strip or waste thereof. 

And Provided Also, that in case the premises, or any part thereof during 
said term, be destroyed or damaged by fire or other unavoidable casualty, 
so that the same shall be thereby rendered unfit for use and habitation, 
then, and in such case, the rent hereinbefore reserved, or a just and pro- 
portional part thereof, according to the nature and extent of the injuries 
sustained, shall be suspended or abated until the said premises shall have 
been put in proper condition for use and habitation by the said Lessor, or 
these presents shall thereby be determined and ended at the election of 
the said Lessor or its legal representatives. 

This lease is made subject to ratification by the voters of said Town 
at a town-meeting duly called for the purpose. 

It is further agreed that in signing this lease, the Board of Selectmen, 
representing the Town of Brookline, incur no personal liability.

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PERAMBULATION OF THE BOUNDARY LINE 
BETWEEN NEWTON AND BROOKLINE 


NOVEMBER 8, 1920 


The undersigned committee, duly appointed by the Board of Aldermen 
of the city of Newton and the Selectmen of the town of Brookline, to 
perambulate the boundary lines between said city and town, would respect- 
fully report that they did, on November 8, 1920, examine the boundary 
lines between said city and town and that they found monuments as 
described below properly marked and standing in their proper positions: 

First. Beginning at a granite monument marked ‘N,” “Bo” and 
“Br’’ situated near the westerly end of Troublesome Swamp, so-called, 
which forms a corner between Boston and Brookline and Newton, having 
a latitude of 42-18-14 N and a longitude of 71-9-54 W. 

Second. Thence running N 60-19 W, 471 feet to an iron monument 
marked ‘‘N”’ and “'B”’ placed in the ledge either near or between lands 
now or formerly of Genevieve W. Brewer in Brookline and Nora M. Carney 
in Newton, near to and southerly from LaGrange Street. 

Third. Thence running N 41-15 W, 1,540 feet to a granite monument 
marked ‘‘N”’ and ‘‘B”’ on the northerly side of Brookline Street in Newton, 
and Newton Street in Brookline, and passing through a granite monu- 
ment marked ‘‘N”’ and ‘‘B” on the northwesterly side of LaGrange Street 
opposite land now or formerly of John F. Eichorn.

3 REPORT 


—~ 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
~ ending December 31, 1920. 

In presenting our report for the past year we have little 
to say by way-of introduction, and this report will deal prin- 
cipally with routine matters. Other occasions afford oppor- . 
tunities for the discussion of methods employed in the 
government of the town and for promoting interest in its 
welfare. We urge upon all citizens the duty and desirability 
, of ‘their acquiring information about the administration of 
the town and its institutions and of their becoming thoroughly 
familiar with them. Indifference to these matters is the 
danger that may overtake us. 

The extensive street construction that was planned at the 
last annual meeting has been carried out to its completion, and 
within the appropriation. The two-platoon system has 
been inaugurated in the Fire Department, and judging from 
the short time it has been in operation there is indication of 
improvement in the morale and efficiency of the firefighting 
force. The extension.of suffrage for women has taken place, 
and at the important presidential election in November our 
voting facilities were tested to the limit. The work of the 
registrars of voters and of the election officers cannot be too 
highly commended, when it is realized that the electorate was 
doubled. 

We begin the year 1921 under auspicious circumstances, 
and we ask for the support of all citizens in our work. 


Valuation and Tax Rate 


The valuation of land in the town increased from $35,142,300 
in 1919 to $36,965,400 in 1920, the increase being $1,823,100. 
The valuation of buildings increased from $49,600,400 in 
1919 to $53,775,200 in 1920, an increase of $4,174,800. The 
total increase, therefore, in real estate values in the year was 
$5,997,900, which was much above the average, due probably 
to renewed activities in building, which had been discouraged 
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during the war. The valuation of tangible personal property 
assessed in 1920 was $12,895,800, which was a gain of $1,833,- 
900 over the previous year. The total valuation of all prop- 
erty, real and personal, showed an increase over 1919 of 
$7,831,800. 

The tax rate for 1920 was $17.30 per thousand, an increase 
of eighty cents over the rate of $16.50 in 1919, due largely to 
an increase in town appropriations and to an increase in the 
state tax of about $67,000. Our tax rate is low compared 
to that in other municipalities, and the indications are that 
there will be an increase of about a dollar per thousand in 
1921. 


Finances 


The balance of free cash remaining unexpended at the 
end of the year and available for the current expenses of 
1921 amounted to $167,321.17. At the end of 1919 the 
corresponding balance was $146,203.72. The compilation 
producing this balance of $167,321.17 was arrived at by the 
following method: the balance of the annual appropriations 
unexpended amounted to $60,630.87; the balance of the 
unexpended special appropriations which have been closed 
amounted to $372.41; the usual receipts exceeded the esti- 
mate by $33,624.40; the amount of income tax received 
over the estimate was $93,353.70, which included balances 
of income taxes on account of previous years; and there was 
a gain in the amount of taxes collected over the estimate of 
$37,948.75. These amounts total $225,930.13. From this 
latter sum have been taken additional appropriations and 
obligations, under authority of town votes or otherwise, the 
sum of $58,608.96, leaving the balance of $167,321.17 above 
mentioned. 

There have been no permanent loans placed since our last 
report. Payments of existing debt during the year amounted 
to $176,356. The total direct debt of the town at the end of 
the year was $945,108. Of this, $224,128 was for water 
supply and $117,610 was for public playgrounds, the sum of 
these two being $341,738 and being debt existing by authority 
of law outside of the limit of indebtedness under the Municipal 
Indebtedness Act. The total debt which the town can 
incur under this act for general purposes is $2,930,822. 
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The indebtedness at the end of the year, therefore, which was 
covered by this act, was $603,370 (i.e. $945,108, the total 
debt, less $341,738, the debt existing outside of the limit) 
or $2,327,452 less than the amount which the town is authori- 
ized to borrow under the act. The sum of $1,000,000 was 
borrowed during the year in anticipation of taxes and has 
been paid off. The year closed with outstanding authority 
which had not been exercised, to borrow $42,000 for ad- 
ditions to the High School, $8,000 for Kindergarten on Tap- 
pan Street, $14,400 for new pump at the High Service Sta- 
tion, $18,000 for administration building, Water Depart- 
ment; $12,000 for motor fire apparatus; $108,000 for construc- 
tion of highways; and $84,000 for the construction of sewers 
and drains. The funded debt which will mature during the 
coming year, to be raised by taxation, amounts to $175,356; 
and the installments coming due January 1, 1922, of the 
above-mentioned loans which had not been placed at the 
beginning of the year will also have to be raised by taxation.

Metropolitan Taxes 


The table herewith presented shows Brookline’s pro- 
portion of the payments for metropolitan parks and sewers 
under existing obligations. We have included in the annual 
appropriations the same amounts for these two objects as 
were assessed last year. 
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State Tax 


The state tax in 1917, 1918, and 1919, was $11,000,000 each 
year. The state tax in 1920 was $14,000,000, and our pro- 
portion of the state tax, therefore, increased from $196,460 in 
1919 to $250,040 in 1920. We have included in the annual 
appropriations for the state tax this same amount, together 
with $409 for the Metropolitan Smoke Tax, $848 for our 
tax under the Fire Prevention Act, and $11,787 for our tax 
under the Soldiers’ Bonus Act, making a total of $263,084. 


County Tax 


The estimate of the County Commissioners for the year 
1921 calls for a county tax of $533,000, which is $148,000 more 
than was estimated in 1920. There are three items which 
caused the increase in the tax. A large amount of work is 
being planned on the through highways in Norfolk County 
leading in general from Boston to Providence, Hartford, and 
New York. The improvements on these thoroughfares are 
paid for, one-third by the municipality through which they 
pass, one-third by the state, and one-third by the county. 
This policy has been adopted by the County Commissioners, 
and they recommend that it be continued this year,making the 
total appropriation for highways, bridges, and land damages 
$140,000, as against $67,500 spent last year. The Agricul- 
tural School Farm Bureau has nearly doubled its expense over 
1920. The sum of $39,736 was spent in 1920, and $88,186 is 
recommended this year. The pupils have increased from 
20 to 65, and owing to the street railway situation and the 
lack of transportation, a dormitory has had to be provided. 
The criminal costs in the superior court is estimated at $40,000 
for 1921, as against $24,000 in 1920, owing to the fact that 
there will be three expensive trials this year. “Of the $533,000 
county taxes, Brookline will pay $155,825.50 or nearly 30 
percent.

There is nothing further to be done and the appropriations 
will be closed in the following matters, namely: Sewer in 
Newton Street; Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Celebration; Pur- 
chase of land in West Roxbury; and special appropriation 
for Vocational Training. 

Nothing was expended from the following balances and 
they will be carried forward: $19,329.07 for land for public 
playgrounds; $22,768.57 for Washington, Walnut, and High 
streets, and improvements in Village Square; $5,412.66 for 
paving Washington Street between Harvard Square and Park 
Street; $3,719.79 for covered filter and basin; $75,806.86 
for alterations and additions in the High School; $11,842.85 
for Kindergarten on Tappan Street; $5,000 of the appropria- 
tion of 1917 for the extension of filtering galleries; $1,500 
for the coal pocket in the Water Department; $1,350 for 
plans Village improvements; $1,500 for plans Pierce Street 
lot development, and $2,000 for plans for alterations in the 
Runkle School. Of the appropriation for the extension of 
the filtering galleries made in 1912, $53.17 was spent, and the 
balance, $5,385, will be carried forward. The sum of $12,-

be carried forward at the request of the Water Board. 


Appropriations Made in 1920 


The appropriation made at the annual meeting of 1920 
of $2,000 for the improvements in Walnut Hills Cemetery 
has all been spent. All but $15.60 has been spent for motor 
fire apparatus and the appropriation has been closed. The 
appropriation for the fence around the Parsons School play- 
ground has also been closed, the fence costing $1,966.52. 
Of the appropriation of $500 for improvements in the Pierce 
Street lot, $427.50 was spent and the appropriation has been 
closed. There is a balance of $8,664.91 in the appropriation 
for administration building, Water Department, and a balance 
of $17,819.95 in the appropriation for construction of high- 
ways, and these balances will be carried forward. As au- 
thority was given to borrow the appropriations included in the 
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annual budget for the construction of sewers and surface- 
water drains, the balances have been carried forward, that 
for sewers $31,398.35, and that for surface-water drains

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Summary 


The total amount appropriated for 1920 for general ex- 
penses, including state, county, and metropolitan taxes, and 
payment of funded debt and interest, was $2,954,170.70, 
of which $2,853,374.93 was spent. Of the total amount 
of $344,056.86 carried on the books for special appropria- 
tions, the sum of $158,802.17 was spent. There was also 
spent for State Aid and German War Relief $2,781,50, and for 
soldiers’ exemptions under Chapter 299 of the Acts of 1916, 
$886.73. The whole of the former amount will be reim- 
bursed by the Commonwealth during the coming year. The 
total spent by the town for all purposes during the fiscal 
year was $2,915,845.33. In addition the town has paid the 
Commonwealth the sum of $24,405 on account of civilian 
war poll tax, most of which, however, has already been col- 
lected from the citizens. The following table shows the 
amounts spent in other years:

Annual Appropriations for 1921 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are given 
in the following tables. The amounts asked for the general 
expenses for public schools, public library, water supply, 
public parks and grounds, comprising headings A, B, and C, 
and the first two items of D in Table II below, have been 
recommended by the different boards having these matters 
in charge and have not received the independent judgment 
of the Selectmen. Reference is made to the reports of these 
boards for information in regard to these appropriations. 
All other amounts included in the tables are recommended 
by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for general 
expenses for the current year, 1921, including state, county, 
and metropolitan taxes and payment of funded debt and in- 
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terest, is $3,060,536.67. The total of the proposed special 
appropriations included in the warrant for the annual meeting 
is $142,029.07. The sum of $80,000 included in this amount 
for the additions to the Manual Training School, it will not 
be necessary to raise, as the money will be obtained by a trans- 
fer from other outstanding appropriations. Of the balance, 
$62,029.07, it is recommended that $43,000 be borrowed, 
leaving a balance of $19,029.07 to be included in the tax levy.

Sewers and Drains 


Reference is made to the report of the Town Engineer 
for information as to sewers and surface-water drains and con- 
struction during the year. No new appropriations will be 
necessary this year as the balances from the appropriations 
made last year are available and have been carried forward. 
These appropriations were not closed because authority was 
given to borrow the money. 


Exterior Repairs and Alteration of Town Buildings 


Reference is made to the Accountant’s Report for detailed 
statement of expenditures, alterations, and repairs of the town 
buildings during the year. The sum of $12,000 was appro- 
priated at the annual meeting and was practically all spent. 
A similar appropriation is recommended for the coming year’ 


Suits Against the Town 


Frances Lyons vs. Town of Brookline. This action of tort 
arising out of an injury claimed to have been received from 
an alleged defect in White Place is still pending for trial. 

Boston & Albany Railroad et al. vs. Town of Brookline. 
This was a petition brought by the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road in order to provide for the strengthening of the tracks 
over Clinton Path. The County Commissioners decreed 
that common convenience and ‘necessity required the work 
specified in the petition should be done. A Commission was 
appointed to determine who should pay for the work, which 
will cost about $2,500. The Commission decided that the 
town should pay for it, and an appeal has been taken for a 
jury trial in the Superior Court. 
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Herbert Carroll vs. Town of Brookline. This suit brought 
by the plaintiff by his next friend to recover for an injury 
received on the Brookline Avenue Playground is still pend- 
ing for trial. 

Mary D. McLean vs. Town of Brookline. This was a peti- 
tion for land damages for the taking of land by the Water 
Department in West Roxbury and is pending for trial in the 
Superior Court for Suffolk County. 

Anne O. Lehnemann vs. Town of Brookline. Suit was 
brought by the plaintiff in this case for an alleged injury 
received from falling over a pile of lumber on Clark Road. 
It was returnable on the first Monday of January, 1920, and 
is pending for trial. 

Martha J. Fanning vs. Town of Brookine. An action of 
tort brought for alleged injuries from a fall on a sidewalk 
on Dudley Street returnable in the Norfolk Superior Court 
the first Monday of February, 1920. This case is pending 
for trial. 

George T. Smith vs. Town of Brookline; George M. Hatch 
vs. Same; Arthur K. Hunt; Roland O. Parris vs. Same. These 
are all cases brought against the town for alleged damages 
to property resulting from an overflow of the Englewood 
Avenue sewer, occurring during a freshet last winter. The 
town denies liability and the cases are pending for trial in the 
Norfolk Superior Court. 

Sarah Schlanger vs. Town of Brookline. ‘This is an action 
of tort for alleged injury from a fall on Naples Road, re- 
turnable in the Norfolk Superior Court, the first Monday of 
September, 1920, and it is pending for trial. 

Charlotte Woolard vs. Town of Brookline; Eben R. Woolard 
vs. Same. ‘The first of these cases is an action of alleged in- 
juries from a fall on a sidewalk on University Road. The 
second case is brought by the husband of the plaintiff in the 
first case for loss of her services. Both cases are pending in 
the Municipal Court of Brookline. 

Mark H. Crehan vs. Town of Brookline; Same vs. Same. 
These two cases were brought for damages caused by the 
taking for the widening of Dudley Street. The first case was 
an action of tort and the second a petition for damages. 
They are both pending in the Norfolk Superior Court. 
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Mary Shea vs. Town of Brookline. A petition brought 
for the taking of 18,330 square feet of land for the widening 
of Dudley Street. It was returnable the first Monday of 
January, 1921,in the Norfolk Superior Court and is pending. 


Cases Settled and Disposed Of 


Boston & Albany Railroad vs. Town of Brookline. The 
petition for the assessment of damages brought by the plain- 
tiff in this case because of the laying out of the Beaconsfield 
Subway across its location was not pressed in court and 
judgment was entered for the town. 

Town of Brookline vs. Boston & Albany; Same vs. Same. 
The two cases brought for recovery for the proportionate 
part of the expense of renewing the bridges at Aspinwall 
Avenue and Cypress Street over the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road have been disposed of in the Supreme Judicial Court. 
The awards in the Cypress Street case for $4,000, and the 
Aspinwall case for $750 in favor of the town, were both con- 
firmed, but without the interest which had been allowed in 
the Superior Court. The money has been paid to the town. 


Dora S, Obst vs. Town of Brookline. This case was settled 
by the payment of $75 to the plaintiff.

Crime 


The only crime of a serious nature occurring in the town 
during the year was committed on the evening of February 3, 
when Patrolman Joseph J. O’Connell, Jr., was shot and 
severely injured while attempting to arrest a burglar dis- 
covered in the act of breaking into the residence of Charles 
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N. Peabody, 1033 Beacon Street. The burglar opened fire 
on the officer from under a rear piazza and two of the bullets 
entered Patrolman O’Connell’s back and side. The burglar 
was arrested in Boston on February 13, and proved to be 
Harry C. Ellsmore. He was identified by Patrolman O’Con- 
nell and admitted that he was the man caught in the act of 
breaking into the Peabody residence and shooting the officer. 

March 18, 1920, Ellsmore was sentenced to State Prison 
for a term of from eight to ten years. Ellsmore was sen- 
tenced from Suffolk County Superior Court for breaking, 
entering, and larceny in Boston. When sentence was imposed 
the crimes committed in Brookline were taken into considera- 
tion. ) 

Ellsmore was indicted in Norfolk County for attempt to 
break and enter, and assault with intent to murder. At 
the April, 1920, sitting of the Superior Court the above in- 
dictments were placed on file. 


Police Signal System (Gamewell) 


The Police Signal System, under Superintendent Davis, 
has given general satisfactory service. During the year a 
new table has been installed in the Police Station and is a 
big improvement over the old one which had been in ser- 
vice for a number of years. There are fifty boxes or stations 
from which men on patrol duty communicate with the Police 
Station.

As it is just as important for the officer in charge at the, 
Police Station to signal to patrolmen on duty as it is for 
the patrolmen to signal to the Police Station, I beg to recom- 
mend that three recall stations be located at central points, 
viz.: Village Square, Washington Square, and Coolidge 
Corner. 

The recall system is equippped with an electric flashlight 
and bell whereby the officer in charge at the central office 
can get in quick communication with patrolmen, thereby 
greatly increasing the efficiency of the police service. 
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Ambulance and Automobile Service i 


There have been one hundred calls for ambulance during 
the year. Thirty-one calls were for accidents and seventy- 
nine calls for sick cases. Number of miles runs by ambulance, 
670%. 

The White automobile patrol wagon has responded to 
sixty-nine calls and run 751 miles. 

A new Ford runabout, to replace the old one which has 
been in service for the past four years, was put into commis- 
sion during the early part of the summer and has given satis- 
factory service. 

A new Ford touring car for the use of the sergeants was 
purchased and went into commission during the early part 
of the summer and has proved a great asset to the department, 
as it has enabled the sergeants to keep in closer touch with the 
men on patrol. 

The Indian motorcycle purchased last year has been in 
use since early in April and has given excellent satisfaction. 

The Marmon touring car has been in use throughout the 
year and is in good condition. 


The Force

The discipline of the department has in the main been 
good. Charges have been preferred against three patrolmen 
for violating rules governing the department. In the case of 
one patrolman a fine was imposed, in the other cases the 
patrolmen were reprimanded at roll-call by order of the Board 
of Selectmen. 

Much good work has been done during the year. Several 
important arrests have been made by both the detective 
bureau and members of the uniform department. 

The action taken by the Board of Selectmen, giving members 
of the department one day off in eight, was put into effect 
on May 1 and has been much appreciated. 

The department has co-operated with the Federal pro- 
hibition agents in enforcing the liquor laws. The vigilance 
shown by members of this department has resulted in the 
discovery and confiscation of four illicit stills, and several 
prosecutions under the state laws for violations of the liquor 
traffic. 

Conclusion 


My thanks are due to the Justice, Clerk, and Probation 
Officer of the Municipal Court of Brookline, to the Com- 
mittee on Police, and to my predecessor, Alonzo W. Corey, 
for valuable advice and assistance rendered; also to many 
citizens for valuable information received. I desire to express 
my deep appreciation to the officers and patrolmen of this 
department for the excellent service rendered during the year, 
and for their loyal co-operation.

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REPORT 


Brookline, January 14, 1921. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Fire Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1920. 

We had 369 calls of fire in 1920, which is 29 more than in 
1919. Our fire loss amounted to $22,720 in 1920, making an 
increase of $9,724 over the loss of 1919. The greater part of 
this increase was caused by a series of incendiary fires during 
the latter part of the year. 

The apparatus is in good condition. I would recommend 
in the near future, the purchase of a triple combination to 
replace the old Combination AA, keeping this old piece of 
apparatus in reserve. 

The fire stations C and F should have the first floor of each 
station made fire resisting, so as to comply with the Fire 
Prevention regulations. The other stations will need some 
interior repairs. 

The two-platoon system has been put into operation and 
so far has proved a success.

Arc Lights 


Twenty-one arc lights were added during the year: 

April 24, one on High Street at the corner of Allerton 
Street. 

April 26, one on Beacon Street opposite Fairbanks Street. 

October 20, eleven boulevard type lights were installed 
on Beacon Street, between Pleasant Street and Centre Street, 
and six were changed from the regular gener type to 
boulevard type. , 

October 20, seven boulevard type lamps were added on 
Harvard Street between Stearns Road and Babcock Street 
and four were changed from magnetite type to the boulevard 
type. These eighteen are in the section that is now known 
as the Coolidge Corner White Way. . 

December 1, one magnetite light added corner of Vernon 
Street and Park Street.

Tungsten Lights 


A petition was received by the Selectmen requesting that 
two lights be installed on Single Tree Hill Road to light the 
walk from Boylston Street for about five hundred feet. 
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Two lights were placed on Fairmount Street, replacing two 
gaslights. 

Four lights were placed on Mason Terrace north from 
Summit Avenue. This work was done at the time the street 
was constructed, and this section is now lighted by electric 
lights only. The lights were installed in the Clinton Path 
Subway as requested by petition from some of the abutters. 

There should be one more light on Dudley Street, opposite 
Fairmount Street, as this is a dark place, especially in the sum- 
mertime. I would recommend that this lamp be installed. 


Gaslights 


A petition was received from one of the abutters requesting 
the light on Elm Street be changed to a new location, and as 
this was at the extreme end of the street, one new light was 
added in order to light up that part of the street near Davis 
Avenue. 

Changes in the street line made at the corner of Dudley 
Street and Warren Street necessitated moving the light to 
the south side of Warren Street and placing a new light on 
the turn in the road east from Dudley Street. 

Three lights were added on Pine Road upon petition received 
by the Selectmen. 

The appropriation for gaslights is overdrawn owing to the 
increased price in gas. The first increase was made in June 
and the second one in September. 

The four gaslights discontinued were on Mason Terrace 
north, replaced by electric lights. 


Spotlights 


One spotlight was added this year at the corner of Corey 
Road and Beacon Street and was ready to operate November 
26. 


Agreement — Welsbach Street Lighting Company of America 


This Agreement, made this twentieth day of October, 1919, between 
the Town of Brookline, in the County of Norfolk and Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, hereinafter called ‘‘The Town,” and the Welsbach Street 
Lighting Company of America, a corporation duly organized under the 
laws of the State of Illinois, hereinafter called ‘‘The Company.” 
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Witnesseth: That the said Company, in consideration of the covenants 
and agreements hereinafter mentioned on the part of the Town and its 
successors to be kept and performed, hereby agrees with the Town to fur- 
nish lights as hereinafter set forth. The Company, for the purpose of 
lighting the streets, public places or private ways of the Town of Brook- 
line, agrees at its own expense to furnish, and renew as often as may be 
necessary, the most improved fixtures and street lanterns, all materials 
and highest grade mantles used in connection with said lanterns, and all 
the gas required for lighting said lanterns, and also to furnish and pay 
competent men of not less than eighteen years of age to light and extin- 
guish said lanterns and keep the same clean; also, at the expense of the 
Company, to furnish lights for all such lamps and keep the same burning 
such number of nights and for such number of hours per night as are here- 
inafter mentioned, during the continuance of this agreement, in accordance 
with the following specifications, for the term of six years from November 
1, 1919, it being, however, expressly agreed that this contract may be ter- 
minated by the Town at the expiration of any year during the said term- 
upon notice in writing given by the Town, or by the Selectmen thereon 
to the Company sixty days before the expiration of such year. 

Minimum Number. The lights to be furnished by the Company are 
not to be less than eight hundred (800) in number, but shall be as many 
more as may be required from time to time by the Selectmen of said Town 
to be located in such parts of the Town as the Selectmen deem desirable 
along the lines of the present gas mains or any extension of same which 
may be made during the term of this contract. 

Service. The lamps are to be lighted by the Company every night in 
every month in every year during which this contract shall be in force, 
and the lights furnished shall be of sixty candle power each; all lights to 
burn all and every night in the year from dusk to dawn, on a schedule 
furnished by the Superintendent of Wires and Lights, a total of 3,828 
hours each per lamp in each year, and as many additional hours between 
dusk and dawn as may be ordered by the said Superintendent, and no 
lighter to be required to light or extinguish a greater number of lights than 
practicable within the time allowed for lighting and extinguishing. 

The Company further agrees that should any of the lamps fail to burn 
uniformly and to give a clear and steady light of the aforesaid candle 
power, to the satisfaction of the Selectmen of the Town, the Company will, 
at its own expense, replace them with others of the same type satisfactory 
to the said Selectmen; and the Company agrees, at its own expense, to 
maintain an efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the 
hours in which they are in use so that any lamps which fail to burn properly 
shall be promptly reported and put in order, or immediately replaced. 
For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be so employed by the 
Company to enable each lamp to be examined as often as deemed necessary 
by the Selectmen of the Town. 

Lanterns. The Company shall, at its own expense, furnish a first-class 
Boulevard Lantern, and shall keep the same painted and in good repair, 
and in said lanterns the Company shall place its improved attachments 
for lighting equipped at all times with clear glass chimneys and globes and 
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opal domes and in case of further improvements in lanterns, fixtures or 
mantles of the present type during the term of this contract, such improve- 
ments shall be furnished the Town under this contract, as soon as of demon- 
strated efficiency. 

Posts and Connections. The Company shall furnish at its own expense, 
the standard one-piece 300-pound iron posts of the Company for all the 
gas lamps used, and shall pay the cost of connecting all such posts with 
the gas mains and keep same properly painted. 

Cleaning. The lanterns shall be cleaned by the Company at its expense 
during the period while this contract remains in force, to the satisfaction 
of the Town or of its Selectmen, or the proper officers in charge. 

Numbering and Street Signs. The lamps shall be numbered consecu- 
tively and shall have affixed such street signs as may be designated by the 
Selectmen, of ruby letters on ground glass segments. 

Indemnity. The Company further agrees to indemnify and save the 
Town harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs, and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons or 
property arising from any act or default of the Company or its servants 
or agents in the performance of this contract, and from any and all claims 
for damages by reason of any infringement of patent rights in the use of 
lamps, machinery, appliances furnished by the Company under this con- 
tract. 

Compensation. The Town agrees that if the Company shall well and 
faithfully perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its 
parts, first satisfying the said Town that no proceedings either in law 
or equity have been begun against said Town on account of any infringe- 
ment of patent rights, or the wrongful use of or injury by said lamps, posts, 
and appliances, or any of them, then the Town shall pay the Company, 
as full compensation to the Company for furnishing light as aforesaid, and 
for furnishing and affixing its improved gas fixtures, and for the perform- 
ance by the Company of all its other undertakings under this contract, 
thirty and 35/100 ($30.35) dollars per year for each and every light fur- 
nished by this Company according to this contract, payable monthly during 
the term of this contract. (See last paragraph, page 176.) 

In case any such suit or suits against the said Town shall have been 
begun, or notice of a claim for damages shall have been given, the Town 
shall pay any amount due under this contract, notwithstanding such suit 
or notice, provided the Company shall assume the defense of such suit, 
and shall furnish the Town witha bond of indemnity against the same, 
with satisfactory sureties. Such sum shall be in full payment and dis- 
charge for any and all expenses attending the care, maintenance and use 
of the said lights and apparatus, and it is hereby understood and agreed 
that if through accident or other cause the said lamps or any of them 
shall fail to be lighted and kept so lighted as stated above any night or nights 
during the period of this contract, then for each lamp that shall fail to be 
lighted or kept so lighted there shall be deducted from the sum to be paid 
by the said Town an amount for each light not so lighted equal to the rate 
to be paid for lighting the same under this contract, as provided, for the 
time that such light remains unlighted. 
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In case the candle power of the lamp shall be less than that called for 
herein, payment shall only be made for the actual candle power furnished, 
the amount to be paid to be based pro rata on the amount which would 
be paid were the candle power equal to that required hereby, unless the 
said deficiencies would amount to over twenty percent of the candle power 
called for, in which case no payment shall be made, the lights being con- 
sidered useless, but this provision is not to be construed to imply the right 
to continue to furnish lights under this contract at any candle power 
less than sixty each, or in any way waive the right of the Town to cancel 
this contract for breach thereof on account of a deficiency in candle power 
of the lights furnished. 

Tor the purpose of making tests of candle power and of examining the 
lamps, posts, apparatus, and applicances, with the view of learning whether 
the company is complying with the terms of this agreement, it is further 
agreed that at all proper times the Town by such person or persons as the 
Selectmen of the Town may authorize shall have access to all the said 
lamps, posts, apparatus, and appliances in the Town, and shall have the 
privilege of making all proper tests by standard apparatus and methods, 
for determining the candle power of the said lamps, and shall have the 
further right to remove at any time one or more lamps for the purpose of 
testing the candle power of said lamps. It is further agreed and under- 
stood that all lanterns, posts, and fixtures furnished by the Company shall 
be and remain its property. 

If at any time during the continuation of this contract there should be 
a reduction or increase in the price of gas as charged by the Gas Company 
supplying, there will be a corresponding reduction or increase in the price 
charged by the Company. 

This contract is to be subject to tiRcation by the Town and also sub- 
ject to an appropriation by the Town each year. 

It is further agreed that this contract is made subject to the provisions 
of Chapter 514 of the Acts of 1909, and amendments thereto, that “no 
laborer, workman, or mechanic working within this Commonwealth in 
the employ of the contractor, sub-contractor or other person doing or 
contracting to do the whole or a part of the work contemplated by the 
contract shall be requested or required to work more than eight hours in 
any one calendar day.” 

Bond. The Company agrees to furnish to the Town a bond in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) with a surety or sureties satisfactory 
to the Selectmen, for the faithful performance of this contract. 

It is understood that in signing this contract the members of the Board 
of Selectmen incur no individual liability. 

Automatic Lighting and Extinguishing. It is further understood that 
the company shall install automatic lighters and extinguishers on all 
lamps covered by this contract and that the installation of such lights shall 
be completed on or before April 1, 1920, and the price per light from the 
time such automatic lighters and extinguishers are installed shall be in- 
creased one dollar and twenty cents ($1.20) per lamp per year. 
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In witness whereof the parties hereto have caused their respective cor- 
porate seals to be hereunto affixed, and these presents to be signed by their 
respective officers, hereto duly authorized the day and year first above 
written.

Fire Alarm 


Nothing has been done to the fire alarm this year in the way 
of extension of lines. One new box, No. 323, was installed 
on Winchester Street, opposite Coolidge Street, at the request 
of the Board of Trade, an additional cpt being made 
to cover the expense. 

A letter was received from the Board of Trade asking if 
red light could be placed over each fire alarm box throughout 
the town. In reply to a request sent the Edison Company 
for cost of same, the estimate cost for 65 boxes would be 
$12,735, of which the town would be billed for twenty-seven 
posts at $35 each, which would amount to $945. The com- 
pany in their letter stated that owing to the existing financial 
condition and high cost of construction work, the present 
is not an opportune time for the installation. I then wrote 
asking for the estimated cost of lights over boxes in the sec- 
tion north of Beacon Street between Washington Street and 
St. Mary’s Street and as yet have received no reply. 

Trouble from grounded wires and broken wires have 
been attended to promptly. Carelessness of some people 
causes a great deal of trouble and it might be the cause of 
delayed alarm, as in the following incident. 

November 25, two men felled a tree across the wires on 
Clyde Street, breaking the cable, which left the circuit useless 
for nearly three quarters of an hour. They did not even take 
the trouble to notify any department that wires were down. 
One wire was the primary wire of the Edison Electric Hlum- 
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inating Company and would have been fatal had a person 
in any way come in contact with it. 

Fire Box No. 481, Pleasant Street, was knocked down 
by an automobile about eleven o’clock p.m. Two men who 
were riding in the machine stopped, got out, and went back 
and looked at the box, got in the machine again and drove 
off; so no information could be obtained as to who they 
were. This department was obliged to purchase a new box 
at an expense of $185. These are the unforeseen accidents 
for which no appropriation is ever allowed. 3 

Owing to the bad condition of the street during last winter 
it was necessary to hire a horse; the expense was $140, and 
these two items were the cause of the appropriation being 
overdrawn. 


Police Signal Box 


The new police signal desk ordered was installed in Sep- 
tember, some months ahead of the time the Gamewell Com- 
pany thought it could be delivered. The work was com- 
pleted in less than a week without any serious interruption 
and is a great improvement over the old desk. The telephone 
system was very much improved. 

It was necessary to purchase new batteries, for which no 
estimate was made. There was no damage by storm or trouble 
that demanded the expenditure of money from the miscel- 
laneous appropriation, so the appropriation was not over- 
drawn. | 

The circular loom cable for overhead wires has been broken 
many times since it was installed some eight years ago, and 
these broken places have been patched in. Not having enough 
cable on hand should more of this trouble occur, I would 
recommend that enough money be appropriated to purchase 
two miles of cable, there being no prospect of underground 
wires being placed in this section of the town for some time. 
I would also recommend that underground wire be purchased 
for this branch of the service. 


Edison Underground Conduit 


The greater part of underground conduit work of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company this year is for house 
connections. 
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Additional conduits were placed in Amory Street, Atherton 
Road, Clinton Road, Ivy Street, St. Mary’s Street. 

Additional ducts were placed in Beacon Street and Har- 
vard Street in order to reach the location of the new lamps 
installed.

Owing to the unsettled condition.of the country, the high 
prices, and shortage of material, the Edison Company has 
done no new underground conduit work for the last three 
years. It seems to me something could be done this year. 

There is a section on Harvard Street, between Longwood 
Avenue and School Street, where the wires are still overhead 
and the poles are not in very good condition, and are becom- 
ing worse every day. If the company should rebuild this line 
it would be better to add a little more money and put this 
section underground, as it is the missing link between the elec- 
tric light station in- Allston and the underground wires south 
of School Street. 


New England Telephone and Telegraph Company (Underground) 


The only conduit installed this year was a short piece on 
Houlihan Avenue, a distance of one hundred and eighty- 
eight feet, with one manhole. 

The number of house connections was twelve and the 
amount of pipe laid, 1,026.8 feet. 

Three connections to poles were made, 349.9 feet of pipe 
used.

The number of new buildings was far below the average 
this year, so the number of lights will not compare with 
those in the past. The number of old buildings wired show 
an increase. Many houses have had additional lights. 

New electrical devices have been placed on the market 
and are appearing every day. Many of these devices are 
safe, but there are some that people purchase, get into trouble 
with, and then wonder at trouble with their electric wires. 

Quite a number of base plugs have been installed as the 
tall portable lamp has been placed on the market. Many 
people think it perfectly safe to place these lamps at any 
distance from an outlet or lamp socket and use devices 
which were never designed for uses they are put to. 
I found in one building a device that was so connected 
up that ten lights were taken from one socket that is in- 
tended for the use of one 50-watt lamp only. 

The total number of applications received this year was 
1,079. The number of calls would average five to a building.

Gas Inspection 


There were 701 applications filed this year for gas piping. 

Fifty new houses that were built have had gas pipes installed 
for ranges and water heaters, and many for gas heaters with 
one or more lights. 

Old houses that have used kerosene lamps for years are 
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now having gas pipes and fixtures installed, and many are 
using two and three-plate burners for cooking. 

Careful inspection is needed and has been given this year. 
The fittings are not what they were and unless looked after 
carefully, would be rather dangerous.

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REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1920. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — I respectfully submit the thirty-first annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1920. ! 

The applications for this year fell off somewhat from last 
year, particularly in buildings for living purposes; those last 
year providing for only thirty-five families, while 1919 pro- 
vided for one hundred and fourteen. It is interesting to note, 
at this time of high rents, that in the last three years homes 
have been built for only 154 families, an average of 51 a year, 
_while in the last six years previous, the average each year 
was 436. 

The work of the department has been carried on very 
harmoniously, considering the variety of duties involved. 
The additional inspector, Mr. Moran, has aided greatly in the 
inspection of the ever-increasing number of lodging houses 
and garages, also keeping in touch with the repair work on 
public buildings and assisting Mr. Finnegan on elevator 
inspections and tests. 

I would again call attention to the necessity of giving the 
Board of Appeal more power. 

The following summary shows a comparison of the opera- 
tions for ‘the year 1920 with the year 1919:

Plumbing 


The report of the Plumbing Inspector is as follows: 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1920. 
Mr. Ernest Lyon, Building Commissioner: 


Dear Sir: —I herewith submit my twenty-eighth annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1920. 

The whole number of permits issued to do plumbing was 
241. Of this number 41 were for new brick and stone build- 
ings, 29 were for new wood and frame buildings, 143 were for 
additions and repairs to existing plumbing, and 28 were for 
improving the drainage. 

The total cost of the above plumbing was $270,241 —a 
loss of $6,216 from last year. 

The following is a summary of the water fixtures installed 
in the various buildings during the year:

The slight falling off in the aggregate cost noted above, as. 
compared with the figures for 1919, is believed to be principally 
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due to decreased activity in building operations, especially in 
apartment houses. Construction of apartment houses is now 
at a very low ebb as compared with that of pre-war times. 
The trend for the past two years has been chiefly toward 
large business structures, mostly auto sales buildings and 
garages. The abnormal cost of everything pertaining to the 
building industry has served to make building and speculative 
circles over cautious, not to say pessimistic. There is every 
reason, however, to suppose that improvement in condi- 
tions will come in the near future. 

The work of the year has been of the same marked quality 
as that of recent years. In opinions expressed to the writer by 
the many strangers living in other cities and towns, who 
install plumbing in our buildings, no better work of the kind 
is done anywhere than here in Brookline. It will be the 
constant endeavor of this division to maintain the present 
standard of the work and to progress even still further. 

In addition to the routine work of inspection and testing, 
considerable work has been done for other departments of 
the town. In the case of two of the town buildings pre- 
liminary examinations were made, plans and specifications 
prepared, proposals procured and the projected work awarded 
to the lowest bidder. Acknowledgment is due the Engi- 
neering Department for material aid in preparing complete 
working drawings from the descriptions and rough sketches 
of the writer. The service rendered proved extremely help- 
ful in various other ways. 

In accordance with Chapter 154, General Acts of 1916, 
all copper, iron, or steel pressure range boilers in which water 
is heated under pressure, have been duly inspected during 
the year. As required by the statute, all new boilers were 
found to have stamped thereon the maker’s guarantee that 
they had been tested to not less than 200 pounds hydraulic 
pressure to the square inch. No questionable markings or 
attempts at other kinds of deception were observed in the 
case of any installations. 

More pressure than tank-fed boilers were installed during 
the year. We wish the reverse were true. The close boiler 
is always hazardous and full of risk, even when protected by a 
safety valve. It is within the writer’s knowledge that the 
majority of such valves receive little if any attention what- 
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ever, after their initial installation. At the critical moment 
they, of course, fail to release and an explosion follows. This 
matter is so important that it seems proper to mention here 
that a new invention, designed to safeguard close boilers or 
tanks against explosion, has been placed on the market 
within the year. This contrivance is known as a pressure 
and temperature valve and acts substantially on the principle 
of the fusible plug in a steam boiler. When the water in the 
boiler rises to a temperature above 180 or 200 degrees a small 
metal washer inside the valve casing is fused, the super- 
heated water and steam escapes through an orifice in the 
valve, and the danger from explosion is averted. My own 
opinion coincides with that of many others well versed in 
devices of the kind just described, namely: that a long-felt 
want has been filled and an article of real merit has been 
placed within public reach. It is hoped and expected to 
see this contrivance come into much more extended use. 
Aside from two serious breaches of the rules, both of which 
have been corrected, and occasional instances of carelessness, 
the laws have been generally well observed. In no instance 
has it been necessary to invoke the aid of the courts to compel 
compliance.

Gasfitting

The report of the Inspector of Gasfitting is as follows: 


Mr. Ernest Lyon, Building Commissioner: 


Dear Sir: — The following is the report on gas fitting for 
the year ending December 31, 1920. 

The total number of gas applications received for this 
year was 701. This is a gain of 203 over last year. 

This has been an unusually busy year in this department. 
More old houses have been piped for gas, and additional 
lights and fixtures put in old houses this past year, than for 
many years. ,A lot of this was due to the housing conditions. 
A great many single houses have been converted into two 
families, this necessitating a new fit and fixtures. 
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There has been a great increase in automatic water heaters 
of all descriptions. The flue connection has been quite a 
problem to solve, on the automatic water heater being in- 
stalled in old houses. This connection has to be above 
every other connection entering the chimney, or into a separ- 
ate flue, or else there is danger of gas accumulating in the 
chimney and causing fire or explosion, or both. 

A great many new types of gas ranges have been installed 
and in many cases the pipe has been found to be too small 
for the new ranges and new supply has had to be run direct 
from the meter. 

A new garage heater has put in its appearance, called the 
Masdon Garage Heater. This department has had a demon- 
stration on all new appliances. 

Gas is being used more and more each year for heating, 
cooking, and manufacturing purposes. A great many viola- 
tions of the law have been found, but all were made satis- 
factory to this department without any drastic action being 
taken.

Sewers and Surface-water Drains 


The principal sewer and drain construction of the year has 
been in streets accepted by the town at the annual meeting. 

In addition to the work in these streets, the sewer in Carlton 
Street was extended to Ivy Street; 200 feet of sewer and 
drain built in Dummer Street, on petition of the White Com- 
pany; 65 feet of drain constructed in Centre Street, at Beacon 
Street; and, in Crafts Road, about 460 feet of old land drain 
replaced with 10-inch vitrified pipe. Details of cost, size, 
etc., will be found in the tables accompanying this report. 

Several catch-basins have been built by the Sewer Depart- 
ment on land of Whipple, adjacent to Lee Street, and con- 
nected with the surface-water drain in that street. A 
connection also has been made from the catch-basin in Clyde 
Street, just east of Goddard’s Lane, across private land to 
the Lee Street drain. This has been done with the permission 
of the owner, who has given the town a temporary right-of- 
way. | 

The bearings of the motors at the Grove Street pumping 
station have given considerable trouble during the year and 
it has been necessary to renew several of them, but it is hoped 
that those last installed, which were larger and heavier than 
the original ones, will give no further trouble for several 
years. There is still considerable ground water entering 
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a portion of the sewer, which is laid through the swamp, and 
it may be wise to relay a section of this main during the 
coming season. 

The Boston and Albany Railroad have under contempla- 
tion the construction of a siding north of Aspinwall Avenue, 
on the westerly side of their location. The town has a 
right-of-way 28 feet in width, within the railroad location, 
in which the main sewer is constructed. This sewer is par- 
tially supported on piles, but is in very bad condition, there 
being a large crack in the invert and an opening in the arch, 
which the Superintendent of Sewers has to repair from time 
to time. The sewer is very close to the surface and, if any 
structure is built over or near it, it would have to be sup- 
ported in such a manner that no weight would be borne by 
the brickwork. It is probable that piles could not be driven 
in this vicinity, without seriously injuring the structure, and 
it is hoped that the Railroad will abandon the idea of any such 
construction. 

The Sewer Department of the city of Boston has consulted 
with the town, in regard to the extension of Village Brook 
through its property along the proposed line of Eliot Street 
Extension, and careful computations of sizes and studies for 
the location have been made and submitted to the city. 

The purchase of six carloads of sewer pipe of various sizes, 
early in the winter, resulted in a saving of about $2,500 and 
also prevented any of the work being delayed for lack of this 
material, as happened in many towns and cities. 

During the winter months, the set of tracings of the sewer 
plans, on which all data relating to sewer locations and 
branches are kept, was completed and a set of blueprints taken 
for the Sewer Department. 

There have been 66 new connections made by private 
owners, with the public sewers, for house sewage, and 38 con- 
nections with the surface-water drains, seven of which were 
for the Boston Elevated Company’s track basins. Twenty- 
nine’ repairs of old house connections have been inspected. 
Most of these repairs were made necessary by the growth of 
tree roots in the pipe. In seven cases, these connections were 
relaid with cast iron pipe and lead joints, which is the type of 
construction that is always recommended by this department, 
where connections have been stopped by tree roots. 
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The rules and regulations, governing the construction of 
house connections, were revised under the direction of your 
Board, giving this department authority to require all con- 
nections to be laid with an approved type of joint and it is 
recommended that some asphaltic compound be used for all 
future work. 

The Plumbing Inspector was assisted in about 50 investi- 
gations in connection with sanitary improvements. i 

This work has taken the entire time of the assistant in 
charge of this work, and at times it has been necessary to detail 
several other assistants, in order that all work might be 
promptly inspected. 


Streets 


All the streets accepted by the town, at the annual meeting 
in March, have been constructed and all data, relating to the 
length, cost of construction, etc., is shown in the accom- 
panying table. 

The line of Dudley Street was readjusted for practically its 
entire length, widened to a minimum width of forty feet, and 
relocated at its westerly junction with Fairmount Street. It 
was originally laid out, in 1863, as a town way thirty feet in 
width, but had been constructed to a forty-foot width from 
Warren Street (east) to Fairmount Street, probably by the 
abuttors, as no record of any such action by the town could be 
found. The location opposite the willow trees on Reservoir 
Park was fixed by the Park Commissioners, who wished no 
change to be made in the street line or grade adjacent to 
these trees. It was, therefore, necessary to take 3,992 square 
feet of land from the abuttors on the opposite side and omit 
the walk on the park side. On the other portions of the street, 
which abutted on the Reservoir grounds, the Park Com- 
mission released 6,237 square feet for widening. At the 
westerly junction of Dudley Street and Fairmount Street, 
the alignment suggested by the Planning Board was followed. 
The work was done under contract with James Driscoll and 
Son Company. 

The construction of Mason Terrace, from Summit Avenue 
to the Boston line at Bellvista Road, was begun as soon as 
the surface-water drain work would allow, and completed 
early in November. The accepted lines were practically 
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those adopted by the abuttors, who had partially constructed 
portions of the street many years before. It was laid out 
‘under the old betterment law and the data for levying the 
assessments have been compiled by this department. The 
work was done under contract with the Rowe Contracting 
Company. 

All work pertaining to the improvement of Chatham and 
Borland Streets, was carried out under one contract with J. C. 
Coleman and Son Company. 

The construction of Leverett Street and the extension of 
Cameron Street in part over the former location of Winthrop 
Place, from Smyth Street to the Boylston Street Playground, 
was carried out by the Street Department. 

Parkman Street, from St. Paul Street to Pleasant Street, 
Egmont Street, from St. Paul Street to Pleasant Street, and 
Browne Street, from Pleasant Street to Freeman Street, were 
also constructed by the Street Department. This method of 
construction was adopted on account of the possibility of 
utilizing a portion of the work previously done by the abuttors, 
which would not have been possible under the ordinary form 
of contract. ' 

Large scale plans were made of all streets recommended 
for acceptance and displayed at the adjourned annual town- 
meeting. 

Stone monuments have been set at all points of curvature, 
to mark the location of these streets as required by statute. 
For this purpose, 93 granite monuments have been used in 
the newly constructed streets, and 30 have been set, where 
necessary, in other streets. Nine bounds have been reset, 
on account of change in grade. 

The official lines and grades of public streets have been 
applied for by property owners and given by this department 
in 99 cases. Architects, builders, and private engineers 
have also been furnished with street, sewer, and other data, for 
the design, location, and construction of buildings, grading 
operations and surveys, and the development of real estate. 

Lines and grades have been furnished the Street Department 
in connection with the reconstruction of road surfaces, setting 
and resetting curbstones, and laying sidewalks. This work 
has occupied the time of one field party the greater part of 
the working season. 
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An inspector has been furnished for the supervision of most 
of the granolithic sidewalks laid by contractors during the 
year. It is very essential that all such work be accurately 
built to the proper line and grade and that proper construc- 
tion methods be followed. As the contractors give such work 
only casual attention and seldom have a foreman in charge, 
careful inspection by the town is most important. This 
applies to all work abutting on public streets, and an expe- 
rienced inspector should be detailed to give his entire time 
to such matters. 

Plans and profiles for the improvement of the line and 
grade of several streets, which in their present condition are 
very dangerous to the traveling public, are on file in this office. 

The house numbering récords have been kept up to date 
and comparatively little time will have to be devoted to the 
work this season. 


Parks 


The resurfacing of Riverdale Parkway drive, from the 
southwesterly end of the work laid in 1919 to the Boston line 
near Chestnut Street, was completed early in the season. 
The work was done under contract with Warren Brothers 
Company and the method of construction was the same as 
employed in previous years, viz: a bitulithic surface 25 feet 
in width, laid on the old telford base, with shoulders of bitu- 
minous macadam two and one-half feet in width. On the 
sharp curve, above Willow Pond, the roadway was banked 
as much as was possible without extensive reconstruction of 
that section of the park. Notwithstanding this improve- 
ment, mishaps to motor cars continue and it has been sug- 
gested that a fence, similar to the one erected this season 
on Dudley Street, be built between the edge of the roadway 
and the brook, the entire length of the curve. 


It has been recommended to the Park Commissioners that 
about 400 square yards of bitulithic be laid in the park drive 
at Washington Street to complete the work in the park to 
the pavement to be laid by the Street Department next 
season. It has also been recommended that the park drive, 
from Netherlands Road to the town line at Bellevue Street 
bridge, be resurfaced in the same manner. This will complete 
all the bitulithic work necessary in the Riverdale Parkway, 
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as the remainder of the drives, which are not subjected to 
through travel, can be economically maintained with bitu- 
minous macadam. 

A design for a concrete bandstand for Cypress Street 
Playground was submitted to the Commission early in the 
season. A design for a reinforced concrete grandstand for 
Brookline Field, with estimate of cost of construction based 
on present conditions, has recently been completed. The 
plan submitted provides a seating capacity of five hundred, 
with provision underneath for storage space, which eventually 
can be used for lockers, shower baths, etc. The suggested 
location is adjacent to the northerly end of the present stand, 
which will allow its extension in either direction, when desired. 

A chain link fence, eight feet in height, surmounted with 
barbed wire, has been erected around the greater portion of 
the Parsons School grounds. A double gate at the end of 
Villa Lane and a single gate adjacent to the easterly side of 
the school building, provide access to the enclosed space. 

Estimates have been submitted, at the request of the 
Commission, for grading and fencing Kent Street Playground; 
for enclosing a portion of Brookline Avenue Playground; and 
for improving the grounds around the Legion Headquarters. 
A recent estimate of the cost of constructing a storage build- 
ing and shop for the Park Department on the basis of the plan 
submitted a year ago, has been made. 


Bridges 

The fences of the bridges over the Boston and Albany 
Railroad at Aspinwall Avenue, Washington Street, and 
Cypress Street were painted during the season. The iron- 
-work of all the bridges for which the town is responsible has 
been inspected and, aside from minor repairs, will probably 
need no attention during the coming year. 

The bridge, carrying the tracks of the Boston and Albany 
Railroad, over Clinton Path, is being rebuilt by the Railroad 
Company. This reconstruction is made necessary because 
the Railroad Company now uses a very much heavier type 
of locomotive than heretofore. 

Data was prepared for the suit which the Boston and 
Albany Railroad Company was to bring against the town in 
connection with the construction of Beaconsfield Path Subway. 
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Water Department 


The lot of land at Cow Bay, offered to the Water Depart- 
ment by the McHenry Estate, was located during the autumn. 
A careful survey was made of the boundaries and all corners 
marked by iron pipe or stone monuments. A record plan 
and description for a taking of the property was also made 
for the department. Grades have been given and a compu- 
tation of quantities has been made in connection with the 
construction of an open filter bed on the opposite side of the 
river from the pumping station. | 

A topographical survey of the Water Department land, 
adjacent to the Highland Ice Company, and an outline 
survey of the property of this company were made, and 
studies submitted for a new entrance to the pumping station 
from Gardner Street. This was done because of the efforts 
of the Ice Company to have Morrison Street, the present 
entrance to the Water Department ‘property, discontinued. 
. A route was suggested, which had the advantage over the 
present entrance of better alignment and easier grades, and, if 
the Ice Company. would release a right of way on this line 
and build a permanent roadway, it would probably be to the 
advantage of the department to agree to the change. Several 
hearings at the State House and City Hall, Boston, have been 
attended at the request of the department. 


Planning Board 

The principal work for the Planning Board has been the 
preparation of data to enable the Board to study the zoning 
problem. Five maps of the town: have been compiled, one 
showing the area covered by buildings; another indicating the 
height of buildings; the third showing the use made of property; 
the fourth showing the distribution of population; and the 
fifth indictaing the fire limits which had been previously 
established by the town. Although most of the information 
necessary to complete these plans was on file in the office, 
having been previously obtained for other purposes, the 
plotting of the data on the maps, in such manner as to make it 
most available for the uses of the Board, consumed a great 
amount of time. 

A report was made to the Board on the question of the con- 
struction of a path from Addington Road to Claflin Road, but 
no further information has been asked for. 
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Miscellaneous 

In addition to the regular work of the department, a 
great amount of information and assistance has been furnished 
to the various departments as well as to citizens of the town. 

Several large scale plans, showing the locations of accidents, 
have been made for the Police Department. Working 
plans were drawn for a shower bath, which has been con- 
structed in the Police Station. 

Twenty-eight photographs have been taken of alleged 
defects in public streets where accidents have occurred and 
suits for damages filed. 

Photographs were also taken of all parts of the streets 
accepted by the town in March, showing conditions before 
construction and after completion. Other photographic 
work has been done, when requested by other officials. Alto- 
gether about 187 negatives have been made. The developing 
and printing is now done by this department, which greatly 
reduces the cost of the work. 

A plan has been made for the improvement of conditions at 

the point on Boylston Street where passengers transfer from 
the Boston Elevated cars to those of the Boston and Worcester 
Street Railway Company. The change suggested would 
cost comparatively little and should be carried out as soon 
as possible to relieve the present situation, which is very 
annoying as well as dangerous to everyone passing this 
point. ; 
Another suggestion for a transfer station at Coolidge 
Corner, including an equalization of the north and south 
roadways of Beacon Street, from Winchester Street to Charles 
Street, has been made and the plan is on file in this office. 
The necessity for an entire reconstruction of roadways and 
transfer facilities in this section is very great and the situa- 
tion is daily growing worse. 

On November 9, the boundary line between Brookline 
and Newton was perambulated by representatives of both 
municipalities. All monuments marking the line were 
found to be in place and in good condition. The necessary 
description was signed and filed. 

Late in the season, the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany asked for grades for relaying their tracks in Cypress 
Street. The Superintendent of Streets and the Town Engineer 
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were both strongly of the opinion that this street was not in 
as bad condition as Harvard Street, between School Street 
and Longwood Avenue, and that the interests of the traveling 
public would be better served by the improvement of the track 
and pavement in the latter street. As the Railroad Com- 
pany was not willing to change its plans, conditions in Harvard. 
Street will probably not be improved until late next season. 

The usual amount of staking out and surveying has been 
done at Walnut Hills Cemetery. 481.2 feet of chain link 
fence was erected by the W. A. Snow Iron Works on the 
southwesterly boundary. 

Data for plotting new plans has been furnished the Assessors 
Department and assistance given, as usual, in bringing build- 
ings on their plans up to date. ° 

It is desirable that a new edition of the town map be pub- 
lished this season, as the present edition was printed five years 
ago. There seems to be a constant demand for the map and, 
as all the data required to bring it up to date is on file in 
this office, the total cost could be comparatively small. 

The Annual Convention of the American Society for 
Municipal Improvements, held at St. Louis in October, was 
attended and much valuable information obtained. 

At the beginning of the year, requisition was made on the 
Civil Service Commission for a designing engineer and 
draughtsman. Up to the present time it has not been possible 
to fill the position. This has made the department short- 
handed, but the assistants have applied themselves in a very 
conscientious and satisfactory manner and, although the 
demands on the department have been greater than ever 
before, all requests for lines and grades and data have been 
met promptly and all information furnished as required. 

It has not been possible to devote any time to the sets of 
office plans showing sewers and drains, or to the ‘‘scale of 20”’ 
plans showing all underground structures. It is hoped that 
considerable time can be devoted to these plans this year 
as it is of the utmost importance that this work as well as all 
other records of the department be kept up to date. 

An inventory of the property of the town, in possession of 
this department, is being made. 

The names of the assistants now connected with this depart-

The last winter was one of unusual severity, and traffic 
of all kinds was for several days attended with great difficulty. 
The dependence of the community on motor cars and trucks 
was more clearly demonstrated than ever before, and it now 
seems a definite policy generally to keep the roads, or at least 
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the main thoroughfares, in condition for use by motor cars 
throughout the whole year. Arrangements have been made 
by which at the beginning of each snowstorm, five large 
motor trucks with snowplow attachments will begin work 
on the more important thoroughfares, continuing through 
the storm and extending into the roads of secondary impor- 
tance, so that by the end of the storm, all will be in fit con- 
dition. Six new snowplows for sidewalks were added to the 
equipment. 

The same methods as in the past years were used in the 
repair and maintenance of the roads. The roads were 
promptly patched with bituminous material as soon as holes 
or depressions appeared, and when necessary, they were 
resurfaced with new material with a bituminous binder 
applied by the penetration method. A few of the older 
treated streets must be scarified and resurfaced this year on 
account of the waves and depressions which have formed. 

On Beacon Street between Harvard and Pleasant streets 
the grass plot was removed, the edgestones moved back to 
the 15-foot line and the roadway was surfaced with bituminous 
macadam. Eventually when the contemplated changes at 
this place and around the transfer station are made, the whole 
area will be paved with granite blocks. 

The Railroad Company has not been able, as yet, to rebuild 
its tracks in Harvard Street between School Street and Long- 
wood Avenue, although it was confidently hoped that this 
work would be done during the past season. Instead of this 
work, however, the outward track in Cypress Street between 
Boylston Street and the car barn was rebuilt. The tracks 
in Beacon Street from Park Street westerly to the town line 
were rebuilt. 

Many improvements in road conditions might be sug- 
gested, but owing to the present unsettled conditions, I will 
content myself with again mentioning the need of relocating 
and reconstructing Lagrange Street at the Newton line, to 
which your attention has been called several times in the past 
few years. These reversed curves on a steep grade ought 
not to be tolerated on an important thoroughfare like Lagrange 
Street. 

The roadways in Washington Street on both sides of the 
railroad tracks, from Park Street to the granite pavement 
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near Washington Square, which it was intended should be 
paved five years ago, are being carried along by means of 
patching in the hope that costs will warrant the extension 
of the wood block pavement in this section. 

The city of Boston intends to resurface that part of Wash- 
ington Street where the parkway crosses at the town line 
with bitulithic. When this is done, it is most desirable that 
the part in Brookline between the town line and the brick 
paving at the end of Pond Avenue should also be done. The 
cost of this work, however, might be paid from the appropria- 
tion for maintenance of highways. 


Bridges 


The Town Engineer reports that no important work is 
needed on any of the bridges which are in our care, and only 
a small amount will be asked for to meet the cost of any 
defects which may develop. 


Pensions 


Two men were pensioned during the year. There are now 


six persons on the list and the amount paid for pensions in 
1920 was $2,572.96.

Late in the season, after the bulk of the appropriation 
had been expended, petitions for rebates on granolithic walks 
and extensions of coal-tar walks increased. These petitions

With the closing of dumping places in the northerly and 
easterly ends of the town, the cost of cleaning catch-basins 
‘and drains is sure to be largely increased. 

It is very probable that the sewer in Beacon Street, be- 
tween St. Paul Street and Powell Street, must be rebuilt. If 
important building operations in this section which are under 
consideration should be undertaken, the rebuilding of the 
sewer, owing to the settlement of the roadway, will be an 
absolute necessity. The cost of this work, as estimated by 
the Town Engineer, will be about $5,000, which sum will be 
added to the estimate of appropriations needed. 

Nothing has yet been done towards the cleaning out of 
‘Leverett Pond, to which your attention has been called. The 
channel through the Riverway is also considerably shoaled 
and should also receive attention, but it seems to me that both 
these matters are more peculiarly in the province of the Park 
Commission, rather than of this department.

A three-and-one-half-ton Kelly-Springfield motor truck, 
costing $5,000, was added to the equipment in July. This 
truck is intended for the longer hauls of ashes, and for work 
on the roads in the snow season. 

All the available dumping places in the northerly and 
easterly ends of the town are filled, and we are now using 
land of Jesse T. Phillips adjoining the railroad beyond Chest- 
nut Hill Avenue, and of Sherman Whipple on Lee Street, 
for the ashes disposal. 

This question of scarcity of dumping places has confronted 
us for a long time, during which I have considered various 
schemes for efficient and economical methods of disposing 
of this waste material. : 

Among other schemes, that of railroad transportation to 
some place outside the town has been considered, but this 
does not seem feasible. If the present dumping places should 
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be closed, I think that some suitable places may be found 
in the low lands near Hammond Street, and with the motor 
transportation the question of distance would not be so 
important. If one or two suitable transferring stations 
could be established, probably the best way of doing the work 
would be to continue collecting the refuse in horse-drawn 
carts or small automobiles, and transferring the contents 
at these stations to motor cars of large capacity, say ten or 
- twelve cubic yards each, and hauling the material in these 
large trucks to the point of disposal. The initial cost of 
establishing these transferring stations and the purchase of 
these large trucks would be considerable, but for a period 
of years this method would undoubtedly prove the most 
economical. There can be no question that if horse-drawn 
vehicles are to be used on these excessively long hauls, the 
cost of this work must inevitably be greatly increased. 


Sundries 


‘Considerable other work not otherwise provided for or 
included in the foregoing was done by the Street Department, 
the cost of which was charged to the proper appropriations. 

The wages of all the men have been increased twice during 
the past year. An increase of twenty-five cents a day was 
granted April 1 and a second increase of twenty-five cents 
a day was granted October 23.

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REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1920. 


To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The following is the report of the services of 
this department for the year ending December 31, 1920. 

For several years I have reported a substantial increase 
in the work required of sealers, due to the extension of the 
service by legislation. Nearly every commodity we use now 
comes either directly or indirectly under the provisions of 
the Weights and Measures laws. In the past year there has 
been marked increase in the commercial growth of the town, 
notably in the larger number of garages and stores. Although 
the work has been economically done in connection with 
other divisions of the public service, and the utmost conserva- 
tion practiced in making expenditures, the appropriation has 
proven insufficient to complete the work of the year. To 
adequately and economically meet the situation, tentative 
arrangements have been made with the part-time deputy 
sealer to give more of his time to this department at the 
present per-hour rate of compensation, subject to the approval 
of your Board. 

The present office standards, which are used for verifying 
the working equipment and commodities used as evidence in 
cases of prosecution, are no longer suitable for testing the 
modern weighing and measuring devices. They were fur- 
nished by the Commonwealth more than sixty years ago, with 
no statutory provisions for their replacement. As the Federal 
Bureau of Standards has recently declined to approve such 
type of standards, it is incumbent upon your Sealer to recom- 
mend that a special appropriation be made for their replace- 
ment as a necessity in the interest of efficiency and better 
service to the community. 

The adequate enforcement of the Weights and Measures 
laws is of such economic value and moral significance to the 
civic welfare of the town as to more than justify the increased 
cost incident to their expansion.

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Inspections 


The modern measuring and weighing devices being used are 
sensitive and susceptible to inaccuracy and in many types 
quite complicated, consequently requiring more frequent 
inspections to insure protection to both seller and buyer. 
This is especially true of gasoline pumps, of which the number 
has increased one-third the past year. In meeting the general 
demand for greater accuracy, manufacturers have shown little 
consideration for those whose duty it is to test and adjust 
their devices. 


The practice of sending persons not connected with the 
municipal service into stores to make observations and test- 
purchases, especially at rush hours, has done much to effect 
permanent correction of careless methods in weighing, and 
incidentally, was responsible for several of the prosecutions. 

The inspections have also resulted in the correcting or 
condemning of numerous scales, weights, and measures, 
which for various causes had become inaccurate. In this 
connection two prosecutions were made for using unsealed 
scales which registered short weight. 


Re-Weighings : 


Changing economic conditions and the need for conserva- 
tion of paper stock has been responsible for many changes in 
cartons used in the sale of certain commodities. This has in- 
creased the inspection work necessary under the Net-Weight 
Package Law, for such work must necessarily be done by. local 
sealers after the shrinkage incidental to their transporta- 
tion and storage has taken place. Bread, print butter, and 
bagged flour have shown the largest deviation from the legal 
weight. Through co-operation with the State Department 
the loss to consumers in these staple foods, as well as in many 
others, has been reduced to the minimum. Your sealer has 
endeavored to afford adequate protection in commodities, 
the weights of which are hard for consumers to verify. 


Deputy Sealer Matthew F. Mealey has had charge of 
the inspection of coal in local transit, and has rendered excel- 
lent service. Of the shortages found in the weights of loads, 
several were a repetition of one out-of-town dealer, and after 
a thorough investigation aided by a state inspector, the dealer 
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was brought before the Court and convicted, the maximum 
penalty being imposed. There were but four loads found 
without the required certificates of weight. 

Regarding ice, the numerous prosecutions for short weight 
made in previous years, with two recent additional convic- 
tions, have tended to eliminate dishonest drivers and to 
stimulate due care in the sale of this product. The officials 
of the Ice Company have extended hearty co-operation in 
efforts made to afford adequate protection to the public. 


Peddlers | 
A broader interpretation of the Hawkers and Peddlers’ 
Law by the present State Director of Standards has made it 
possible for local authorities to apply corrective measures, 
and to exercise more adequate control over this class of deal- 
ers. The thorough investigations made by the Chief of Police 
before issuing or recommending licenses has also been a con- 
tributing factor in making prosecutions unnecessary, and 

greatly reducing the number of complaints. 


Legislation 

The legislative enactments during the year were largely 
of a constructive and corrective nature. Those materially 
affecting this department are provisions for the testing of 
mechanical weighing devices used in manufacturing; extending 
the Weights and Measures laws to control slot-vending 
machines and other automatic devices; supervision over sur- 
veying of lumber; regulating the use of cartons in the sale of 
ice-cream; standardizing the weight of bread; legalizing the 
use of small-sized jars for the sale of milk; providing for a 
definite marked filling point on certain milk jars. The latter 
is designed to facilitate the delivery of milk when it is pas- 
teurized in the jars in which it is to be delivered. 


Miscellaneous 

The duties imposed by law upon the Measurer of Wood and 
Bark and Inspector of Petroleum have been given proper 
attention. Although the calls made for services were not nu- 
merous, they have, nevertheless, involved important matters. 
Determinations made on one lot of manure, one of kindling, 
and four of wood, resulted in corrections in favor of pur- 
chasers. Certificates of measurements were given when

desired, and various other determinations have been made to 
ascertain if sufficient weight or measure was being given. 
As a result of examinations of oils, two lots were rejected 
by purchasers for not being up to the specifications. Of 
samples submitted for analysis correction in price was made in 
one case, and in another, an initial order for twenty-five 
barrels was cancelled. 

As the value to the public of the work of this department 
depends so largely upon the impartial attention to details, the 
efficient services rendered by Deputy Sealer William F. 
Coughlin deserve high commendation.

The first two hundred tons of anthracite coal delivered under 
the 1920 contract were somewhat poor in quality, and while 
the contractor is to be commended for diverting further con- 
signments, this action made it impossible to obtain deliveries 
to liquidate moneys provided under the 1919 appropriations. 
Of the 2,300 tons specified in the contract less than 1,300 tons 
have thus far been delivered. 

The quality of the furnace coal recently delivered has been 
satisfactory, as the premiums indicate. From mechanical 
analysis it developed satisfactory even heat under both slow 
and rapid combustion and-clinkered only under extremely high 


oe 
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temperature. ‘The carbon was uncommonly hard, which has 
a tendency to prevent waste in burning and compensates for 
the somewhat uneven distribution of silica and lime. It is, 
therefore, an economical coal for general purposes, when 
properly screened. 

There have not been enough deliveries of the egg and stove 
coal to complete samples for analysis, but they are apparently 
from the same run of mine as the furnace. 

The contractor of the bituminous coal offered a choice 
from three mines, the selection being made of the kind fur- 
nished in 1918 and 1919 by the same contractor, except when 
the Federal Fuel Regulations prevented. It was not neces- 
sary, therefore, to make an additional chemical analysis of 
this coal. While it was somewhat high in ash the B. T. U. 
content was also high, which with an even distribution of its 
component parts made it a very desirable coal for the high 
pressure boilers. Attempt was made to secure another kind 
which would have been more economical for the two low 
pressure boilers in school buildings, but the disturbed condi- 
tions made it seem inadvisable to take chances of having the 
shipments diverted. 

The substitution of yard screenings for buckwheat coal 
has resulted in a very substantial saving to the town. The 
samples thus far analyzed show it to be of excellent quality, 
with the ash well below the standard of 16% specified in the 
contract. , 

The provision made for storing bituminous coal at the 
Heating and Lighting Plant, Tappan Street, as recommended 
last year, has made it unnecessary to purchase coal on the open 
market at excessive prices. During the acute shortage in 
the summer and early fall, the town had coal in reserve costing 
$7.64 per ton, when many municipalities and large public 
service corporations in the state were obliged to pay from 
$15.00 to $22.00 per ton. It wasa great relief to be free from 
the necessity (and incidental worry) during the past four 
years of having to spend a great deal of time in obtaining coal 
at competitive prices when the Federal regulations made it 
impossible for the contractor to make shipments. The town 
saved several thousand dollars by making the provision for 
storing and has on hand at the present time enough coal to 
last through the winter. 
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In July it was found that the high prices paid for bituminous 
coal for export, and the shortage of cars, had created such a 
serious condition in New England, that the governors of the 
several states appealed to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission for relief. This resulted in the Commission issuing 
a special order providing for priority shipments until August 
26, under existing contracts, to public utilities and certain 
industries, upon application. Although comparatively few of 
the purchasing agents thought it worth while to file applica- 
tions, because of previous unsuccessful attempts to obtain 
coal through government agencies, upon behalf of the town, 
application was made for tlfree carloads per week, and asa 
result nearly twelve hundred tons were received, the time 
being subsequently extended to September 25. 

The usual details in connection with enforcing the contracts 
were given attention and a minor contract for unloading and 
delivering bituminous coal to the Pumping Station, Newton 
Street, was awarded to James Driscoll & Sons, the lowest 
bidder, at $1.48 per net ton.

REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — In submitting to you this twenty-fourth 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1920, the 
Gymnasium and Baths Committee feel a good deal of satis-_ 
faction in the large increase in attendance over the year 1919. 
The success or failure of an institution of this nature is meas- 
ured by its standing in the community and the attitude of the 
residents in availing themselves of the privileges offered. 
This has been the banner year in attendance since the depart- 
ment was organized in 1897. Although last year showed a 
large gain of 8,877 in the Bath Department over the previous 
year, this year shows a gain of 16,072 over last year, and records 
the highest in its history. A new daily record was established 
this year on September 25, when 919 baths were taken. The 
largest daily record up to that time was on June 3, 1919, with 
711 bathstaken. These figures do not include the baths taken 
in the gymnasium or by the High School pupils and athletic 
teams which use the department. 

The need of more shower facilities for the increasing number 
of patrons who are using the shower department is apparent 
on nights when the department is crowded and patrons are 
compelled to wait. When the building was renovated in 
1915, it was felt that this department was adequate to take 
care of the growth for some years to come, but the tremendous 
growth of the past two years will necessitate an enlargement 
in the near future. 

The need of an open-air pool is felt during the hot summer 
months. There is no place in the town where open-air bathing 
can be had, and it means that those who desire this kind of 
bathing must go to some of the nearby cities. to obtain this 
privilege. The town owns the Boylston Street Reservoir and 
this body of water could be utilized for such a purpose with the 
erection of a bathhouse on the Lee Street end.

REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1921. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: — The Board of Playground Commissioners 
hereby submit to you their report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1920. 

The Commission, in co-operation with the School Com- 
mittee and the Gymnasium and Baths Commission, have 
conducted evening recreation centers at the Heath School, 
Pierce Primary School, Sewall School, Union Building, and 
the Winthrop School. 


The Commission feel that for the more efficient work of 
the department the following improvements should be made 
by the Park Department this year: 


Kent Street Playground 


This ground should be filled in and an eight-foot chain 
wire fence erected around it. In its present condition it is 
unfit for playground use and a nuisance to the neighborhood 
at night. 


Brookline Avenue Playground 


The small children’s section should be completely fenced 
about in order that this ground may be locked at night. This 
will insure better discipline and help to abate the nuisance 
there at night. The wading pool on this ground should be 
repaired in order that the children can use it. 

The attached report of the Executive Secretary will give a 
detailed report of the various activities carried on by the 
department during the year.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1920 


To the Brookline Playground Commission: 


Gentlemen: — Never in our country’s history has the need 
of public recreation been more apparent than in these days 
of reconstruction of our national life. Bringing back to nor- 
mal conditions the business and industrial activities will mean 
the closing down for short periods of all manufacturing 
concerns. This will throw a large number of people out of 
employment and it is of deep concern to all communities as 
to how these people shall spend their idle time. 


During the summer a survey was made by two of Miss 
Driscoll’s workers from Boston, the object being to ascertain 
the conditions in our local streets and parks. The outstand- 
ing point made by these two experts was that the greatest 
problem in Brookline was with the children between the 
ages of ten and sixteen upon the streets and in the parks 
evenings. 


With this point in mind the need of some place where these 
young people could be given proper recreation under good 
influence has been given a great deal of thought by the Com- 
mission. The Brookline Friendly Society having decided to 
sell their building, the activities conducted there were trans- 
ferred to the Winthrop School and the age limit dropped 
to twelve years. This has proven to be a success from the 
start and at present there are enrolled 124 girls and young 
women and 101 boys and young men.

The need of permanent workers in this center is shown 
by the absence of the young people on the streets on the 
evenings when the building is open. The weakness of our 
system is the long periods which elapse between our summer 
and winter activities and the inability to secure for short-time 
employment efficient workers. 


Sewall School 


The activities here have been limited on account of the 
amount of available space for the work. Here the work is 
confined to young boys and girls and the activities consist 
of games, story telling, singing, dramatics, and dancing. The 
enrollment is seventy-nine, with a total attendance for the 
year of 4,520, and an average nightly attendance of sixty 
children. During the season several entertainments have been 
given by the children, at which the parents have been the 
guests. 

Union Building 

The work at this building was for adults over sixteen years 
of age and was open from January 1 until April 1, 1920. 
During that period the center was well attended and furnished 
a suitable place for the young people in that community to 
enjoy some helpful recreation. The attendance at the various 
clubs was as follows:

Girls 4,216 Dancing and dramatics 
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Heath School 
The work at the Heath School is progressing slowly. During 
the year clubs have been conducted in dancing, boxing, 
gymnastics, and dramatics. This center affords an oppor- 
tunity to do some effective work, situated as it is away from 
the center of the town. 


Summer Playgrounds 

The summer playground season was opened this year on 
April 20 and closed on September 3. The department had 
eleven grounds under supervision and they were well patron- 
ized. This year the plans and efforts put forth were for the 
children under sixteen years of age. The leagues in baseball, 
volley ball, athletics, croquet, tennis, and playground ball 
were very successful and close enough to be interesting. The 
efficiency tests for boys and girls were a great factor in keep- 
ing the interest of the children in all-around physical develop- 
ment. 


A supervisor who gave her entire time to the promotion 
of reed, raffia, and handwork was beneficial in teaching the 
children these branches of useful arts. 


The need of some definite improvements on our grounds 
is apparent to all who are acquainted with conditions. With 
the maintenance and upkeep of the playgrounds under the 
direction of the Park Department, and this department having 
no voice in the matter of improvements or repairs, we can 
never hope to bring the department up to its highest standard. 
We have gotten along in the past without friction between 
the two departments, but the time must come in the near 
future when this department shall have full jurisdiction over 
the playgrounds it operates.

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The closing event this year was a pageant entitled ‘“The 
Conflict,” which was participated in by every ground and 
was well attended. 

Inasmuch as the Parsons School ground has been fenced, 
I recommend that it be placed under supervision. Unless 
the Kent Street ground can be filled in and fenced, I recom- 
mend that it be given up until such time as it can be used to 
advantage. In its present condition it is unhealthy and 
inadequate to meet the needs of that neighborhood, and at 
night it is a nuisance. 

The success of the past year has been achieved by the co- 
operation and assistance of the supervisors and instructors.

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Again we are able to state that the health record of the 
town for the past year has been most satisfactory. The 
mortality rate in 1920 was 10.80 as against 11.99 for 1919, 
15.02 for 1918, and 12.45 for 1917. There was one death 
in the town from diphtheria, but with fewer cases than in 
recent years; one death from scarlet fever; and none from 
typhoid fever for the eighth consecutive year. Measles 
were very prevalent, there being six hundred and nineteen 
cases and two deaths. There were fourteen cases of whoop- 
ing cough with one death. Our infant mortality rate was 
again low. 

The Health Bulletin has been published quarterly and 
has contained much valuable information which all our citi- 
zens should have, and we recommend that it be read care- 
fully and regularly by, everyone. 7 

The contract for the collection of garbage made in 1916 
expires on May 1 next. The problem of the collection of 
garbage is being considered by the Board and recommenda- 
tions will be made at the annual meeting. Two courses of 
action are possible: the first, that the town should collect 
the garbage through its own employees and deliver it to pur- 
chasers outside of the town, but within a reasonable radius. 
The other course is to again let a contract for the collection 
of the garbage and for its removal from town. Proposals 
have been asked for by public advertisement to be opened 
on Monday, February 14, and when the Board of Health 
has received the bids definite recommendations can be made 
with figures. We recommend to our citizens to read the 
reports of the different health officers which follow. Again 
we say that the good health of the community justifies the 
large appropriation for the Health Department. It should 
be noticed, however, that in this appropriation, which is 
shown in detail at the beginning of this report, the largest 
item is for the collection of ashes and rubbish, which is not 
strictly a health item, but one of public sanitation. We 
have no item for sanitation in the annual appropriation, 
although at some time in the future it might be well to sepa- 
rate sanitation items and make one appropriation for them. 
Such an item would cover collection of ashes and rubbish, 
removal of garbage, general sanitary inspection, and main- 
tenance of sewers and drains.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


HEALTH REGULATIONS 
1921 


The Board of Health of the town of Brookline, in the County of Nor- 
folk, by virtue of the provisions of chapter 75 of the Revised Laws and 
amendments thereto, and any other power it thereto enabling, doth hereby 
ordain and enact the following regulations: 


Article I. Communicable Diseases 


Section 1. SCARLET FEVER. a. All persons ill with SCARLET 
FEVER shall be isolated for a period of at least five weeks and until all 
abnormal discharges from ear, nose, or lesions of the skin shall have ceased. 


b. No child who has been ill with SCARLET FEVER shall return to 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not until 
a certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health, or its agent 
has been presented, stating that all danger of conveying the disease by 
such child is passed. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been a case 
of SCARLET FEVER shall attend school until the patient is released 
from quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the removal of the patient, 
and then only on presentation of a certificate as above. 


d. Nochild who has been exposed to SCARLET FEVER shall attend 
school for a week following said exposure unless he has already had the 
disease. 


e. Nochild from any house where there is a case of SCARLET FEVER 
shall be allowed to mingle with persons from any other house until after 
the removal, recovery, or death of the patient and the disinfection of the 
premises. 


Sec. 2. DIPHTHERIA. a. All persons ill with DIPHTHERIA 
shall be isolated until two successive negative cultures from both nose and 
throat have been obtained. 


b. No child who has been ill with DIPHTHERIA shall return to 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not until a 
certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health, or its agent 
has been presented. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been a case 
of DIPHTHERIA shall attend school until the patient is released from 
quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the removal of the patient, 
but not until one negative culture from both nose and throat has been 
obtained, such culture having been made at least three days after the last 
exposure to the patient. 
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Sec. 3. Every house or apartment infected with ANTERIOR POLIO- 
MYELITIS (INFANTILE PARALYSIS), CEREBRO-SPINAL MEN- 
INGITIS, MEASLES, TYPHOID FEVER, WHOOPING COUGH, 
DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET FEVER, or SMALLPOX shall have affixed 
on or near the front and rear doors a card, furnished by the Board of 
Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any unauthorized person 
removing such a card shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 


Sec. 4. a. No child ill with TUBERCULOSIS, who is a menace to 
the health of others, shall be allowed to continue in school. 


b. Whenever a person with TUBERCULOSIS moves out of a house 
or an apartment, the attending physician, if there be one, or the active 
head of the family shall.so notify the Board of Health within twenty-four 
hours, and both of the above-mentioned persons shall be held -legally 
responsible for violation of this order. 


c. Noperson having TUBERCULOSIS ina communicable form shall be 
allowed to handle food or utensils used in the preparation or service of food, 
except such food or utensils as are for his or her exclusive use. 


d. No person having TUBERCULOSIS in a communicable form 
shall be allowed to live in the same household with a child under 
sixteen years of age, unless in the opinion of the Board of-Health such 


precautions are being taken as shall remove all danger of infection to such 
child. 


Sec. 5. No child who has CHICKEN-POX shall be allowed to attend 
school until a period of two weeks has elapsed from the first appearance 
of the eruption and all scabs have disappeared. 


Sec. 6. WHOOPING COUGH. No child with WHOOPING COUGH 
shall be allowed to attend school until the paroxysmal cough, characteristic 
of the disease, has ceased, and not within six weeks of the beginning of the 
cough. 


No well child from a household in which there is a case of WHOOPING 
COUGH ésshall be allowed to attend school until two weeks have expired 
from the date of the last exposure to the disease, unless he has already 
had the disease. 


Sec. 7. No child who has MEASLES and no child who has not had the 
disease in a household in which there is a case of MEASLES shall be 
allowed to attend school within two weeks from the appearance of the 
rash in the last case in such household. 


Sec. 8. No child who has GERMAN MEASLES shall be allowed to 
attend school until a period of one week has elapsed from the first appear- 
ance of the eruption. 


Sec. 9. No child shall be allowed to attend school from any household 
in which there is or has been a case of CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS 
or of INFANTILE PARALYSIS until a certificate has been presented 
from the Board of Health or its agent. 
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Sec. 10. No child who has MUMPS shall be allowed to attend school 
until one week has elapsed after the disappearance of all swelling and not 
within two weeks from the beginning of the disease. 


Sec. 11. No child who has been ill with INFLUENZA shall be 
allowed to attend school until the temperature of such child has been 
normal for one week. 


Sec. 12. No well child from a household in which there is or has 
been a case of INFLUENZA shall be allowed to attend school until 
the temperature of the last case in such household has been normal 
for one week or for a period of one week after the removal of the 
patient. 


Sec. 18. Acard shall be displayed on the front and rear door of 
every house or apartment where there is a case of INFLUENZA, 
and that said card remain so displayed for seven days after the tem- 
perature of the last case of INFLUENZA in such household is 
normal. 


Sec. 14. A card designating SICK ROOM shall be displayed on 
door of room where there is a case of INFLUENZA, and that no 
one other than the clergy, physician, nurse or attendant be per- 
mitted to enter such room. 


Sec. 15. SPECIAL SCHOOL PERMIT. ~° The agent of the Board 
of Health may; if circumstances warrant, give to children excluded from 
school by the provisions of the above orders, a special permit to return to 
school as soon as he considers it safe for them to do so. 


Article II. Disinfection After Communicable Diseases 


Section 1. Upon the removal, death, or recovery of a person who has 
been ill with CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, DIPHTHERIA, IN- 
FANTILE PARALYSIS, SCARLET FEVER, SMALLPOX, TUBER- 
CULOSIS, and TYPHOID FEVER, such articles and such rooms as, in 
the opinion of the Board of Health, have been subject to infection shall be 
disinfected in such manner as the Board of Health shall direct. 


Sec. 2. Articles which have been exposed to infection, or those which 
have been in contact with a patient within ten days prior to the diagnosis 
of any of the above-named diseases, shall not be sent to any laundry or 
other workshop unless they have been first disinfected by the Board of 
Health. 


Sec. 3. Refuse from the sick-room of a person having any of the above- 
named diseases shall not be put into any waste receptacle without being 
first disinfected. . 

Sec. 4. All books which have been used by a patient having any of 
the above-named diseases, or otherwise exposed to infection, shall not be 


returned to any library, school, or circulating agency without first being 
disinfected by the Board of Health. 


Article III. Waste Material — Garbage 


Section 1. All waste material set out for removal by the town shall be 
« kept in separate receptacles. 
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Sec. 2. One or more of such receptacles shall be used exclusively for 
garbage or swill and shall be water-tight, have tight-fitting covers, and be 
kept clean and free from deposits of garbage. (An underground garbage 
receptacle is urgently recommended.) 


Sec. 3. A second receptacle or receptacles, preferably made of iron, 
shall be used exclusively for ashes, tin cans, bottles, and other incombusti- 
ble waste. 


Sec. 4. A third separate set of receptacles shall be used exclusively for 
dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house-sweepings, and 
such other waste material as it is customary for the town to remove. 


Sec. 5. No person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles of waste 
material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


Sec. 6. No person’shall throw upon the sidewalk, or into any public 
street or catch-basin, any paper, tin cans, house-sweepings, lawn-rakings 
old shoes, orange peel, banana skin, dead animal, or other waste material. 


Article IV. Foodstuffs 


Section 1. Every person, firm, or corporation engaged in the sale or 
transportation of foodstuffs shall cause his wares or those under his charge 
to be properly protected by screens or otherwise against contamination by 
flies, street dust, or other contaminating agency. 


Sec. 2. No foodstuffs intended for sale shall be kept in any room used 
for living or sleeping purposes. 


Sec. 3. No person or corporation, individually or by his or its agents, 
servants, or employees, shall sell or offer for sale in the town of Brookline 
any refrozen ice-cream, or ice-cream which contains any artificial coloring 
matter. 


Sec. 4. All glasses or other drinking utensils used at soda fountains, 
restaurants, or other refreshment stands shall be sterilized at least once 
each day, and shall be washed and rinsed in running water before each 
separate use thereof. 


Sec. 5. Premises, compartments, receptacles, utensils, or ice-chests 
used for the storage, maunfacture, or sale of foodstuffs shal] be kept cleansed 
in a manner satisfactory to, and shall be opened at all times for inspection 
by, the Board of Health. Premises used in the manufacture of foodstuffs 
confectionery, or ice-cream, and premises wherein cooked foods, ice-cream, 
or beverages are served, shall be properly screened and shall be provided 
with a convenient and abundant supply of running hot water. Rooms or 
compartments used for the manufacture of foodstuffs, confectionery, or 
ice-cream shall not contain a water closet or urinal, nor shall such rooms 
be used for the storage of articles not employed in their manufacture. 


Article V. Milk 


Section 1. No person, firm, or corporation shall engage in the production, 
sale, or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline, except in accordance 
with the provisions of the Revised Laws of Massachusetts, and of the Acts = 
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of the Legislature additional thereto, or in amendment thereof, and in 
compliance with the rules and regulations which are, or may hereafter be, 
adopted by the Board of Health of said town. 


Sec. 2. All persons, firms, or corporations engaged in the sale, delivery, 
or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline shall furnish the Board of 
Health, upon blanks provided for the purpose, a list of the names and 
locations of the dairy farms from which the milk so distributed is obtained, 
and shall, before making any changes in their supply, notify the Board of 
Health of such intended changes. Any person neglecting to comply with 
this regulation or dispensing milk from any dairy whose milk has been 
excluded from the town shall have his license revoked. 


Sec. 3. All animals producing milk for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline shall at all times be kept in a clean condition; the 
animals shall not be bedded with sand or other unsanitary materials, and 
horse manure shall not be used in or about the cow run. The cows shall 
be milked with clean, dry hands, their teats wiped with a clean, damp cloth 
before milking, and they shall not be fed upon garbage or fermented brewery 
grains. 


Sec. 4. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline from any animal afflicted with tuberculosis or other 
disease, or from any animal which has not, within one year, been examined 
by a registered veterinary and certified to as being free from all diseases 
dangerous to the public health, or from any animal within fifteen days 
before or five days after parturition. 


Sec. 5. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline unless it has been strained, mixed, and cooled imme- 
diately after it has been drawn from the cow, in a room or compartment 
approved by the Board of Health. Said milk shall not be strained, mixed, 
or cooled in any room which is not provided with tight walls and floors of 
such construction as will allow easy and thorough cleaning, or which is not 
kept constantly clean, or which is occupied in any part by animals, or in 
any room which is used for domestic or sleeping purposes, or in any room 
or location which is exposed to flies, dust, or other contaminating agencies. 


Sec. 6. No person or corporation shall use any building as a stable for 
cows producing milk for sale, distribution, or use in the town of Brookline, 
unless such building is kept clean and is properly ventilated; has at least 
one square foot of unobstructed window glass properly distributed for 
each five hundred cubic feet of air space, and not less than one thousand 
cubic feet of air space for each animal; has a tight floor; good drainage, 
connecting wherever practicable with the public sewer; and a supply of 
pure water. Neither privy vaults, water closets, nor horses shall be allowed 
in any such building where cows are kept, unless separated by partitions 
satisfactory to the Board of Health. No swine shall be kept in cellars of 
such buildings, except by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 7. All dealers, except licensed storekeepers, engaged in the sale and 
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distribution of milk or cream in the town of Brookline shall provide a 
separate room, well lighted, ventilated, and properly screened, in such 
location as is approved by the Board of Health, in which the bottling, 
handling, and storing of milk is carried on. All such milk-rooms or plants 
shall be properly equipped for handling milk in a sanitary manner. Said 
rooms or plants shall have a smooth, tight floor with sewer connections 
wherever possible; smooth, tight walls and ceilings; a tank supplying 
running hot and cold water; approved facilities and methods for washing 
and sterilizing milk bottles and all utensils; a bottle filler; and facilities 
for storing milk at a temperature below fifty degrees Fahrenheit. The 
entire room and all appliances shall at all times be kept clean and must 
not be used for other purposes. In no case shall milk or cream bottles be 
filled at any place other than in a properly equipped milk-room. Cover- 
ings used for milk in transit must be kept clean at all times and used for 
no other purposes. 


Sec. 8. No person, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm, or corporation, shall in the town 
of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, any milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
which contains more than 300,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, or any 
milk, skimmed milk, or cream which has a temperature higher than fifty 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


Sec. 9. Any person having any infectious disease, or recently having 
been in contact with any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows 
or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, 
distribution, or use in the town of Brookline, or in any way take part or 
assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is satisfied that 
all danger of communicating such disease is passed. 


Sec. 10. No person, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm, or corporation, shall in the 
town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
produced upon premises where there is a case of contagious disease, with- 
out the written consent of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 11. Milk cans or jars of milk dealers shall not be left at any house 
in which there isa case of DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET FEVER, TYPHOID 
FEVER, or SMALLPOX, but the milk shall be poured into receptacles 
furnished by the customers. 


Sec. 12. All utensils used in the handling and selling of milk shall be 
washed and sterilized with steam or boiling water each day before being 
used, and all milk vessels (bottles and cans) which are to be returned 
shall be cleansed as soon as emptied, by the person who pours out the milk. 


Sec. 13. All milk sold in the town of Brookline other than from wagons 
shall be delivered to the purchaser in original sealed jars or from a milk 
cooler which has been approved by the Board of Health. 
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Sec. 14. All premises, compartments, conveyances, receptacles, or 
ice-chests used for the production, handling, transporting, or storing of 
milk or cream which is intended for sale, distribution, or use in the town 
of Brookline shall be kept cleansed in a manner satisfactory to, and shall 
be opened at all times for inspection by, the Board of Health. 


Article VI. Horses, Cows, Swine, Fowl, Stables, etc. 


Section 1. No person or corporation shall keep or allow to be kept 
upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this town, 
swine, fowl, or more than one cow, without securing a permit from the 
Board of Health todo so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May 
annually, unless sooner revoked. 


Sec. 2. No person or corporation shall use any building as a stable for 
horses or cattle, unless such building is properly ventilated; has at least 
one square foot of unobstructed window glass for each five hundred cubic 
feet of air space, and not less than one thousand cubic feet of air space for 
each animal; hasa tight floor and roof; good drainage, connecting wherever 
practicable with the public sewer; anda supply of pure water. 


Sec. 3. Manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the neighborhood 
of barns, and no manure heaps shall be allowed within one hundred feet of 
any dwelling unless so covered or screened as not to prove offensive. Yards 
surrounding buildings where cows are kept must be well drained and free 
from standing water and filth. The barns shall be kept as clean as possible 
and the floor shall be sprinkled before being swept. 


Sec. 4. No swine shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except by 
special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 5. No manure shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except by 
special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 6. All premises where animals or fowls are kept shall be open at 
all times to inspection by the Board of Health or its appointed officers. 


Sec. 7. Any person having reason to suspect the presence of glanders 
or farcy among horses, or any contagious disease among any domestic 
animals, shall immediately report that suspicion, together with the street 
and number of the premises at which the animal is kept, to the Board of 
Health. (The more ordinary symptoms of glanders and farcy are: a 
discharge from the nostrils, enlargement and hardness of the glands under 
the lower jaw, or nodular treatment of the skin with or without ulceration.) 


Sec. 8. Barns, stables, or any of the contents thereof which in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from glanders, farcy, tuberculosis, or other animal disease shall be 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 9. The manure. from stables on or within fifty feet of public 
ways shall not be removed between the hours of sunrise and sunset, except 
by permission of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 10. Manure shall not be transported through streets unless 
properly covered. 
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Article VII. Vaults and Cesspools 


Section 1. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be constructed in 
the town of Brookline without a permit therefor from the Board of Health. 
This shall not prohibit the construction of temporary privy vaults serving 
new buildings; but upon the installation of the necessary piping con- 
necting such buildings with the sewer, any such priyy vault shall be abol- 
ished and a tank-fed water closet substituted therefor. The owner, con- 
tractor, or agent shall cause the contents of every such privy vault to be 
covered with lime, fresh earth, or ashes, twice each day. All privy vaults, 
cesspools, and manure pits shall be fly-proof. 


Sec. 2. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be constructed or 
maintained on any lot or premises where a sewer is accessible. All privy 
vaults and cesspools shall be located as directed by the Sanitary Agent, 
and no cesspool shall hereafter be constructed within five feet of any party 
line or fence, within fifteen feet of the line of any street, or within twenty 
feet of the door or window of any building used for habitation, except 
by special permission of the Board of Health. No cover shall be placed 
upon or over any cesspool or privy vault until the same shall have been 
inspected by the Board of Health or its agents. The minimum interior 
dimensions permitted for cesspools hereafter constructed in this town 
shall be six feet deep and six feet in diameter. 


Sec. 3. No rain-water leader, soil waste or drain pipe shall discharge 
into or be connected with any privy vault, nor shall a privy vault, cesspool, 
or manure pit be directly or indirectly connected with any sewer. No 
drainage from any stable or other building shall discharge into a manure 
pit. Every manure pit shall be kept dry and shall be made water-tight. 


Sec. 4. No vault or cesspool shall be emptied by any other than the 
odorless process, nor by carts not of the Odorless Excavating Company, 
except permission be first obtained from the Board of Health. It is further 
ordered that neither night soil nor the contents of cesspools shall be dumped 
within the limits of the town. 


Article VIII. Burials 


Section 1. No public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person who has died of SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, DIPHTHERIA, 
CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINIGITIS, or INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
without the written permit of the Board of Health and under such regu- 
lations as may prevent the spread of any of said diseases. The remains 
of any person who has died from any of said diseases shall at once be placed 
in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or 
disturbed except for burial. 


Sec. 2. .In the case of death where the deceased had not been attended 
by a practicing physician, the certificate of death shall be issued by the 
Medical Examiner. 


Sec. 8. No dead body of any person shall :be carried to any cemetery, 
or from one place to another within the town, in any public vehicle other 
than a hearse or undertaker’s vehicle provided for that purpose. 
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Article IX. Miscellaneous 


Section 1. All BARBER SHOPS, together with all furniture, shall be 
kept in a cleanly and sanitary condition. Mugs, shaving brushes, razors, 
scissors, clipping machines, pincers, needles, and other steel instruments 
shall be sterilized, either by immersion in steam, boiling water, or in alcohol 
of at least sixty percent strength, after each separate use. Combs shall 
be thoroughly cleaned with soapsuds and brush after each separate use. 
A separate clean towel shall be used for each person. Alum or other 
material used to stop the flow of blood shall be applied only on a towel 
or other clean cloth. The use of powder puffs and of sponges is pro- 
hibited, except that a sponge owned by a customer may be used on him. 
Every barber shop shall be kept well ventilated and provided with run- 
ning hot and cold water. No person shall be allowed to use any barber 
shop asa sleeping room. Every barber shall thoroughly cleanse his hands 
immediately before serving each customer. Every barber shop shall be 
inspected at least twice annually by the Sanitary Agent of the Board. 
A copy of this order shall be kept posted in plain view in every barber 
shop. 

Sec. 2. Bodies of deceased animals which cannot be conveniently 
incinerated or buried shall be reported to the Board of Health within 
twenty-four hours after death, or upon discovery of such dead bodies.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


Office of the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1921. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1920. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 389, 
which includes 109 deaths of persons temporarily sojourning 
here, most of whom were patients in various Brookline hos- 
pitals. There were 11 stillbirths. The number of Brook- 
line residents who died outside the town was 130, most of 
whom died in Boston hospitals. Adding the latter number 
(130) to the number of deaths in the town (889) and deduct- 
ing the number of non-residents (109) we have a total of 
410 deaths, as compared with 460 during 1919. Estimating 
the population of the town on July 1, 1920, to have been 
37,898, the 410 deaths give a mortality of 10.8 per 1,000 
inhabitants, as compared with 11.99 for 1919. 

The National Census of January 1, 1920, gave Brookline 
a population of 37,478, which shows a slower rate of increase 
since the 1915 State Census than for the five preceding years. 
The mortality rates for the preceding five years have there- 
fore been slightly too low, having been based on an estimate 
of the population which was too high. 

It is very difficult to determine the death rate accurately, 
Owing to the fact that there are several hospitals within the 
town to which many non-residents come for major surgical 
operations or for serious diseases. There are necessarily 
many deaths in these hospitals which should not be included 
in determining our death rate, so it has been the custom to 
exclude the deaths of non-residents. On the other hand many 
residents go to Boston hospitals for major operations, or when 
seriously ill, whose deaths should be included. ‘Thisit has been 
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our custom to do for many years, but in so doing we un- 
doubtedly include the deaths of some individuals who have not 
lived in the town for many years, and also of some indivi- 
duals without permanent homes who had given to the hospital 
the address of some Brookline relative or friend. 

A complete record of the causes of all deaths will be found 
in the Town Clerk’s ‘‘Report on the Vital Statistics.” 

The following were the chief causes of death of Brookline 
residents, including deaths outside the town, and excluding 
deaths of non-residents in the town: 
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Communicable Diseases 


In tables I, II, and III will be found the cases of com- 
municable diseases by months, by ages and sex, and also for 
the last ten years. The deaths include deaths of Brookline 
residents out of town if they had the disease while living in 
the town. 


Diphtheria 


There have been fewer cases of diphtheria than in most 
recent years, 35 cases with one death being reported. The 
disease is very prevalent in many parts of the state and 
throughout the country, so that we ought to take extra pre- 
cautions to prevent its spreading from any cases that do occur. 
Parents should callin a physician promptly when their children 
have sore throats, and physicians should make cultures and 
give antitoxin promptly in all suspicious cases. 


Scarlet Fever 


There were 82 cases of scarlet fever reported, with one 
death. Many of the reported cases were very mild and 
might easily have escaped detection. Undoubtedly most 
of the cases contracted the disease from mild unrecognized 
cases. 
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Measles 

Measles was unusually prevalent during the year, 619 
cases being reported, with 2 deaths. There were doubtless 
many other cases which were not reported. The disease 
being very contagious for three or four days before the ap- 
pearance of the eruption, the isolation of recognized cases 
and of those known to have been exposed is not sufficient to 
control the disease. In communities like ours there are very 
few who reach adult life without contracting the disease. 

Whooping Cough 

There were 141 cases of whooping cough and one death. 
Numerous complaints are received of the carelessness of 
parents in allowing children with the disease to come in con- 
tact with others. The writer would again recommend that 
persons with whooping cough who leave their own premises 
be required to wear on their arm a yellow band with the 
words ‘‘Whooping Cough’”’ stamped on it. Whooping cough 
is very serious for infants and every possible precaution 
should be taken to protect them from the disease.

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Smallpox 


No cases of smallpox occurred during 1920. Our citizens 
should at all times keep themselves thoroughly protected 
by vaccination. Parents and physicians need to be reminded 
that the best time of life for a primary vaccination is in in- 
fancy, while a baby is nursing. The local and constitutional 
symptoms are much milder then than at any other time, 
and the danger of contracting smallpox before the beginning 
of school (when most children are first vaccinated) is com- 
pletely eliminated. 

Typhoid Fever 

There were 5 cases of typhoid fever reported and for the 
eighth consecutive year there have been no deaths from 
this disease in the town. One of the cases contracted the 
disease out of town and in the other four it could not be 
traced. 

The value of typhoid vaccination has now been very clearly 
demonstrated and is to be advised for every young adult 
and for all our citizens who travel or who spend their vacations 
in places where the sanitary conditions are poor. Everyone 
should be inoculated in a household where there is a case of 
typhoid fever. 
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Poliomyelitis 

There were 9 cases of infantile paralysis reported in August, 
September, and October. There were no fatalities. The 
cases were quite widely scattered and apparently had no 
relation to each other. It was noticeable that the Village 
section of the town, between the Transfer Station and the 
Parkway, where many of the cases in the 1916 epidemic 
occurred, was free from cases this year. 

The children with paralyzed muscles resulting from this 
year’s epidemic, together with cases of previous years, are 
being treated by the Harvard Infantile Paralysis Commission, 
the work being paid for out of funds raised by subscriptions 
from Brookline residents. 


Tuberculosis 


Cases Reported and Deaths. There were 46 cases of pul- 
monary tuberculosis reported and 4 of other forms of the 
disease. There were 17 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis . 
in the town, of whom 7 were non-residents, and 3 deaths from 
other forms, of whom 2 were non-residents. The total num- 
ber of residents, therefore, who died of all forms of tuber- 
culosis was 11, compared with 25 last year. 

The Tuberculosis Dispensary. Dr. Horace K. Boutwell 
has been the dispensary physician, and Mrs. E. R.-Jarvis 
the tuberculosis nurse. There were 535 examinations made 
of 196 different individuals, of whom 94 were new patients; 
23 patients were sent to hospitals and sanatoria. 

On December 31, the Dispensary records showed the 
location of 154 tubercular cases as follows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 3,246 visits during the year to tuberculosis 
cases, and 52 miscellaneous visits for the Board of Health. 

Free Consultation Service. In order to promote the early 
and accurate diagnosis of tuberculosis, the Board of Health 
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has since May, 1919, offered to furnish consultations with 
specialists in diseases of the lungs to physicians attending 
Brookline residents. Dr. Cleveland Floyd and Dr. Horace 
K. Boutwell are the consultants. 

Any physician having a patient whom he suspects even 
slightly of having tuberculosis may arrange for a consulta- 
tion by communication with one of these consultants. When 
x-ray or other special examinations are essential for the 
diagnosis, these also will be furnished without expense to the 
patient. 

Unfortunately very little use has been made of this ser- 
vice, which in Framingham and other places has been found 
to be of great value in securing an early diagnosis. 

The weakest spot at present in our campaign against 
tuberculosis is the failure of physicians to make an early 
diagnosis. Our investigations of cases which are in an ad- 
vanced stage when reported show that many have been 
under a physician’s care for months; some have had no chest 
examinations and no sputum examinations until just before 
the case was reported. In others where these examinations 
had been made and were negative, the histories of the cases 
were so typical of tuberculosis that it should have suggested 
the need of a consultation with a specialist, and the aid of the 
x-ray. 

The responsibility of the physician in the diagnosis. of 
tuberculosis is very great; human life is at stake just as 
much as in the diagnosis of diphtheria or of appendicitis, 
although the serious results of mistakes come so much later. 

Help from Other Agencies. For the campaign against 
tuberculosis the Health Department has material assistance 
from the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis Society. The funds 
of that society, which come largely from the sale of Christ- 
mas seals, have been used to maintain the nutrition of children 
of tubercular families by furnishing them with milk and 
eggs and by furnishing milk at reduced price to undernourished 
children in the schools; also for warm clothing for patients 
in sanatoria, and for other purposes for which the funds 
of the Health Department were not available. 

The tuberculosis program is constantly broadening. Thus 
it is becoming evident that it is from the undernourished 
and underdeveloped children of to-day that the tuberculosis 
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cases of the near future will come. Child welfare work 
is therefore of the greatest importance for the prevention 
of tuberculosis. For this reason the Child Welfare work 
of the Brookline Friendly Society at the Community Health 
Center is an important agency in the tuberculosis work of 
the town. 

A Retrospect. The year of a national census seems a favor- 
able time to look back and see what progress has been made 
in the control of tuberculosis. For that purpose the deaths 
from tuberculosis for the census years (national and state) 
beginning with 1890 have been taken, and the mortality per 
10,000 inhabitants determined. 

This tuberculosis death rate has been put on the accom- 
panying chart (together with the rate for each of the past 
five years). Excepting for the rise which took place in 1915 
and subsequently, which was quite universal, there has been 
a steady fall in the death rate. 


DEATHS FROM TUBERCULOSIS PER 10,000. INHABITANTS 
a ROOKLINE, MASS. From \1890 To 19720 
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It was in the first decade, 1890 to 1900, that the campaign 
against spitting and for the care of sputum was undertaken. 
Therefore in 1890 infants and young children were much more 
exposed to infection, so much so that they were often over- — 
whelmed by the infection and died in early childhood, often 
with symptoms of meningitis. Thus in 1890 there were 
7 deaths from tuberculosis under 5 years. 

If the tubercle bacilli were now as widely distributed as 
in 1890 we should probably have had in 1920, with a popu- 
lation more than three times as large, more than 21 deaths 
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of children of that age, whereas we had none. This is one 
very definite indication of the progress that has been made 
in the tuberculosis campaign. 

As the average age of the patients that died in 1920 of © 
pulmonary tuberculosis was 374% years, and as we have 
reason to believe that most cases of tuberculosis are con- 
tracted in childhood, we may conclude that many of the 
fatal cases of 1920 became infected at a time when few pre- 
cautions were taken to care for tubercular sputum; in other 
words we are only just beginning to get results in tuberculosis 
of adults from the work that has been done to prevent tuber- 
cular infection. The reduction in the mortality of adults 
has probably been largely due to more hygienic methods of 
living and to the diagnosis of the disease at a time when 
it could be arrested. 

That we will get marked results in pulmonary tuberculosis 
as a result of reducing the amount of infection just as it has 
been done in young children, there is little reason to doubt; 
and with these facts in mind when we look at the curve of 
our tubercular death rate on the chart, who can doubt but 
that at the end of the next thirty years tuberculosis will be 
far down on the list of the causes of death. 


Pneumonia 


There were 47 cases of lobar pneumonia reported and 
16 deaths. In addition there were 24 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia and 14 deaths from pneumonia following influenza. 

These 54 deaths from acute pulmonary infections present 
by far our most serious health problem. 

Preventive Measures. For the prevention of pneumonia 
it is necessary to educate the public to the fact that these 
respiratory infections are contagious and usually have their 
beginnings with symptoms of what is commonly called a 
“cold.’’ Persons with colds must be made to realize the 
danger of coughing and sneezing towards other persons 
and the importance of covering the mouth and nose at such 
times. Recent studies have shown the value of mechanical 
dish washers using scalding hot water in preventing infection 
over the usual methods of washing dishes by hand. The 
sterilization of all dishes, spoons, etc., used in public eating 
places and at soda fountains should be insisted on. We 
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have abolished the common drinking cup, but the tumbler, 
fork, and spoon at the restaurant and the soda glass and 
spoon at the drug store are practically as dangerous as sources 
of infection when they are carelessly washed by hand in luke- 
warm water. 

Serum Treatment of Pneumonia. An effective serum has 
been developed for the treatment of pneumonias caused by 
pneumococci of Type I. From the reports that have been 
made of the results of its use, the mortality can be reduced 
from about 30% in cases of this type untreated with serum 
to about 15% with the serum treatment if administered early. 
A great responsibility is thus placed on all physicians when 
they have a patient whom they even suspect has pneumonia 
to have the type of pneumococci in the sputum determined 
at the earliest possible moment and if Type I pneumococci 
are present to have the serum administered. The sputum 
may be sent to the Laboratory of the State Department of 
Health at the State House, where the serum may also be 
obtained. The serum, which is given intravenously, should 
be administered only by those who have special experience 
and only after the patient has been carefully tested for sen- 
sitization to the serum. 

Influenza 

In January and February influenza reappeared, although 
not in such serious forms as during 1918 and 1919. There 
were 223 cases reported, with 14 fatalities. 

There was considerable difference of opinion among phy- 
sicians as to whether this was the same disease which pre- 
vailed in 1918 and 1919 and which had been spoken of as 
“Spanish Influenza.’ The result was that some physicians 
reported as influenza almost all infections of the respiratory 
tract with fever which they saw, while others called all cases 
‘‘grippe’’ and did not report any influenza. Consequently 
our figures of reported cases give very little indication of 
the prevalence of the disease. The mortality rate for the 
223 reported cases was 6.3%, as compared with 5.3% for 
the 450 cases reported in 1919 and 4.1% for 2,639 cases in 
1918. This would seem to indicate that the disease was 
incompletely reported in 1920, rather than that the disease 
was more fatal. 

It is to be expected that we shall have some return of the 
disease this winter. 
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Venerial Diseases 


Cases of gonorrhoea and syphilis are at first reported by 
physicians by number to the State Department of Health, 
but if the patient does not persist in treatment under medical 
supervision until he is no longer a source of danger, the phy- 
sician must report the case by name and address to the State 
Department of Health, who in turn notify the local board. 

Under this law our Board has been notified of ten cases 
of gonorrhoea and one case of syphilis. In three cases a wrong 
address had been given, four were found to have left town, 
and in four cases it was possible to secure the resumption of 
treatment. 

Other Diseases 
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Public Health Nurses 


During the past year there have been two nurses em- 
ployed in health work, Miss Mary A. Macdonald and Miss 
Mary Finnigan. The nurses visit the homes in which cases 
of contagious diseases are reported. At these visits informa- 
tion is obtained and entered on card records, which are of 
value in tracing the origin and spread of the different diseases. 
The health of the members of the household exposed to the 
infection is investigated. The names of children to be ex- 
cluded from school are sent to the School Department. Sub- 
sequent visits are made to see that the quarantine is being 
maintained and that the family remains well. The nurses 
also supervise the cleaning of rooms and the disinfection 
of infected articles after the recovery or removal of patients 
ill with contagious diseases, formaldehyde fumigation having 
been abandoned as a routine. 

Another important part of the work is investigating the 
cause of absence of pupils from the public and parochial 
schools. This work has proved to be of great value. As 
shown in Table IV there were 156 cases of reportable con- 
tagious disease discovered at these visits. In some of these 
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cases no physician was called, and in many they were called 
only on the advice of the nurses. Many of these cases would 
have escaped detection entirely if it had not been for the 
nurse. These absentee visits also result in improved school 
attendance.

The nurses are of help in many ways besides in the dis- 
covery of contagious diseases. They often recognize the 
seriousness of an illness and have a physician called promptly. 
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They give advice in matters of hygiene, ventilation, tempera- 
ture of the rooms, clothing, bathing, food, etc. They have 
opportunity for friendly advice on matters that are not strictly 
medical. 

Infant Mortality 

There were 19 deaths in the town of infants under one 
year of age and 568 births, which gives a mortality rate of 
33.6 per 1,000 births. Of the 19 deaths, 3 were of infants who 
were non-residents. 

In addition to the above there were 22 infants who died 
outside the town, some of whom should properly be classed 
as Brookline deaths. If we include these and exclude the 
3 non-residents, we have a total of 39 infant deaths, and 
a mortality rate of 68.6 per 1,000 births.

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Our infant mortality rate, just as our gross mortality rate, 
is hard to determine accurately on account of the fact that 
a considerable number of Brookline infants die in hospitals 
and institutions outside the town, and some, but a much 
smaller number, of non-resident infants die in the town. As 
it is customary in comparing the infant mortality statistics 
of different cities and towns to include only deaths within 
the city or town, Brookline’s rate has been very low, because 
the out-of-town deaths were not included, and the town prob- 
ably has a better reputation for a low infant mortality rate 
than it deserves. 
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The Board of Health is at present spending no money in 
infant welfare work. The Board has not taken it up because 
the work is being so well done by the Brookline Friendly 
Society at the Community Health Center on Walter Avenue. 
The time must soon come when the town must assume part 
of the burden of this work. 


The Examination Clinic 


In order to give every citizen of the town an opportunity 
to have a yearly medical examination, the Board started an 
Examination Clinic, which has been held Tuesday evenings 
in Room 23 at the Town Hall. Dr. Harold Bowditch and 
Dr. Louis W. Spear have been the examining physicians. 
There have been 27 clinics held and 49 persons examined. 
The attendance has been so small that it does not justify 
the continuance of the work and it is to be given up after 
January, 1921. 

The establishment of a Municipal Examination Clinic 
was an experiment which was worth trying because if utilized 
by our citizens it would have been a most valuable preven- 
tive measure. The result showed, however, that our citizens 
do not yet realize the importance and value of a yearly medi- 
cal examination. More educational work is needed before 
such a clinic will be a success. 


Educational Work. The Health Bulletin 


“Only a small part of the ill health of this community is the result of 
the contagious diseases against which most of the activities of the health 
department are now directed. A much larger part is the result of faulty 
methods of living, and ill health of this kind can only be reduced by the 
education of the individual. There is much unnecessary illness because 
of ignorance of simple measures to prevent disease. 

“The situation then is this: The Board of Health has at its disposal 
a great mass of information, ignorance of which on the part of the public 
results in much unnecessary illness, suffering,and death. The Board must, 
if it is to do its duty as protectors of the public health, make some effort 
to get this information to its fellow citizens.” 


The above is a quotation from an editorial in the first 
number of the Health Bulletin, and shows the purpose of 
that publication, which is the principal piece of educational 
work which the Board has as yet undertaken. 

The Bulletin is unique, as far as we know, among pub- 
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lications of Boards of Health in that it contains only a limited 
amount of statistical material, and is chiefly devoted to health 
matters presented in a form suitable for the lay reader. Fur- 
thermore it is, or is intended to be, distributed to every house- 
hold in the town. 

The leading topics taken up have been: ‘The Principal 
Causes of Death and their Prevention,” ‘‘Health Dangers 
of the Vacationist,’ ‘‘Medical Examinations Needed by 
Everyone Yearly,” ‘‘Care of the Baby During Hot Weather,” 
“The Health of the School Child,” “Why Clean Hands and 
Teeth,” ‘Health Through Exercise,’ ‘‘Weight in Relation 
to Health,’ ‘‘Diabetes,’’ etc. In addition there has been 
in each Bulletin a report of the chemical and bacteriological 
examination of milk sold by the different dealers in the town 
which have been made during the previous quarter. The 
fourth page of each Bulletin contains helpful advice from the 
Brookline Food Center. 

The Bulletin has received favorable comment from resi- 
dents and also from others outside the town who have seen 
it. There is reason to believe that some of the advice given 
is being taken to heart and that it is serving its function of 
educating our citizens in matters of health.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH HOSPITAL 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1921. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the Board of Health Hospital for the year ending 
December 31, 1920. 

We carried over from 1919, twenty patients, eleven of 
tuberculosis and nine of scarlet fever. 

During 1920 we admitted 123 patients. Of these 59 came 
for scarlet fever, 19 for diphtheria, 29 for tuberculosis, 5 for 
measles, 2 for chicken-pox, 6 for influenza, 1 for whooping 
cough, 1 for erysipelas, and 1 for infantile paralysis. Six 
of the tubercular patients died and three of the influenza 
pneumonias. These were our only fatalities. We carry over 
to 1921, eleven tuberculosis patients, one diphtheria and four 
scarlet fever. 

Asa whole it has been a quiet year with us, the largest service 
being in our tuberculosis wards. Our total days’ service is 
5,058, — not a small amount of medical service. 

Eighteen of the patients were glad to pay the added charge 
for private rooms. Additional rooms will be more and more 
in demand as our town has increasing apartment population. 
Our expenses increase and such private patients help to share - 
the burden. Storeroom facilities would make possible the 
purchase of supplies in larger quantities and hence lower prices. 

I wish to record with you my appreciation of the great 
courtesy and kindness of our Health Officer, Dr. Denny, and: 
of the cordial co-operation and constant faithfulness of Miss 
Meek and her nurses which were shown during my recent 
severe illness. They have made it possible for me to resume 
the duties in which I am so much interested and in which 
I have been permitted by you to attain, as the years go by, 
greater skill and proficiency.

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REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1921. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: —I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1920. 

The routine work of the laboratory has consisted of: 

(1) The examination of cultures and swabs from sus- 
pected cases of diphtheria. 

(2) The examination of sputum for the detection of cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 

(8) The diagnosis of typhoid fever by the Widal reaction. 

(4) The examination of Pro for the presence of the plas- 
Wodium malariae. 

(5) The examination of smears for the diagnosis of ophthal- 
mia neonatorum, and other gonococcal infections. 

(6) The bacteriological examination of samples of milk sub- 
mitted by the Milk Inspector. 

The necessary outfits for the use of physicians are kept at 
the laboratory and at the following drug stores: at Young & 
Brown’s,* Harvard Square; at Wheeler Drug Co.,* corner of 
Harvard and Webster streets; at the Beaconsfield Pharmacy, 
corner of Beacon and Washington streets; at Graves’,* corner 
of Boylston and Hammond streets, Chestnut Hill. 

Antitoxin, vaccine virus, typhoid, and para-typhoid prophy- 
lactic, silver nitrate solution, furnished free by the State 
Department of Health, are distributed from the laboratory to 
physicians, or through the drug stores above designated by a 
star. Toxin for the Schick test and toxin-antitoxin for im- 
munizing against diphtheria may also be had on request at the 
aboratory. | 

For a small fee, analyses of urine and other microscopical 
and chemical examinations which aid in the diagnosis of non- 
contagious diseases are made for the physicians of the town. 


; *Antitoxin Stations. 
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Diphtheria 

There were 331 cultures examined from persons suspected 
of having diphtheria, and 40 were found to be positive. There 
were 291 cultures for release, and 277 from healthy persons 
(of whom 11 were carriers). There were 48 swab examina- 
tions, of which 8 were positive. The total number of swabs 
and cultures examined was 947. 

Diphtheria is often spread through persons whose throats 
are so slightly inflamed that the disease is not suspected. 
We cannot, therefore, urge too strongly the making of cultures 
even from mild cases of sore throat. We should also urge 
the immediate use of antitoxin in all cases which appear 
clinically to be diphtheria without waiting to have the culture 
examined. Even if the culture is negative, antitoxin should 
be given provided the throat looks suspicious, for it happens 
in from five to ten percent of all cases that the first culture 
for diagnosis will be negative, when subsequent cultures show 
that the diagnosis was diphtheria.

Tuberculosis 
There were 204 specimens of sputum examined for the 
presence of the bacilli of tuberculosis, 39 with positive result. 


Typhoid Fever 
There were 39 tests made for the presence of the typhoid 
fever or Widal reaction, with specimens of dried blood from 
persons who had symptoms suggestive of typhoid fever, of 
which six were positive. 


Malaria 
Eight specimens of blood were sent to the laboratory for 


examination for the presence of the plasmodium malariae. 
All were negative. 


Ophthalmia Neonatorum 
Three examinations were made during the past year, none of 
which were positive. 


Milk Examinations 
There have been examined 698 samples of milk and cream 
which were submitted by the Milk Inspector. These samples 
were examined microscopically for the presence of pus and 
streptococci and were also plated and the number of bacteria 
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per cubic centimeter counted. For the results of these exami- 
nations, the reader is referred to the report of the Agent for 
the Inspection of Milk and Provisions. There were also 85 
special microscopic examinations of milk made, and 32 samples 
of ice-cream were examined by the plate method. The total 
number of samples of milk, cream, and ice-cream examined 
was 815. 


Miscellaneous Examinations 


There were 120 bacteriological and chemical examinations 
of various kinds made for physicians. 


Wasserman Tests 
The Wasserman tests for the diagnosis of syphilis and the 
gonococcus fixation tests are made by the State Department 
of Health. The outfits for collecting the blood can be had 
at the laboratory, but the specimens for examination should 
always be taken directly to the Wasserman Laboratory of the 
State Department of Health at the Harvard Medical School.

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REPORT OF SANITARY AGENT 


December 31, 1920. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: —I have the honor, as the Sanitary Agent 
of the Board of Health, to submit my twenty-eighth annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1920. 

The work of inspection has been of about the same charac- 
ter as that of the previous year. All complaints that merited 
consideration have been investigated and where actual 
nuisances or other unhealthful conditions were found to exist, 
they have been satisfactorily abated or corrected in nearly 
every instance. 

Complaints and nuisances to the number of 589, as com- 
pared with 573 in 1919, have been investigated during the 
year. 

The following summary shows the number and character 
of the nuisances and complaints investigated and corrected 
under direction of the Board during the year, as well as a 
large number of minor nuisances requiring no action by the 
Board, which were corrected by the Agent and Inspector.

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The usual general inspections were made of the cellars 
and yards in the populous districts early in the spring. These 
inspections resulted in the cleaning up of the ashes, garbage, 
and refuse generally found in these districts after the 
winter. 

The joint efforts of the writer and the Tenement House 
Inspector were directed towards correcting unsanitary con- 
ditions in a block of wooden tenements in the northerly part 
of the town. Traps serving kitchen sinks and wash trays 
to the number of seven were found to be seriously defective, 
being patched with sheet iron and cement. The plumbing 
ventilation had lost what little functional value it ever had, 
several of the water-closet bowls were very badly corroded 
and crazed and had fallen so much out of level as to become 
a source of bad smells in the bathrooms they served. As 
a precaution against a recurrence of this kind several of the 
old bowls were replaced with new ones. The terminals of 
the bathroom ducts on the several roofs were so faultily 
arranged and located that it was possible and very probable 
that much of the vitiated air which had risen through the 
ducts passed back again into the buildings. 

So far as the established rules were applicable, all of the 
above-mentioned unsanitary conditions were corrected as 
required. In instances where such rules failed to govern, 
bad conditions were corrected in accordance with the best 
judgment of the Agent and Inspector. 

The number of smoke nuisances complained of during 
the year was seven. Two of these complaints were against 
coal-burning furnaces and the remaining five against those 
using oil for fuel. In the case of those first mentioned the 
trouble was caused by the use of too much straight soft coal. 
Both of these nuisances emanated from two large indus- 
trial plants in the northerly part of the town. In the case 
of one the Receiver stated that the plant was in the hands of 
the Court, and curtly refused to change the fuel or take other 
steps to correct the nuisance. In the case of the other the 
proprietor of the business changed the fuel from soft coal 
to coke and hard coal screenings and installed an additional 
boiler, thereby lessening the work of the main boiler as well 
as diminishing the volume and density of the emanations 
arising from the high stack. The preventative measures 
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applied, if not wholly successful, have at least modified the 
conditions complained of. 

In the case of one oil-burning plant, complained of by a 
person residing on the Boston side of the line, alleging smoke 
and smells, the matter was adjusted by the property owner 
extending his chimneys well above the roof of the complain- 
ant’s dwelling. 

In the case of the other four oil- Ronis plants, all of which 
were located in residential districts with one exception, which 
was in a hospital zone, the trouble was due to various causes, 
such as the neglect or ignorance of the caretakers to see that 
the oil guns were functioning properly; failure on the part of 
the manufacturer’s agents to properly regulate the apparatus 
at installation, water getting into the fuel tanks, and other 
and nearly similar causes. 

All the bakeries of the town were inspected periodically 
during the year. Water-closets were installed in three of 
the so-called window bakeries. Locating and installing these 
fixtures, and the woodwork enclosing same, involved much 
work of a supervisory nature, as it was imperative that all 
such work conform to existing bakery rules. The conditions 
of the bake rooms of two of the bakeries, as regards cleanliness, 
was not such as could be desired. The proprietors were 
ordered to correct the untidiness and uncleanliness observed, 
without further delay. The conditions noted were promptly 
corrected by the bakers concerned. 

A marked occurrence was the enactment during the spring 
of new and more extended legislation relative to the regula- 
tion of bakeries and bakery products. The new statute is 
known as Chapter 418 of General Acts of 1920, “‘An Act to 
Regulate Bakeries and Bakery Products.” This law repeals 
the bakery laws of the state and establishes a new law, to be | 
enforced under regulations made by the State Department 
of Public Health. 

Regulation No. 18, made by the above-mentioned depart- 
ment, requires that ‘‘Bakeries shall register in duplicate on 
or before October 3, 1920, with the Board of Health in the 
city or town where the bakery is located,” etc. In accordance 
with this provision every bakery in the town (nine in all) 
registered on or before the appointed time. As it was well 
on towards the end of the summer before attempts were made 
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to enforce any of the provisions of the Act, the time inter- 
vening between the date mentioned and the end of the year 
was obviously far too short to gain intimate knowledge of its 
workings. However, before another of these reports appears, 
much more will be known regarding its operations. 

In four instances requests were made for inspections of 
pressure boilers and their accompanying safety-valves. So 
far as one might judge without applying the usual hydraulic 
test, which was not feasible under the prevailing conditions, 
all of these boilers were sound. In regard to the safety-valves 
it was quite evident they had received no attention since first 
installed. 

The facts in all of these cases were reported to the house- 
holders concerned, with the expectation that the necessary 
steps would be taken to put the valves in good working order. 

Contractors’ privies were no less a source of nuisance and 
complaint than during previous years. In the abatement 
of these nuisances vigorous opposition has been met with at 
times. Some building contractors insist on retaining their 
privies until the structure under way is about ready for occu- 
pancy. They are strenuously opposed to laborers and others 
engaged on the grounds outside, making use of any of the new 
installations. They allege that these people, through their 
carelessness and indifference, obstruct the sewers and drains 
and otherwise injure the building and its fitments. During 
the year thirty-eight of these nuisances received attention, 
eighteen were abolished, twenty made fly-tight, and fifteen 
tank-fed water-closets were substitiuted for the same number 
of abandoned privies. 

The Sanitary Inspector has investigated’ 760 complaints 
against the garbage collector’s men. Of these complaints 682 
_were for non-collections or failure to remove the garbage on 
the appointed days. The remaining 78 complaints were of 
a miscellaneous nature. Owing to conditions which could 
not well be controlled, the efforts of the Board to secure more 
frequent and regular collections were not as successful as 
desired. , Matters in connection with the same are now 
occupying the attention of the Board, and it seems certain 
that during the coming year the collections will be made with 
such regularity and dispatch as to leave no grounds for further 
complaints. 
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The Sanitary Inspector has likewise inspected all proposed 
henneries prior to licenses being granted, and has investigated 
all complaints against them. Under the direction of the 
Board he has caused the abatement or correction of a large 
number of nuisances and other unhealthful conditions. The 
Inspector has given much time and attention to the impor- 
tant work of keeping the yards and premises of both the 
tenement and business districts free from accummulations 
of waste and refuse. He has co-operated, to the fullest 
extent, with other divisions of the Health Department in 
response to requests for assistance. 

The number of fowl licenses granted during the year was 
118. One license was granted to keep horses. 

During the year the Board granted four permits to build 
and maintain cesspools where sewer connections were not 
available. 3 

The barber shops of the town have been regularly inspected 
during the year. No untidiness or uncleanliness was noted 
in any of the shops. 

In addition to the work mentioned above much attention 
has been given to incidental matters requiring correction to 
bring them into conformity with the Brookline standard 
of public health.

In the absence of any serious outbreaks of contagious 
‘diseases the work of the year has been confined largely to 
handling such quarantine and release cases as were imprac- 
ticable for the nurses to attend to, inspection during quaran- 
tine, disposal of refuse and infected articles from sickrooms, 
supervision of and cleaning of infected premises, enforcing 
the milk jar and other quarantine regulations, and the appli- 
cation of disinfecting solution and gasses in such cases as 
required special treatment. In connection with inspections 
four prosecutions were made for violations of the quarantine 
regulations, resulting in convictions in each case. 
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In April the backing up of a main sewer in the Englewood 
District made it necessary to disinfect the basement apart- 
ments and cellars of several large apartment houses and 
private dwellings. This was done largely with formaldehyde 
gas in water solution, by spraying with a pressure pump, 
and entailed considerable extra labor. 

As it becomes generally recognized that the adequate cleans- 
ing and aerating of infected premises is more efficacious than 
fumigation, there is a persistent demand for assistance in 
cleansing rooms and bedding. The importance of having 
such work thoroughly done, warrants the considerable time 
it has required. The ten cases referred to in the tabulation 
were those in which, for various reasons, the householders 
were unable to properly do the work, this office furnishing 
both labor and materials. The miscellaneous inspections 
include matters found to be in the interest of the public health 
that were referred to this office by the various official and non- 
official health agencies. 

In addition, considerable work has been done in conjunction 
with the Inspector of Animals, to protect the milk supply 
and prevent the spread of infection after disease among 
animals.

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REPORT OF THE TENEMENT HOUSE 
INSPECTOR 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1920. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit the eighth annual 
report of the Tenement House Inspector for the year ending 
December 31, 1920. 

This year I have worked along about the same lines as 
that of the previous year. The older class of houses were 
inspected frequently during the year; by pursuing this course 
I obtain better results. 

The increase in the number of untidy cellars the past year 
was due to the inability of the Highway Department to make 
their regular collections of ashes and rubbish on account of 
the severe winter. 

There were three hundred and sixty-seven complete inspec- 
tions made of the older type of tenement houses. The 
greater part of the unsightly walls, ceilings, and unsanitary 
water-closets found, were in these houses. 

Four tenements were found in such an unsanitary condition 
that tenants and owners were notified that if same were not 
cleaned, it would be necessary to take Court action. Three 
of the families complained of have moved by order of the 
owners, the fourth has kept flat clean since complaint was 
made to owner. 

Four complaints were received of overcrowding. After 
making a number of inspections of the houses reported, I 
failed to find any violation of the Board of Health regulation 
governing overcrowding. 

Owing to the demand for tenements, the owner of a block 
of dilapidated, unoccupied tenements renovated same suitable 
for occupancy. In making an inspection of these while under 
process of renovation, I found paper-hanger hanging paper 
in a room over seven layers of old wallpaper. I informed him 
that he could not paper room in that condition. He claimed 
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his agreement did not include removal of old paper; the 
understanding with owner was to paper over old paper. I 
notified the owner of conditions and he had the old paper 
removed from the walls of sixty-four rooms and the walls 
cleaned thoroughly. 

The walls and ceilings in the cellars of eight tenement 
houses which were very dark and damp were thoroughly 
whitewashed. 

In two tenement houses water-closets were taken out of 
cellars and one placed in each tenement. Six water-closet 
compartments were found in such an unsanitary condition 
that the woodwork enclosing bowls was removed and new 
open plumbing seats substituted. 

The condition of one house was so bad I notified owner 
that, unless he put new gutters and conductors on to prevent 
dampness in rooms and cellar, install new main drain, run 
new sink lines, and take closets out of cellar, the house would 
be closed, as I considered the same unfit for human habitation. 
There have been five cases of contagious diseases in this house 
in the last five months. The owner has agreed to do the 
work ordered. 

Thirteen water-closet bowls were in such bad condition 
they had to be replaced by new bowls. !n one block of tene- 
ments, the writer and the Sanitary Agent made a number 
of joint inspections which resulted in the owners being ordered 
to install a number of new water-closet bowls, reset and level 
a number of others, install new sink traps, and run new sink 
lines where same were not properly ventilated. 

Three kitchen sinks were found which had outlived their 
usefulness and were replaced by new ones. Found obstructed 
drainage more prevalent this year than last, mostly sink and 
ice-chest drains. Found one case where the main ventilation 
stack terminated in a chimney and was lower than the fix- 
ture it served. The drain became obstructed, and the waste 
flowed through vent and into cellar, creating a very unhealth- 
ful condition. The agent of the property was notified, a new 
closet properly ventilated was installed and cellar cleaned 
and disinfected. 

In all cases where I ordered new plumbing installed, to 
replace the out-of-date defective plumbing, the work was 
done under the direction of the Plumbing Inspector. 

A great deal of attention was given to poorly and unven- 
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tilated water-closet comipartments. The Sanitary Agent 
and I made a number of joint inspections of this class of 
compartments. Thirty-seven of them were ventilated by 
means of a small vent shaft with an opening in roof, odor 
from same being very offensive and working its way back 
into houses by means of penthouse doors and through windows 
of adjoining houses. In these cases the owners were ordered 
to install either six- or eight-inch galvanized iron pipes over 
openings and carry same above penthouses and adjoining 
building. 

Twenty-three compartments were found where the odor 
was very offensive, there being no direct communication 
with the external air either by a window or a vent shaft. 
They were so located it was impossible to have a window 
placed in same. We came to the conclusion that something 
had to be done to improve conditions, so the owners were 
ordered to install an eight-inch metal duct, starting at ceiling 
of compartment on first floor, running through each compart- 
ment and five feet above roof, with a six-inch “Y”’ eight 
inches long, leading from duct at an angle of forty-five degrees 
near ceiling in all other compartments. On reinspection 
after work was completed, I found conditions greatly improved. 

Another matter which is the cause of considerable com- 
plaint is the obstruction upon egresses. I had two thousand 
cards printed which explained the law in regard to obstruc- 
tions. These cards were distributed among the owners and 
agents of houses where violations were found and are posted 
on each landing of rear hallways. On reinspection I found 
in most cases the instructions on cards were being followed. 

Most of the offensive receptacles found during the year 
were garbage receptacles found on egresses. 

Many inspections were made on complaints of odors in 
apartments. Sometimes it is necessary to make three or four 
inspections to find cause of odor. Refrigerator sinks in base- 
ments which have been neglected are the cause of many bad 
odors. Forty-four of these sinks were found in an unsani- 
tary condition during the year. 

During the year I had many fire hazards abated. In most 
cases these hazards were caused by the careless handling of 
waste paper by janitors and owners. Many complaints of 
this nature were received at Fire Headquarters and were 
referred to me by the Chief. Many times during the year 
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when the owners or janitors were slow in complying with 
my request for the abatement of a hazard, I had the assistance 
of the Chief in having same abated. There were very few 
fires in the cellars of tenement houses during the year which 
were caused by waste paper or rubbish. 

Inspections were made of sixty houses in which the law 
requires the burning of lights all night. These inspections 
have to be made late at night as I usually find all houses well 
lighted up to ten o’clock. 

In many of the houses inspected I found no lights burning. 
The owners or agents of these houses were notified that if 
the lights were not lighted as required by the Building Law, 
court action would be necessary. 

Three requests for permits for janitor suites were made. 
Only two were granted; the other was refused because there 
was no water-closet accommodation in suite. One owner was 
summoned to court for two violations of Building Law, 
allowing basement suite to be occupied without receiving 
permit from Board of Health, and violating the terms of permit 
granted by Board of Health for another basement suite by 
renting same to person not doing janitor work. Found 
guilty on both complaints, a fine of twenty-five dollars was 
imposed in one case, and the other was placed on file. 

All other janitor suites for which permits were granted 
in past years were inspected and found to comply with the 
Board of Health regulations governing such suites. 

A complete inspection was made of seven three-family, and 
five six-family brick apartment houses which were built this 
year. 

Found three cases where the owners of one-family houses 
of third class construction were converting same into tene- 
ment houses. Owners were notified they were violating the 
Building Law. 

In one house of second-class construction converted from 
a one-family to a tenement house, found two bedrooms that 
did not contain the amount of window area required by the 
Building-Law. Took matter up with owner and he had 
window area in both rooms increased to comply with the law. 

Four piazzas found in a dangerous condition were reported 
to the Building Commissioner and same were made safe. 

Inspections were made of one hundred and four lodging 
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houses for which your Board granted licenses. The follow- 
ing table shows the conditions found in same:

One water-closet bowl was in such an unsanitary condition 
that the owner was ordered to install new bowl. Three 
rooms occupied by servants did not contain sufficient amount 
of window area. 

A great many miscellaneous inspections were made for 
various causes, such as, gas shut-off obstructed, dampness 
in cellars, water shut off, no heat, leaky hot water boilers, 
frozen water pipes, smoky chimneys, shaking rugs from 
piazzas, houses infested with water-bugs, mice, and other pests. 

The following summary will give a more detailed idea of 
conditions noted during the year:

REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND 
MOSQUITO SUPPRESSION 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1921. 
To the Board of Health: | 


Gentlemen: — I have the honor to submit my twentieth 
annual report on mosquito suppression and my twelfth annual 
report on fly suppression. The season was from May 3, 1920, 
to September 11, 1920. 


Mosquito Suppression 


There are four reasons for anti-mosquito work: First, this 
work prevents the spread of malarial fever, for the mosquito 
is the only known carrier of the malarial parasite, from sick 
to healthy persons; second, the economic value of real estate 
is much higher where residential and industrial communities 
are free from mosquitoes; third, a mosquito-free municipality 
permits all its residents to go out of their houses into the fresh 
air, in comfort and safety, to work and to enjoy health-giving 
sports and relaxing pleasures; fourth, there are other diseases 
which science fails to tell us how they are transmitted from 
sick to healthy persons. Other species of mosquitoes may 
be responsible for the transmission of these diseases. 

Samitary Inspection. There were 108,366 systematized 
inspections made of about 4,300 lots of land. We found 
and cared for 14,887 receptacles as the result of the inspec- 
tions of house yards and public and privatedumps. Of these, 
3,393 were found about the houses. There were 3,167 found 
holding water, and 17 of these showed mosquito ‘‘wigglers.”’ 

The object of these inspections.was: First, the education 
of the public; second, to secure information about the breed- 
ing of mosquitoes on public and private property; third, to 
destroy the insects and secure the abatement of their breed- 
ing places. 

The care given the large number of small breeding places is 
vital and means the success, or lack of it, in ridding the town 
of the mosquito nuisance. These small breeding places must 
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be sought out and cared for as well as the large pools which 
breed mosquitoes and are obvious to everybody. There 
are many of them easily abated when found, and there are 
others which require more serious consideration in their 
treatment. We have had a large measure of success in re- 
ducing the numbers of cans and similar receptacles which 
formerly adorned our landscape. 

The continued co-operation of our residents with each other 
and with this department is asked in order to secure the proper 
care and disposal of the large number of receptacles which 
may hold water and the abatement of the smaller pools by 
filling, grading, draining, or otherwise. It is well to remem- 
ber that these receptacles are always a serious mosquito- 
breeding menace to the town, particularly in rainy weather. 

Dumps. The public dump will remain a part of the mos- 
quito problem just so long as the large numbers of cans, 
bottles, and other receptacles from houses continue to be 
carted there for disposal. The surface of the dump should 
be maintained free from all receptacles. These should be 
disposed of so that the arrival of solid filling shall continuously 
cover these cans, barrels, buckets, etc. The dumping of 
brush, stumps, straw, grass, and other non-earth filling over 
such receptacles should be avoided. The cans in this situa- 
tion fill with rain water and breed mosquitoes, and it often 
requires a great deal of labor to reach them. Therefore 
it behooves us to continue to separate the combustible waste 
from the cans and other receptacles at the public dumps. 
Complete burial with ashes or earth insures their complete 
elimination. 

All citizens and officials are encouraged to send the com- 
bustible, organic waste from their sources to the incinerator 
instead of throwing it away on some dump, or nearby vacant 
lot. 

Petrolizing. There were 24,710 inspections of 2,471 pools 
and ditches of water. Of these, 534 were small pools found 
in the highways. 

There were 30,248 applications of oil to about 3,781 catch- 
basins. As the weather is wet or dry, so too, a few of these 
basins may or may not contain water. 

We treated with oil the outer cases of 120 “ground”’ gar- 
bage holders which contained a mixture of garbage and water. 
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This evidently is a rich medium for breeding a certain species 
of mosquito. 

It is the object of this division to seek out, inspect, and 
treat with oil, every sixteen days, all locations which are 
definitely known to have been the site of standing water for 
one week. 

The use of oil drips on streams in the southerly part of 
the town was extended this year. More of this work will be 
undertaken in order to anticipate any condition which may 
arise to favor mosquito breeding. 

A more complete control of the mosquito nuisance was 
attempted in the territory about the Putterham Meadow 
area. Considerable pioneer work was done. Obstructions 
were removed from the courses of the streams constructed 
for the purpose of drainage. We found considerable anti- 
mosquito work done on the private premises located in this 
area. Contributions to the town appropriation, for anti- 
mosquito work, were offered by certain men interested in 
this work in the southerly part of the town, for the purpose 
of co-operating in the movement to suppress the mosquito 
on their estates. The public-spirited co-operation given by 
residents of this neighborhood to this department in this 
work was very gratifying. 

The reduction in the number of small pools by proper 
grading, drainage, filling, and special treatment will be under- 
taken. i 

Drainage and Filling. The reclamation of swamp land 
should be promptly resumed this year. An appropriation 
has been asked for this purpose. | 

Under the General Acts of 1918, Chapter 289, a State 
Drainage Board has been authorized for the following purposes: 
“Tf it is necessary or useful to drain or flow a meadow, swamp, 
marsh, beach, or other low land which is held by several 
proprietors, or to remove obstructions in rivers or streams 
leading therefrom, such improvements may be made as 
hereinafter provided.’’. A member of the State Department 
of Health and a member of the State Board of Agriculture 
comprise the Drainage Board. 

The initiative under this statute is by petition to the 
State Drainage Board by one of the owners of the land to be 
improved. Surveys are then made by the state, and a local 
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drainage district is organized under the local jurisdiction 
of drainage district commissioners. Through a system of 
county and municipal assessments, the cost of the improve- 
_ ment is finally assessed upon the improved lands. 

The lowland in the southerly part of the town has many 
areas suitable for filling with clean ashes only. The haul 
is long, but the additional cost may be charged off to a re- 
claimed land of a higher valuation, to health, and a reduction 
of the mosquito-breeding areas in that part of the town. 

There were many temporary obstructions and dams found 
in Village Brook from Cypress Street to Chestnut Hill Avenue, 
and these were removed. Similar work was done in portions 
of the ditches of Putterham Meadows and Saw Mill Brook. 
These streams and ditches need care every year. The retain- 
ing wall of Saw Mill Brook at Newton Street fell into the 
stream in three places. Our men removed the obstructions. 

The drainage of the swamps southerly of Newton Street 
to the town line will be studied and data gathered in order to 
call an early conference with the owners as to the possi- 
bility of action for improvement. 

There were no cases of malaria reported to your Board for 
1920. 


Fly Suppression 


The fight to destroy the fly and prevent fly breeding is the 
fight for a clean municipality, to free it from deposits of rotting 
organic filth in the fly season. The fly is an active carrier 
of infectious diseases, a general nuisance, and, in large num- 
bers, the indication of a dirty municipality. 

The problem of fly suppression is plainly this: The house 
fly takes ten to twelve days to develop from the egg to the 
adult insect. The fly usually lays its eggs in moist organic 
refuse. Therefore, the waste garbage, manure, hay, grass, 
and other refuse in which the flies breed should be removed 
from_the town or destroyed, and it must be done as soon 
after production as it is possible to do so, and at the latest, 
eight days after its production and exposure to the flies. 
Even then, during this eight-day interval pending removal, 
it should be stored in a flyproof receptacle. 
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Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquito inspections 
were made jointly whenever possible. The object of these 
inspections was: First, to educate the residents to abate 
the insanitary conditions which breed flies; second, to obtain 
data as to the existing conditions favorable to fly-breeding; 
third, to secure the sanitary disposal of all animal and vege- 
table waste. 

The filth most favorable to fly propagation is exposed and 
neglected animal, vegetable, fruit, and fish wastes, and par- 
ticularly, moist manure of horses, pigs, and cows. Wet bur- 
lap, billboard waste, waste paper, and cloth also breed flies. 


Stables and Manure. There were reported 124 heaps of 
manure in and about stables, and twenty-one garden heaps, 
making a total of 155 heaps of manure. A few of these 
were carted promptly from the town three times a week. 
Others were spaded or ploughed into the earth, but for the 
most part the manure heaps in and out of the stables were 
exposed to fly breeding and furnish the problem to-day, which 
remains to be solved, after ten years of educational effort 
along this line. 

Your attention is respectfully invited to Chart I, “‘A Study 
of the Abatement of the Fly Nuisance at Stables, 1910-1920.” 
The chart is divided into two parts; the left side shows the 
reduction in the number of stables sheltering animals for ten 
years. These stables were the storehouses of vast quan- 
tities of fly-breeding manure, scattered here and there all over 
the town, iafesting it with a disease-carrying pest. There 
were 387 of these stables eliminated in the past ten years of 
campaigning against the fly. 

The right side of the chart shows the insanitary conditions 
at the remaining stables. These 134 stables are the source 
of large quantities of manure. This manure breeds large 
numbers of the flies. The abatement of the fly nuisance 
at these 134 stables is a real problem. 

The co-operation of the stable owners and their tenants 
with the Health Department is asked, and the writer offers 
to explain the solution of the objective problem and how 
it may be undertaken by each stable owner, if he will but do 
his part, in a united effort to improve the methods of handling 
the manure on his premises. A large measure of success is 
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assured if he will clean the stable floor, and drains, abolish 
the manure pit, store the manure only in tightly covered 
cans, and have frequent removals of the manure, every week, 
from his premises to the country. These are a few of the 
fundamentals that will help reduce the breeding of flies at 
stables. They are necessary and inexpensive. The use of 
iron sulphate, borax solution, or fuel oil, to sprinkle the stall 
and stable floors, helps to destroy many flies developing in 
the filth. 


Why is it we revolt against the presence of even a small 
accumulation of garbage, and insist upon its immediate re- 
moval from the town; and on the other hand, why do we 
tolerate accumulations of manure or animal filth, even going 
so far as to store it very near our dwellings for long periods 
of time? From a public health point of view, they both 
breed flies and are a menace to public health, and as such, 
the manure should be removed from the town very often by 
a regular collection service as is now done with garbage. 


Grass. There were 218 heaps of grass cuttings, straw, 
hay, leaves, burlap, and excelsior. This material would: not 
breed flies if thoroughly dried and not permitted to ferment. 
It should be carted to the incinerator. 


Garbage. There were 905 householders reported by our 
inspectors for maintaining 1,938 fly-breeding conditions. 
These insanitary conditions were: 333 uncovered, 375 leaking, 
and 699 dirty receptacles, many having deposits and coat- 
ings of decomposed garbage in which fly-maggots were found, 
347 garbage lockers in a foul and filthy condition, and 184 
yards strewn with garbage. 


In Chart III this information is graphically plotted. This 
chart shows that the filth picture of our backyard unclean= 
liness dwarfs the picture of the structural and wear-and-tear 
defects of the garbage receptacles. There is another feature 
and that is, that more private dwellings are reported than 
tenement houses. A study of the garbage nuisances and their 
relation to the fly nuisance and some communicable diseases 
has been started. Chart II shows of what this data consists. 
To analyze the chart at this writing would be premature. More 
data should be added, running over a longer period of time, 
and later it may show information of value. 
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Research Work. It was planned to undertake, early in 
the season, the investigation of the maggot content of the 
various kinds of garbage receptacles, separated into types 
and degrees of cleanliness. It was also planned to do similar 
work on manure in stables. The object was to try and estab- 
lish methods for a maggot count, which would indicate the 
degree of, or lack of cleanliness of any garbage outfit or any 
stable compartment. A laboratory for the investigation 
of this subject was established at 14 Boylston Place, August 15, 
1920. 

There were 37 garbage outfits examined, involving about 
250 tests. There were three stables investigated, involving 
13 tests. The lateness of the season prevented a continuance 
of this important work. It is planned to continue the in- 
vestigation in 1921. 

The importance of clean garbage receptacles and the 
insistence upon the frequent removal of this waste as an anti- 
fly measure is readily seen, when three pints of garbage with 
yielded from 50 to about 5,000 maggots from three pints of 
waste. There will be more experiments made along this 
line. E 

Privies and Miscellaneous. There were five insanitary privies 
found by our inspectors. There were four small carcasses 
found in a decomposed state and destroyed. The writer 
referred 118 nuisances to the main office of the Board and Mths 
Sanitary Agent. 

Summary. The total number of nuisances conducive to 
fly breeding was 2,420. The. usual ‘follow-up’ inspections 
of previous years were made. We mailed 1,521 notices, 
in which we asked for the co-operation of the citizens. 

It gives me pleasure to express my appreciation of the 
cordial and public-spirited co-operation of the residents and 
the officials of the town in the conduct of this work.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF MILK AND PROVISIONS 


Brookline, Mass., January 8, 1921. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen: —I herewith submit my annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1920. 

The unsettled commercial and industrial condition of the 
country and the uncertainty of amendments and interpreta- 
tions of the Federal Farm Loan Act have been largely respon- 
sible for many more changes in the milk and food supplies 
than in any previous year. This condition has required 
more time and travel in providing adequate supervision, and 
this increased activity will be necessary until normal condi- 
tions prevail. . 

It is pleasing to report a closer and more effective co- 
operation between milk and food officials in the Metropolitan 
District, which has had a noticeable effect in the betterment 
of the milk and food supplies as well as eliminating duplication 
and misunderstanding heretofore existing. 

During the year the writer has been privileged to participate 
in the research work of the Food and Drug Division, American 
Public Health Association, and appreciates the action of the 
Board in making this possible. In view of new problems 
constantly arising from the steady expansion of public health 
activities, such participation has given a broader knowledge 
and made possible a more effective application to local condi- 
tions. The co-operation extended by your Board to the officials 
of the American Public Health Association in furnishing, 
through the Food Center and the Town Engineer, descriptive 
booklets with chart for use at the San Francisco Convention, 
proved of material value to health officials contemplating 
similar activities. It should be a source of inspiration to our 
officials and pride to our citizens, to know that our local 
health service is considered one of the most efficient in the 
country. 

This division has, whenever possible, rendered assistance 
to local health and welfare agencies, and your agent, represent- 
ing the town as a Director of the County Farm Bureau, has 
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extended the utmost co-operation to the various efforts being 
put forth to rehabilitate the dairy industry and promote agri- 
culture in the New England States.

Milk 


The per capita consumption of milk in Brookline is about 
15.56 fluid ounces. This is a slight increase over last year, 
and as far as it has been possible to make comparisons, is one 
of the highest, if not the highest, in the country. 

The publication of the milk records in the Health Bulletin 
has been by far the most effective agency in stimulating the. 
dealers to greater care and in promoting the freer use of milk 
among growing children, in furtherance of the campaign started 
five years ago. The recent authentic publication of the Amer- 
ican Child Hygiene Association, showing that Brookline for 
the second time has the lowest infant mortality rate in the 
United States, has been effectively used as an answer to those 
who have criticized your agent as being too strict in the exclu- 
sion of undesirable supplies. 

Special reports have already been made to your Board 
regarding the milk furnished to the public schools. It is pro- 
duced under carefully supervised sanitary conditions (the 
dairy scoring 91.7) from cows tuberculin tested under the 
supervision of the town’s veterinary, is pasteurized and 
bottled at the farm, and both the premises and the product 
receive frequent inspection. All samples taken have shown it 
to be up to the requirements of not less than 4% butter fat 
and 13% total solids, or not more than 300,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. 

Recent statistics have shown that in municipalities where 
milk has been served in the schools, there has been a sharp 
decrease in the mortality rate of children under fourteen. 
While there is apparently no connection, a marked decrease 
in the infant mortailty rate has also been noted, due no doubt 
to the educational effect on the mothers. 
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Special Milk 


Brookline is fortunate in being supplied with special milk 
for infant feeding from exceptionally high-grade dairies. The 
records of such supplies should, however, be carefully studied 
in making selections. There are some so-called special 
supplies which cannot be recommended for infant feeding 
because the verification of the tuberculin test could not be 
made. The records of tests and disposals for all supplies 
specified as from tuberculin tested herds are on file in the . 
agent’s office. 


‘ 


Remade Milk 


In last year’s report some data was given regarding a 
research being made at that time by the Federal Health 
Service, in co-operation with other agencies, into the use of 
remade milk for infant feeding. Many inquiries have been 
made as to the ultimate conclusions reached from feeding 
three groups of babies for some eighteen months from birth 
upon (1) Grade ‘‘A’’ fluid milk; (2) milk made from whole 
milk powder and sterile water; (3) milk made by emulsi- 
fying skimmed milk powder, butter, and sterile water. Each 
supply contained 4% butter fat and was under laboratory 
control. The final authentic reports indicated (1) that re- 
made milk of known bacteriological purity may be used 
with safety for infant feeding; (2) that in some cases of stomach 
and bowel disorders, it can be advantageously used as a cor- 
rective diet; (3) that pure fresh milk is preferable under normal 
conditions of assimilation. It can thus be seen, that aside 
from its medicinal value, remade milk can be used in places 
and under circumstances where the fresh product is not 
obtainable, and will be a valuable factor in the conservation 
of infant life. 


Cream 


The adjustment of the dairy industry last year has made 
possible a closer supervision of this product, resulting in a 
decided improvement in quality and palatability. Owing to 
the inadequacy of the law fixing a minimum standard for 
cream which is not applicable to the ‘‘medium”’ and “‘heavy”’ 
grades, it has been necessary to make many additional analyses 
and to give the results the widest possible publicity, in order 
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to afford protection in the sale of this product. Homogenized 
and emulsified cream have proven so unsatisfactory for table 
use that the sale in the town has been restricted to manufac- 
turing purposes. 
Bacteriological 

Your agent has followed closely investigations into the 
bacteriology of milk made during the year. These have 
emphasized the importance of bacteriological control and 
clarified many apparent inconsistencies. It is evident that 
septic sore throat in the human may be due to a like 
infection in the milk-producing organs of the cow.  Inci- 
dentally, this has been responsible for more rigid investigations 
and exclusions when the laboratory report showed streptococci 
infection in samples. These investigations have also demon- 
strated that milk with a high bacterial content, when due to 
lactic acid, is not necessarily undesirable, for this species of 
bacteria has medicinal value in destroying pathogenic germs. 
A high bacterial content, however, in fresh milk is to be looked 
upon with immediate distrust, as it is clearly not due to lactic 
acid. It is the species of bacteria, rather than the actual 
count, that determines the desirability of milk. The above 
shows that until some more convenient method is found of 
differentiating between the species of bacteria in milk, barring 
uncleanliness or organisms from diseased cows, we cannot 
justly condem all high count milk. This is especially applic- 
able to market milk which must, of necessity, be several days 
old. | 

Of the 719 bacteriological samples of, milk and cream sub- 
mitted to our laboratory 107 contained over 300,000 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter; 29 of these were within the permissible 
limit of 500,000 specified by other municipalities. A marked 
improvement is noted in the bacteriological purity of ice- 
cream samples submitted. The samples of cream showed 
some improvement over last year, but the limitation of 
samples accepted by the laboratory made it impossible to . 
adequately supervise these two products. 


Chemical Analysis 
The records show an increase in the fat value of market 
milk more than offsetting the decrease reported last year. 
The special grades of milk, other than certified, still continue 
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to show a high fat, averaging 4.06 percent, while the bottled 
cream shows a net increase of 3.2 percent. Ten samples were 
slightly below legal standard in both fat and solids. Immedi- 
ate correction eliminated the necessity of prosecution. 


Sediment Test 

The publication of the sediment tests in the Town Report 
last year, and since in the quarterly Health Bulletin, has been 
of assistance to citizens in selecting their milk supplies. Al- 
though it has resulted in a loss of business to a few dealers 
whose supplies were not always clean, your agent could not 
accept the arguments made that publicity would tend to de- 
crease the consumption of milk, and thereby, be detrimental 
to the public health; on the contrary, it should inspire con- 
fidence in the freer use of milk, to be thus assured that if a 
supply is dirty the consumer will be notified. The sediment 
test is becoming more generally used in connection with dairy 
inspection and is helpful in excluding undesirable supplies. 


Dairies 

As recommended last year, the Inspector of Animals, Dr. 
C. W. Delano, gave more time to dairy inspection, which, 
with sixteen days’ service by another employee of the town 
during his vacation, has made it possible to obtain results 
which are plainly noticeable in our cream and milk supplies. 
Altho this work has been done along educational lines there 
has been no hesitation in excluding supplies when dairymen 
failed to co-operate in making corrections. Seventeen of the 
twenty-eight whose products were excluded, were re-issued 
permits after corrections had been completed. Seven went 
out of business when they found that they could not sell their 
milk to Massachusetts dealers, while the other four are making 
butter, pending the completion of corrections ordered. 


Creameries 
The inspection of creamery plants is a comparatively new 
‘field of endeavor, and as stated last year, the results have been 
very positive. The thirty-one corrections were largely of a 
permanent character, such as modern pasteurizers, sanitary 
pumps and piping, covers for vats, and adequate screening. 
While there has been little difficulty in getting proprietors to 
install sanitary equipment, it has been hard to induce some of

the larger dealers to adopt ordinary methods for the elimina- 
tion of flies. As this work is done in co-operation with other 
health officials in the Metropolitan District, concerted effort 
is to be made the coming year to insure better protection from 
this source of contamination. 

The source of the water supply at creamery plants has also 
been given attention. At one creamery, it was found that the 
supply was from a stream which was contaminated by the 
drainage from three villages. Upon request the State Depart- 
ment of Health made an examination and confirmed your 
agent’s finding. In conjunction with the Boston health 
officials the product was excluded, and the plant is now closed. 


Licenses 


Three new dealers, embracing five separate supplies of milk, 
were licensed after a rigid investigation of their dairies, proces- 
sing plants, and methods, and the exclusion of such dairies as 
did not comply with our regulations. One dealer’s license was 
canceled for substituting standardized milk from an unap- 
proved source, and that of a store for uncleanliness. Seven 
dealers were refused licenses after it was found that they were 
not in a position to deliver a satisfactory product. Two of 
these were issued temporary permits which were subsequently 
canceled, and two additional permits have been issued to 
dealers for the sale of special milk where their market supplies 
were excluded. 


Train Inspections 


The icing of milk in transit by railroads and at shipping 
stations by dealers has, on the whole, been more satisfactorily 
done than in previous years. In the matter of rail transpor- 
tation there is yet much to be accomplished, and your agent 
has, with other health officials in the Metropolitan District, 
‘given considerable time to obtaining facts for presentation 
to those having authority to remedy conditions. In the case 
of two of our larger supplies it was necessary to make a formal 
complaint to the Federal authorities, after which the offending 
railroad promptly made the necessary changes to insure 
proper protection. This necessitated two trips of several 
days’ duration by the writer and his assistant. There were 
also other corrections of a similar nature effected. 


DUR ary, BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT 


Protection Against Disease 


For the third consecutive year, there has been no specific 
outbreak of disease traceable to the milk supply. It was 
necessary to temporarily exclude the milk from four dairies 
and to place restrictions in the cases of seven milk handlers, 
because of contagious disease occurring on dairies and in the 
families of persons connected with the handling of milk. 

Reports of pus and streptococci in samples submitted to 
our own and other bacteriological laboratories, and micro- 
scopical examinations conducted at this office, made it neces- 
sary to quarantine one hundred fifty-six cows, one hundred 
twenty-seven of which were released after conditions had 
cleared; the remaining twenty-nine were slaughtered and 
seventeen of the carcasses passed inspection for beef. In 
addition there were forty-eight cows quarantined because 
of tuberculosis, twenty of which were destroyed. 

A puzzling situation occurred in October when several of 
the high-grade supplies showed persistent streptococci infec- 
tion. As fast as the trouble was located in one group of 
animals it would break out in another, until it had assumed 
epidemic proportions. ‘The manager of one of the large dairies 
affected co-operated in making a study of the situation. Upon 
the suggestion of Dr. Denny, the assistance of the State 
Department of Health was sought. While the investigation 
was being made, Dr. Delano, who had been studying conditions 
at the farms, found the trouble due to forage infection which 
caused digestive disturbances in the animals. Corrections 
in the diet immediately eliminated the trouble. This work 
entailed considerable additional expense, but the knowledge 
gained will enable us to promptly apply preventive measures 
in future. 


Foodstuffs 


The samples of food analyzed showed wide deviation and 
indicated the necessity for increased activity. There were 
five samples chemically deficient in quality and further sale 
of these products was prohibited, while the sixteen additional 
violations were largely for tainted conditions and mislabelling. 

In addition to these five samples were sixteen additional 
violations, mostly for mislabelling, in which cases corrective 
action was taken. Pus organisms in the milk and suspicion of 
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ptomaine in the other foods were largely responsible for the 
condemnations, which are in addition to the other violations. 
Some six quarts of olives were condemned after an examination 
by the chemist. They were of the 1919 California pack and 
showed indications of B. botulinus. In connection with the 
latter, your agent had the opportunity this summer at the 
convention, to learn much about the transmission of this 
dreaded disease that will be of great assistance in the inspec- 
tion of such foods as might contain the infection. 

A recent statutory enactment providing for the licensing 
of bakeries and control of their products will make the enforce- 
ment of our local regulations much easier, for Brookline has 
been one of the few municipalities to oblige the adequate pro- 
tection of susceptible foodstuffs. Attention has been given 
to requiring the cleansing and whitening at restaurants 
and food shops, also seeing that adequate sterilizing equip- 
ment is provided and properly used at soda fountains. One 
place of business was recently closed pending a compliance with 
this regulation. 

Ice-cream 

The several ice-cream manufactories in the town have 
received the necessary inspection and, as a whole, comply 
with the food laws and regulations. The difficulty in getting 
out-of-town manufacturers to meet sanitary requirements 
satisfactorily, as mentioned last year, has been considerably 
overcome through co-operation with food officials in other cities 
in which these plants are located. There were four reports 
of illness attributed to ice-cream which received thorough 
investigation. 

Drugs 

Because of the necessity of conserving the appropriation, 
the inspection of drugs has ‘been confined largely to the 
superficial examination of labels and compounds. ‘Those, 
however, which for various reasons were under suspicion 
were analyzed. In two instances, the articles were under 
the prescribed standard of purity, and notices sent resulted 
in immediate correction by the manufacturers. 

With few exceptions, our local druggists are to be com- 
mended for using discretion in the sale of proprietary liquids 
containing a large percent of alcohol, and also for co-operating 
in obtaining correction of deceptive and mislabelled articles. 
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Prosecutions 


It has been necessary to make eleven prosecutions. One was 
for exposing foods, one for delivering milk in a dirty jar, two 
for selling milk below legal standard, three for selling milk 
without a license, and four for taking jars from houses under 
quarantine. 

In the cases of six, the defendants were fined sums ranging 
from $5 to $50. In three, they were found guilty and the 
cases filed. In one, the complaint was nol prossed after 
the dealer ceased doing business in the town, and the remain- 
ing case was filed after a continuance and the required changes 
had been made in the dairies of the defendants. In addition, 
one dealer was brought before the court for repeated violations 
in exposing foods, but upon agreeing to close his shop no com- 
plaint was entered. 


Miscellaneous 


The miscellaneous work included enforcing milk jar regu- 
lations, investigating after contagious diseases, prohibiting 
unnecessary noise by milk vehicles and drivers, preventing 
unregistered minors from delivering milk, having proper 
coverings for milk in local transit, and the application of such 
preventative measures in the protection of the milk and food 
supplies as various conditions called for. 

In conclusion, the commercial growth of the town has made it 
desirable to amend certain of our food regulations to conform 
with new conditions, and also with those in adjoining munici- 
palities. It is hoped that this may be done during the coming 
year. 

Attention is called to the detailed records and the report of 
Inspector of Animals which follow.

In accordance with Section 17 of Chapter 90 of the Revised 
Laws, the Director of the Division of Animal Industry of 
the Department of Conservation for Massachusetts requested 
that a general inspection of all cattle, sheep, and swine be 
made in the early spring of last year. All animals were found 
to be free from disease, but many of them were in poor condi- 
‘tion, the result of the necessary confinement during the severe 
winter months, when they were obliged to be kept indoors 
for weeks at a time. 

Contagious Disease 

There was one case of tuberculosis in a milch cow, following 
an attack of pneumonia. This occurred on an isolated farm, 
where but one cow was stabled. She was condemned, 
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destroyed, and the premises thoroughly disinfected. The 
other cows, tuberculin tested, were for interstate shipment, 
and in every instance were free from disease. } 

The horses, mallein tested, were those returned from the 
various New England Horse Shows, and which had been 
more or less exposed to infection by coming in contact with 
other horses, also by being stabled and shipped in cars that 
were possibly contaminated. Asa safeguard to other horses 
within the town, these horses were held in quarantine and 
tested with the ophthalmic mallein before being released. In 
every instance they were found to be free from disease. 

Twenty dogs were held in quarantine for periods of four- 
teen days, having bitten people. None, however, developed 
rabies, and all were released. 

Dairies 

At the request of the Milk Inspector, Mr. W. E. Ward, 
inspections of milk and cream receiving stations, also process- 
ing plants, were made during the summer in Western Massa- . 
chusetts, New York State, Vermont, New Hampshire, and 
Quebec. A great many permanent corrections were en- 
forced in regard to construction and equipment of the dif- 
ferent plants. One plant has been permanently closed for 
not having a water supply free from a contaminated source. 

Inspection of dairy herds were made in Western Massa- 
chusetts, Vermont, and New Hampshire. A number of 
these were shut off for not having suitable facilities for the 
production and care of milk. A number of animals were 
quaranlined in different herds for temporary conditions 
affecting milk, other than those that were tuberculin tested, 
condemned, and destroyed. A great deal of time was re- 
quired in the early fall to locate and eliminate the cause 
of a streptococcus infection in high-grade milk herds, which 
assumed an epidemic form. 

Meat Inspection 

At the request of the Inspector of Provisions I have made 
frequent inspections of meat and fish products, and in six 
instances, meat was found unsafe for food, and therefore con- 
demned and destroyed.

At the 1920 annual town-meeting $1,000 was appropriated 
for care and maintenance of the Old Brookline Cemetery on 
Walnut Street, as recommended by the Trustees. During the 
past year the grounds have been given the usual care and 
attention. The old brick or stone tombs have been repaired, 
and the stone wall along Walnut Street has been repointed. 
All at an expense of $584.80. 


CEMETERIES O00 


The town also appropriated $2,000 for fencing and im- 
provements in Walnut Hills Cemetery, in particular for the 
grading and developing of the area for family lots. 

Under this appropriation 481.2 lineal feet of six-foot chain 
link fence have been erected at a cost of $1,000. The work on 
the improvements has progressed satisfactorily and the area 
properly prepared for burial purposes is steadily increasing. 


Recommendations, 1921 


The Trustees feel that the recommendation made for 
several years in regard to the corner of Walnut and Chestnut 
streets is of sufficient importance to repeat. The Trustees 
have previously said: — | 

“The town has now acquired title to the strip of land 
between the street line of Chestnut Street and the boundary 
line of the cemetery from the heirs of the former owners. 
There is a high bank along this side of the cemetery sloping 
to Chestnut Street and the old stone wall is in a bad condi- 
tion. The high bank obstructs the view at the corner of 
Chestnut Street and Walnut Street, making it dangerous 
to vehicle traffic. 

“The Trustees recommend the rebuilding of the wall along 
Chestnut Street and suggest that the corner described be ° 
rounded, the bank cut back, and a retaining wall built, with 
a sidewalk and curbstone, in accordance with plans and 
estimate of the Town Engineer.”’ : 

While it may not be wise to incur the expense for this work 
during present financial conditions, the improvement is one 
which should be made with no more delay than may be neces- 
sary. 


Brookline Cemetery 


The Trustees recommend the annual appropriation of 
$1,000 to care for the grounds and for improvements. . 


Walnut Hills Cemetery 


To continue the improvements now under way and the 
fencing of the grounds, the Trustees recommend an appropria- 
tion of $1,300. Of this appropriation, $300 is for fencing to 
complete a gap of about one hundred feet on the southeasterly 
boundary line. 
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Rev. Leonard K. Storrs retires this year as a Member of 
the Board of Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery. He was 
first elected in 1885, and has given long and valuable service 
in the interests of the town. His retirement will be a loss to 
the town and a regret to his associates, who can adequately 
appreciate at its true worth his co-operation in the work of 
the Board.

REPORT 


The Almshouse 


As for the past three years, the Almshouse has been under 
the managemenr of Mrs. Mary B. Perkins, who has filled 
the position of matron and superintendent in a thoroughly 
satisfactory manner. She has as an assistant, a man who 
drives the automobile which is used for the Almshouse and 
also for the Contagious Hospital, and he does other work 
about the place and helps in some ways in the care of the 
inmates. 

There have been eighteen inmates at some times during 
the year, the same number as for the preceding twelve months. 
Of these, twelve have been there for the entire year. The 
attendance of the others has varied from a few days to a few 
months. The average attendance has been 14.17, a little 
larger than last year. 

There are at present fourteen persons in the Almshouse. 
Eleven are men. The three women are too old and feeble 
to work, but can take care of themselves to some extent. 
There have been no deaths. 

Two of those who have been discharged are women who 
were able to find work outside and are at present self-support- 
ing. The other two are a young woman with a baby. The 
mother was pronounced to be feeble-minded' and is now 
at the School for the Feeble-minded at Waverly, and the 
baby, who was, at the time she was transferred from the 
Almshouse, about six months old, was put in the care of the 
state and will be boarded in some suitable family. 

The cost of maintenance has been slightly larger than in the 
previous year, Owing in part to the increase in attendance, 
but still more to the higher salaries paid and the increased 
cost of fuel for the heating plant. As formerly, the farm has 
furnished a substantial help in the way of food. | 

The buildings are in a satisfactory condition and were 
approved by the State Inspector of Almshouses when he made 
his annual visit in November. 
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Outdoor Relief 


Thirty-five families have received outdoor relief, as com- 
pared with forty-four in the previous year. The amount 
expended has been less also, but not in the same ratio, owing 
mainly to the fact that the large increase in the cost of rent 
and fuel as well as food during the first half of the year has 
made an increase in allowances necessary. 


Chapter 763, Acts of 1913 


Under this law, thirty-two mothers with dependent children, 
as compared with thirty-four in the previous year, have re- 
ceived allowances at an expense of $14,384. The reimburse- 
ments for this class of dependents amount to $8,119, thus 
reducing the actual expense to $6,264. The law relating to 
this form of aid makes it necessary that the whole amount 
required shall be furnished by the municipality where the 
family is living, but the state later assumes one-third, and 
in cases when there is no legal settlement in Brookline the 
remaining two-thirds is reimbursed by the plan of settlement, 
or by the state in non-settled cases. 

During the year eight of the Mother’s Aid families have 
been dropped from the list, leaving now twenty-four. The 
reasons for this change are various and typical ones. In two 
cases, a deserting husband has been prevailed upon through 
the courts and the Probation Officer to make a regular allow- 
ance to the family which equals the amount formerly received 
as Mother’s Aid. Two of the mothers have married, and in 
two families older children are now earning enough to make 
public aid unnecessary. One family has moved to Boston, 
and in another it was found to be so difficult to enforce suitable 
conditions that the family has been transferred to the out- 
door relief section. 

Taken as a whole, we see some improvements in living con- 
ditions among the families receiving Mother’s Aid. In most 
cases, a tenement larger by one room would do much to raise 
the standard of living, but with the present scarcity of homes 
and the higher rents involved, there seems to be little hope 
of improvement in that direction in the near future. 
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Sick 

The number of persons aided on account of sickness only 
and the amount expended for them is much smaller than last 
year. This is due largely to the operation of Chapter 669 
of the Acts of 1911 which provides for a loss of settlement 
after five years’ absence, and also to the policy of the town 
in caring for more of our citizens requiring hospital treatment 
from the appropriation for Hospital Relief. 


Children 

Nineteen children have been in the care of the town during 
the year. Three of these are at the Hospital School at Canton; 
two are at the Daly Industrial School in Dorchester; one is 
in the care of the state; and two have been returned to their 
families when improved conditions made that possible. The 
others are boarded with relatives, where they are well and 
kindly cared for.

REPORT 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits the 
following report of its operations for the year 1920 with esti- 
mates of expenditures for 1921. 


By order of the town, all of the public grounds within the 
boundaries of Brookline are under the care of this Board. 
The playgrounds have been principally acquired under author- 
ity of four appropriations of $100,000 each. There is still 
a balance remaining of $19,329.07 available under the last of 
these appropriations. 

In addition to these public grounds thus acquired, several 
valuable areas have been given to the town by public-spirited 
citizens. 


The general policy of the Board at the present time is in 
favor of the acquisition of small playgrounds for young 
children, whenever favorable opportunities arise for their 
acquirement. The great war with its after-effects have led to 
a conservative policy in the matter of extensions and of under- 
taking new works of construction. 


Maintenance Appropriation, 1920 ($47,110) 


The total expenditures for 1920 under this head have been 
$44,459.46, an increase over the preceding year of $9,859.70, 
largely due to increased cost of labor. The unexpended 
balance, $2,650.54, goes back into the Treasury. 

The Superintendent, Mr. Edward P. Sheehan, who is faith- 
ful to the interests entrusted to him, has introduced many 
improvements and economies in the methods of administra- 
tion and on the whole the public grounds show a decided 
improvement. 


On April 6, a contract was awarded to Warren Bros. for 
- the resurfacing of the Park Drive, from the southwesterly end 
of the work executed during the previous year, to the Boston 
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line not far from Jamaica Pond. This work was planned and 
supervised by the Town Engineer, who has been called upon 
frequently during the year to plan and advise where engineer- 
ing experience has been found desirable. 

During 1920, the daily pay of laborers was twice increased 
by the town, once in April from $4.00 to $4.25, and again in 
October from $4.25 to $4.50. 

The work of spraying, so far as can now be foreseen, will 
be necessary every year to keep under control the many insect 
pests which now attack vegetation. During the past year, 
leopard moths were somewhat numerous and the gypsies 
were present, but were kept under control without much 
trouble. 

In July the lot of land in the rear of the Town Hall which 
had been left in a rough condition, owing to the removal of 
the old town stable, was graded and covered with loam in 
order to provide a small playground for the children of the 
school directly across the street. 

Newton Street Playground (Putterham). Work of cutting 
out dead or undesirable trees has been continued as oppor- 
tunity offered. The sum of $228 has been turned into the 
Treasury on account of sales of wood. A large number of red 
and white pines and hemlocks have been planted here and 
thinning out of underbrush and undesirable trees has been 
continued. The policy of the Board has been to replace grad- 
ually all decayed or dangerous trees with these evergreens. 

Skating. This sport has been enjoyed upon the five play- 
grounds, where it is provided by spraying water upon the 
grass. So successful has been this method of securing skating, 
that urgent demands have been made to extend the system to 
other playgrounds, particularly the Lowell Playground, but 
no appropriations have been available. 

Riverdale Park. This park is in excellent condition, but 
the oaks and other trees growing near to the shore of Muddy 
River have shown some signs of weakness and it is feared 
that excessive petrolizing for mosquitoes has been accountable 
for the result. That work has been carried out by order of 
the Board of Health and contrary to the advice of this Board. 
On account of the importance to the town of these beautiful 
trees, a careful watch upon their health and development . 
must be maintained. 


PARK DEPARTMENT 345 


Construction Appropriation, 1920 ($19,600) 


Of the appropriation for 1920 under the head of construction, 
$19,482.56 was expended, leaving a balance of $117.44 to be 
turned into the Treasury. 

The appropriation of $600 for work on Brookline Field was 
exceeded by $198.25. The sum of $18,000 appropriated for 
work on the Park Drive was exceeded by $220.60. The work 
on fencing and grading at Longwood Playground, for which 
$500 was appropriated, left a credit balance of $120.53, and 
another credit balance amounting to $415.76 occurred in the 
-appropriation of $500 for school grounds and miscellaneous. 

Of the total appropriation of $19,600, there remains to be 
returned to the Treasury $117.44. 

At the Parsons School an iron fence eight feet in height has 
been built to protect it from trespass. 

A work of construction which cannot be postponed is that 
of resurfacing a portion of the Park Drive at its entrance on 
Washington Street. About 400 square yards of bitulithic will 
be required. The work is to be done in connection with the 
Street Department. The Board also recommended that the 

.Park Drive, from Netherlands Road to the town line at 

Bellevue Street bridge, be resurfaced. It has been in bad con- 
dition for a long time. The sum of $5,000 will be required 
for these repairs. 

Knyvet Square was never in so poor a condition as at the 
present time, but no work of a permanent character can be 
planned until Ewe Street is laid out by the town. The easter- 
ly portion of Knyvet Square has been filled with ashes and 
can eventually be finished as a small playground. It is to be 
hoped that the residents adjoining this square will interest 
themselves in its development and aid the town in taking 
some steps towards the solution of the problem. It is clear 
that the laying out of Ewe Street is the first step to be taken. 

Of the $2,300 special appropriation, $1,966.52 has been ex- 
pended for the erection of an eight-foot chain link fence at the 
Parsons School grounds. 

The following tables show expenditures for 1920 with 
estimates for 1921. The estimates for 1920 were based on a 
rate of $4.00 a day for labor and the present rate is $4.50, or an 
increase of 12144 percent, which accounts for the increase in 
the estimates for 1921.

REPORT 


Trees have ‘as usual been pruned, fertilized, watered, and 
otherwise cared for as seemed advisable. Twenty-six red 
oaks have been planted on Marshal Street; twenty-one 
Oriental planes on Parkman Street; forty-one American 
beeches on Penniman Road; forty willows on Willard Road. 

In all, one hundred and nineteen trees have been planted to 
replace dead trees. One hundred fifty-two trees have been 
removed, of which about sixty were on Fisher Hill, where 
maples were planted too close together in the first place. 

We have not asked for an appropriation for new trees this 
year because we propose to use the accumulated income of 
the Warren Tree Fund, now amounting to $494.29, for that 
purpose. : 

There have been no unusual forest fires the past year. 

The pine forest at Dedham seems to be in excellent condi- 
tion. This forest will in a very few years be of appreciable 
value; in the meantime it requires constant care in removing 
underbrush and in fire protection. 

We hope to be able sometime to plant the banks between 
the two roadways of Beacon Street on the south side of Corey 
Hill, and off Boylston Street in the north side of Wright’s Hill, 
with flowering shrubs, like rhododendrons and azaleas. 

A small nursery would be, we think, of great advantage and 
some saving to the town. 

Egg-clusters of the gypsy moth throughout the town have 
been creosoted and in infested areas the trees have been 
sprayed.- Infestation seems to be due to the wind and also 
to invasion from adjoining cities. Birds will destroy gypsy 
and brown-tail moths. But cats and other bird enemies kill 
the birds. 

It is not generally known that this department is constantly 
called upon at night to remove fallen trees and in other ways 
to keep the streets clear and safe. A recent example is 
that of the large spruce growing in the reservoir park, which 
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fell across the street railway tracks on Boylston Street as 
well as the street itself. 

We feel increasingly the need of a building and enclosed 
yard for the proper conduct of the work of this department. 

While our superintendent has been able to do the work 
of the department for something less than the appropriation, 
we feel that it was due to special opportunities this year; we 
therefore recommend an appropriation for Planting and 
Preserving Trees, $21,016.00; and for Suppression of Insect 
Pests, $31,255.50, as appears in the superintendent’s report.

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The work of planting and care of roadside trees was carried 
on in the usual way. Twenty miles of roadside trees were 
pruned and thoroughly examined for any defects. All 
dead or dangerous trees in the sections pruned were 
removed. 


A recent exhibit of street trees was held at the State House, 
under the auspices of High Schools, and this department 
loaned many views of street trees in Brookline which typi- 
fied the general condition of the town when the trees were in 
foliage. 

The oak trees on Boylston Street from High Street to 
Cypress Street have been fertilized again this year. These 
trees have very little opportunity to secure nourishment, as 
they have a granite pavement (water-tight) on one side and 
a brick sidewalk on the other. 


During the period of relaying the tracks of the Boston 
Elevated on Beacon Street from Coolidge Corner to the town 
line at the Reservoir, careful supervision was given to prevent 
injury to the roots of the trees. 


The Edison Company have co-operated in putting on 
insulators and otherwise protecting trees from injury from 
their wires. 


Bird Warden Report 


The severe snowstorms of last winter necessitated frequent 
feeding of birds in the woodland parts of the town. Snow 
covered most of the berry-bearing shrubs and the quantity 
of food at each station had to be increased over other 
years. 


It is proposed to continue this work, and stations have again 
been located in the south parts of the town.

The suppression of insects injurious to trees has been done 
in accordance with the best known methods. The gypsy moth 
still continues to be a serious problem. The cost of keeping 
this pest under control is the major part of the work of insect 
suppression. It is gratifying, however, to report that spray- 
ing is now done only in sections where the infestation is 
serious. It is now definitely known that the gypsy moth is 
carried by ‘‘wind agency.’’ This condition means that while 
our town may be comparatively free one year, we may get 
an infestation the next year from infested areas in adjoining 
municipalities. 

The leopard moth is controlled by examining the limbs 
which this borer attacks, and he is removed by probing with 
a wire. A serious infestation of this insect will in a very few 
years destroy the shape of any trees it infests. 

On July 1, bills for suppression of insects on private property 
were rendered, amounting to $7,932.57, and $7,900.44 has 
been paid into the town treasury.

REPORT 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its forty- 
fifth annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1920. 

As in former years, the reports of the Superintendent of 
the Works and the engineers of the pumping stations, with 
pumping statistics, are appended. 


At the town-meeting held March 4, 1920, George H. Francis, 
M.D., was re-elected a member of the Board for three years. 
The Board organized with the choice of Nathaniel U. Walker 
as Chairman. Z. R. Forbes was appointed Registrar and 
Clerk, and F. F. Forbes, Superintendent. 


In conformity with certain street improvements, author- 
ized by the town at the annual meeting, extension of street 
mains have been made in Chatham Street, Mason Terrace, 
and Cameron Street. 


A new steam turbine-driven centrifugal pump, of which 
mention was made in our last annual report, has been in- 
stalled at the high-service pumping station, and has been in 
successful operation for some months. ‘This engine takes the 
place of the original pump, installed thirty-six years ago, 
which was badly worn and of insufficient capacity to main- 
tain the present consumption. The pumping facilities at 
the high-service station are now such that the maximum 
supply can be maintained by either this new engine or the 
triple expansion engine, which is comparatively new, and will 
be amply sufficient until the population of the district sup- 
plied is very much larger than at present. 
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The erection of a building at the filter plant, for general 
administration purposes, was authorized by the town at the 
annual meeting, and an appropriation of $20,000 was made 
therefor. The firm of Strickland, Blodgett & Law was 
employed to prepare plans for this building in accordance 
with requirements specified by this Board. Proposals were 
solicited from builders and were opened on July 12, 1920. 
These proposals ranged from $18,279 to $21,426, exclusive 
of heating and plumbing. As it would have been impossible 
to complete the building for any of the figures quoted and 
keep the cost within the appropriation, these bids were 
rejected. Certain changes were then made in the plans and 
proposals again solicited. On August 2, 1920, six proposals 
were received, ranging from $14,558 to $18,600, that of 
Johnson Brothers of this town being the lowest. The con- 
tract was awarded to Johnson Brothers, who, considering the 
difficulties experienced in obtaining skilled labor, have made 
satisfactory progress. The building will not be ready for 
use for some time, but will be put in service as soon as pos- 
sible, as the wooden sheds now in use are fast becoming 
untenantable. 

A parcel of land adjoining the filter plant, containing 
741,776 square feet, has been secured. The price paid was 
$1,100. As this land might be put to uses not favorable to 
the town water supply, such as a cemetery or a dumping 
ground for the city of Boston, as had been proposed, it seems 
wise that this purchase was made at this time. 


A petition has been received from the property-owners 
abutting'on that portion of Newton Street extending westerly 
from Hammond Street to the town line, requesting that a 
water-main be laid in the said street. The cost of this ex- 
tension is somewhat large, on account of the high price of 
cast-iron pipe, but as it is understood that the territory 
to be supplied is to be developed in the near future, the Board 
recommends that the work be done. 


It is recommended that an item of $2,300 be added to the 
maintenance account, to provide sanitary conveniences at 
the low-service pumping station. Such conveniences have 
heretofore been lacking, a fact that has been noted by the 
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representative of the State Board of Labor and Industry, and 
it seems proper that they should be provided. As this station 
is located on low ground, it will be necessary to install a small 
electrically-driven pump for the purpose of. lifting the drain- 
age to the city sewer in Morrison Street. 

The amount recommended for general maintenance is 
larger than usual and is accounted for by the cost of repairing 
and renewing many of the driven wells, which must be done 
the coming season. This matter, together with those per- 
taining to the purchase of a new centrifugal pump for flowing 
the grounds near the open filters, and the purchase of certain 
spare parts for the turbine engines at the low-service station, 
are fully covered in the report of the Superintendent, to which 
special attention is called.

A review of the work of the Water Department for the 
past year will show that few extensions were made to the 
street mains, and a less number of services laid than for 
several preceding years with the exception of 1918. This 
falling off in demand for new work was caused undoubtedly 
by unfavorable building conditions. 

The cost of maintenance has increased somewhat, caused 
by the advance in wages, the larger amount of coal consumed 
and its greater cost per ton, and by more repairs required for 
various parts of the works, especially for driven wells. 

A brief summary of the more important things done is as 
follows: 

Seven hydrants were broken by automobiles, and three 
were found worn out, which necessitated replacing them with 
new hydrants. 

As mentioned in former reports, little had been done to 
the driven wells for two years owing to adverse weather con- 
ditions and the scarcity of labor. ' By August of this year the 
water had receded sufficiently on the land in which the wells 
are located and the required number of men had been hired 
to make it practicable to begin this work. In a very short 
time, much to our surprise, it was found that many of the 
pipes just below the tee which connects the wells to the suction 
main by a lead connection, had in many cases rusted so 
badly that it was imperative that a new well be driven in its 
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place. Some of the lead connections were also found partly 
broken. The work of renewing the wells was begun at once, 
but was much delayed by the great scarcity of the required 
size of pipe, very little of which could be purchased in Boston 
or elsewhere. Work was continued until high water in Charles 
River and cold weather made it impracticable to continue, 
but not until all suspicious wells had been renewed, repaired, 
or shut off. 

The expense was very much in excess of the amount allowed 
for this purpose, but the repairs were too important to think 
for a moment of postponing the work until the next season. 
The coming year many more wells must be renewed, and it is 
estimated that $10,000 at least will be needed for this pur- 
pose. This sum is included in the maintenance account. 

It is quite evident that all the remaining wells must be 
renewed in the near future. It may be interesting to state 
that these wells have been in constant use for 28 years. 

The filter has given better average results than any other 
year since it was put in operation, as shown by the many 
analyses made. No better or safer water could reasonably 
be expected for any public supply. 

In former reports it was stated that when the surface sand 
was removed for cleaning, it was washed and at once re- 
turned to the filter. It was found that repeated washing of 
the same sand, in spite of the great care used, removed too 
many of the finer sand grains, and to obviate this trouble 
the proper amount of fine sand is now added after each 
washing to maintain the sand at its highest efficiency. 

Each filter bed has been raked or scraped once in about 
three months. 

The coke tricklers have been flushed in the usual way, and 
so far it has not been necessary to remove any of the coke for 
washing. 


The pumping machinery at both stations has required 
only the ordinary repairs and never was in better condition. 
The buckets of the rotors of the steam turbines at the Low 
Service Station begin to show some wear and must be re- 
bucketed at no distant day. It is advisable to purchase a 
spare rotor, which rotor will fit any one of the three turbines, 
in order that the necessary repairs may be made without 
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placing any one of the units out of service for any length 
of time. The expense of the rotor is included in the main- 
tenance account of this year. 

It will also be necessary to install a duplicate centrifugal 
pump to use during low stages of Charles River. The present 
pump of this kind has been in use for many years and is 
steam driven, but as the capacity of the boilers is little in 
excess of their maximum requirements, it would seem better 
to have the duplicate pump motor-driven. The cost of this 
pump erected is included in the maintenance account. 

It will be noticed that the cost of fuel was much in excess of 
that of last year. This is owing to the fact that the supply 
on hand on January Ist of last year was much smaller than 
at present, and also to the greater cost of coal at the mines, 
to an increase of forty percent in freight rates, and to an 
increase in pay for labor, for unloading, hauling, and storing 
the coal. 

A new horse has been purchased to take the place of one 
no longer fitted for work on account of old age. The depart- 
ment now has two horses only, the automobiles doing the 
larger part of the teaming and running about. 

A careful examination of every service pipe, gate, and 
hydrant was made during the early summer, primarily to 
discover any leak that might exist in the distributing system. 
Very few leaks were found. It is quite evident that the larger 
part of the deposits which formed on the inside of the pipes 
before the filter was put in operation have been removed, 
as the water throughout the distributing system has been 
free from discoloration except in a few cases which were 
due to some local disturbance. 

No leaks have occurred in any of the mains pipes — the 
few leaks being confined to services. 

The coming year extensions to the driven wells system, 
long postponed, will be made, as labor evidently will be 
available. F 

Very little cast iron pipe is now on hand, as only enough 
was purchased the past year to meet immediate wants on 
account of its high price. It is not the present intention to 
purchase a stock of pipe for future requirements, as was the 
custom in the past, as the price of pipe is falling, but only to 
buy for the extensions in sight. 
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For a detail of the water consumed, pipe laid, etc., attention 
is called to the tables appended, all of which is respectfully 
submitted.

LOW SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT 


Low Service Pumping Station, 
West Roxbury, Mass., January 1, 1921. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen: — [ have the honor to present the forty-fourth 
annual report of the Engineer for the year ending December 
31, 1920. 7 

The amount of water pumped to Brookline was 1,262,461,956 
gallons; 54,828,536 gallons more than last year. The coal 
consumption shows an increase of 352,340 pounds, and the 
pumping time an increase of 38 hours and 20 minutes. The 
amount of water pumped by the turbine could not be ascer- 
tained accurately on account of a deposit in the throat of the 
Venturi Meter. This deposit was cleaned out recently and 
the flow shown by the recorder is now probably correct. 


Boilers 


The boilers are in good condition. As stated in last year’s 
report, a saving of coal can be made by covering all the steam 
and return pipes with non-conducting material. 


Turbines 


The duty test of the turbines has not yet been made, as the 
contractor is working on turbine No. 1, which is not working 
satisfactorily on account of vibration of the rotor. 


Engines 


The engines are in good running order. The woodwork 
of the engine-boiler rooms needs repair and painting. 

I subjoin tables showing the record of the pumping engines, 
all of which is respectfully submitted.

No. 2 engine is in good repair. No. 1 engine, which was 
installed in 1885, was replaced by a new steam turbine centri- 
fugal pump, which was installed in August last and is giving 
good satisfaction. 


Buildings 


Buildings are in a good state of repairs. 
The following table shows the record of this station for 
the year just past.

By vote of the Board, the Chairman is a member of each 
standing committee. 

On October 18, 1920, Doctor Perin’s resignation, which he 
had several times presented because of his continued poor 
health, was accepted. The Committee desires to record its 
appreciation of his keen and loyal interest in the work of the 
Board and of the valuable information which his experience 
in the planning and erection of buildings enabled him to 
bring to the problems of the Committee. | 

On November 8, 1920, Mr. Orrin G. Wood was elected 
to fill the vacancy until the annual meeting in March of 1921. 
Mr. Wood was also appointed to fill the vacancies on the 
subcommittees of the Board. 

During the past year two former teachers of the town have 
died and the Committee desires to indicate by the follow- 
ing paragraphs its appreciation of their character and service: 


BAER PAUE 


The death of Miss Paul, which occurred on April 
13th, was preceded by a long and painful illness. 
During many months of suffering Miss Paul dis- 
played remarkable fortitude and cheerfulness. Her 
service in Brookline began in September, 1893, and 
was not only notable for its length, but even more 
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for its character. A multitude of young people, once 
pupils of the Sewall School, must cherish grateful 
memories of her wisdom and loving kindness. Not 
only was Miss Paul keenly interested in the intel- 
lectua! development of her children, but she was 
equally concerned with everything pertaining to their 
physical and moral welfare. Recognizing the neces- 
sity of class instruction, she was quite exceptional in 
her study of the capacity, the needs, and the dif- 
ficulties of each individual child. She established 
and maintained intimate relations with every house- 
hold represented in her school and was thus of great 
assistance to parents. Any intelligent student of 
the educational history of the town will be impressed 
by the number of teachers who,. during the past 
half century, have had terms of service exceptional 
for length and efficiency. Prominent among these 
was Miss Paul, and it is a satisfaction to the School 
Board thus to record their appreciation of the beauty 
of her character and the far-reaching effects of her 
influence. 


ELIZABETH W. BEAN 


‘ 

On October 10, in Old Concord, occurred the death 
of this gentlewoman who taught in the Lawrence 
School from September, 1879, to June, 1913. During 
twenty-two of these thirty-four years this lady was 
principal of the school. For the annual report of 
the Superintendent of Schools for the year ending 
December 31, 19138, Miss Bean furnished some in- 
teresting reminiscences of her long term of ser- 
vice. The years in question witnessed great changes 
in the schools of the town. Regarding the develop- 
ment which took place during this period, Miss Bean 
might have written, ‘“‘all of which I saw and a part 
of which I was.’ Several years have elapsed since 
Miss Bean’s retirement from the Lawrence and while 
the School Committee in the present report make no 
attempt to depict adequately the beauty and use- 
fulness of her long service, they would think them- 
selves guilty of a grave omission if they failed to pay 
this brief tribute to her memory. The closing years 
of Miss Bean’s life were spent in Concord, the 


~ home of her girlhood, and were happily filled with 


good works. During the Great War she gave herself 
unstintedly to labor for the country and its defenders. 
Thus she rounded out a life of exceptional benefi- 
cence. As was said of one of old, so of her it may 
be said, she “served her generation according to God, 
and fell on sleep.” 
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The Committee also regrets to report the death of two 
janitors; 

Mr. Willard E. Cleaves, who had been in charge of the Pierce 
Grammar School since February, 1912, died February, 25, 1920. 

Mr. Frank H. Flanders, who had been associated with 
the Lawrence School since February, 1900, and who was not 
only highly regarded for his efficient service but also closely 
prized for his personal devotion to the welfare of pupils and 
teachers in the Lawrence School, died August 19, 1920, in 
the actual discharge of his duties within the walls of the 
school which he had so long and faithfully served. 

On June 14, 1920, the Committee received from Honorable 
Joseph Walker a very valuable collection of photographic repro- 
ductions of famous works of art. These pictures, numbering 
some four hundred, are being used by the Art Department. 

During the past year several changes of policy have been 
adopted, many of which will be dealt with in more detail in 
the report of the Superintendent. The ninth grade, as a 
portion of the elementary system, is to be eliminated by the 
end of the current school year, The School of Practical 
Arts, as a distinct educational unit, will cease to exist and 
the purpose of the School of Practical Arts will be met by 
proper organization within the comprehensive High School. 
The age for admission to the kindergarten has been raised 
to four years and pupils are received only at the beginning 
of the school year and the first of February. To lessen the 
physical strain upon both pupils and teachers a change in 
the school terms after the Christmas holidays has been made 
similar to that in vogue in many of the neighboring towns. 
This whole period is divided into three eight-week terms. 
Vacations a week in length have been adopted to include 
the week of February 22 and the week of April 19. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Hygiene, the 
practice has been introduced of having thorough physical exam- 
inations of all pupils. In accordance with the recent Act of the 
Legislature an additional special class has been formed’ for 
backward pupils. Summer School Sessions have been limited 
to the book classes. In these it is possible for pupils to make 
up deficiencies in their work or to anticipate the work of 
succeeding years. Under provision of the Legislature num- 
erous State-Aided Vocational Classes have been formed, half 
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the expense of the maintenance of which is borne by the 
Commonwealth. 

During the year several petitions have been received and 
considered by the Committee. In accordance with a request 
from the Board of Health that only pasteurized milk be sold 
within the schools, the Committee voted that the milk sold 
within the schools should be pasteurized and that specifica- 
tions be drawn up by the Agent of the Board of Health regard- 
ing the quality, handling, and delivery of the milk. A peti- 
tion was received from the citizens of Chestnut Hill that a 
school building be erected in their district, as the transporta- 
tion facilities were unsatisfactory. After investigation it 
seemed inexpedient to contemplate the erection of such 
a school. building for three years and the Board voted to 
secure a type of transportation that should afford ample pro- 
tection from the weather. A request was received for a 
fourth-grade class to be opened in the Sewall School, which 
the Committee deemed inexpedient to grant at the present 
time. In answer to a petition from the janitors for an in- 
crease in pay, and pursuant to a recommendation of the 
Committee of Thirty, a conference was held of the represen- 
tatives of the Town Hall, the Library, and the School De- 
partment, and a system of classification was adopted which 
provided for an increase in salary for each class. A request 
for a special appropriation for High School athletics, and a 
petition for a special increase in the salaries of teachers be- 
yond the annual increase provided by the Rules and Regu- 
lations, were received and the granting of each was deemed 
inexpedient. 

Among new features of organization the position of Chief 
Janitor has been created, with the responsibility of supervising 
the work of;cleaning and firing, of inspecting repairs, and of 
caring for and distributing supplies. An additional clerk 
has been added to the general office force to meet the in- 
creased clerical burdens of the office. At the suggestion 
of the Superintendent and with the approval of the School 
Committee a Teachers’ Advisory Council has been formed, 
composed of representatives of each group in the school 
system. The purpose of this step is to bring the teachers 
and the administrative force into closer co-operation in 
educational problems. t 
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The salary question was very carefully studied in the pre- 
vious school year and a change was then made +in the Rules 
and Regulations, by which a new salary schedule has been 
put into effect. In this schedule, upon the recommendation 
of the Principals, of the Superintendent, and of the Committee 
on Teachers, teachers are granted annual increases of salary 
until the maximum is reached. 

Many problems are confronting the School Committee in 
its building program. The Committee approved a recom- 
mendation of the Park Commission of the purchase of land 
in the rear of the High School Building, providing that this 
land can later be used for school purposes. As the recom- 
mendation of the Park Commission was not acted upon 
favorably, the School Committee at its meeting of January 10, 
1921, voted to recommend the purchase of this land for school 
purposes. In view of the re-organization in the grades, no 
grade school will need additional accommodations for the 
present. In the High School, however, additional space is 
needed because of the present crowded conditions and because 
of the unusual increment of students entering in the fall of 
1921, due to reorganization. It seems wise that a study 
should be made for a site and building for the High School 
Kindergarten. Plans are already complete for an addi- 
tional story for the Manual Training Building. This will 
provide for the eventual needs of the Manual Training De- 
partment and for the immediate need of more space to relieve 
the pressure incident to the present large number of students 
and to the unusual number of students who enter the High 
School next year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


In accordance with your regulations, I herewith submit 
the report of the condition of the schools of Brookline for the 
year 1920. In this report I am confining myself to some of 
the most pressing problems before the School Board and 
leaving the statistical data at the close to explain other con- 
ditions. 

Health 

The enviable position of Brookline as a leader in public 
health is a source of pride to us all, and the constant atten-. 
tion of principals and teachers as well as of school nurses 
and medical inspectors has been given to the health of the 
children. : 

The addition of another nurse has made possible the closer 
supervision of children both at school and in the home. The 
number of pupils in school who are drinking milk — changed 
this year from raw to pasteurized upon the recommendation 
of the Board of Health — during the school sessions is prac- 
tically twice that of last year. This increase is due partly 
to a clearer realization of the food-value of milk, but also 
to the generosity of bodies of public-spirited citizens who 
have made it possible for many who needed it most but were 
least able to purchase it. 

The physical examinations conducted by the medical 
inspectors have been of the greatest value, as the opportunity 
was offered all parents to have most thorough examinations 
made of their children and to attend the examination in per-— 
son. The personal conference between physician and parent 
has meant a great step forward in the securing of better 
health. 

Unfortunately the additional time required for these thor- 
ough examinations has delayed their completion so greatly 
that the physical training department could not secure all 
the data necessary for a discriminating assignment as early 
as is desirable. This handicap to the effective adminis- 
tration of the physical training should not exist another year. 


/ 
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Ample provision in the number of medical inspectors to 
permit by an early date the completion of the thorough 
examinations is necessary. 

The character of the lunches served at the High School 
has much to do with the maintenance of good health among 
the pupils. A varied menu, prepared and served under the 
direction of an expert dietitian, has been offered at a very 
low cost. The installation of a dish-washing machine and 
additional utensils has rendered the incidental work more 
easy and sanitary. From an educational standpoint closer 
correlation should be secured between the lunch counter and 
the classes in domestic science. 


Music 

The regular work in music under the able direction of 
Mr. Cole and Miss Snow has been maintained at the high 
standard that has always characterized the music of our 
public schools. . 

As extra-curriculum activities there have been conducted 
glee clubs, a band, and an orchestra. The instruction given 
in the use of certain instruments and the training in band 
and orchestral work have created an interest in these acti- 
vities that is resulting in an increasing excellence in per- 
formance and an increasing number of young musicians to 
fill positions as they may become vacant through gradua- 
tion or withdrawal from school. 

The public has had several opportunities to become familiar 
with the musical ability of our young people. A concert 
was given in the High School by the Band and the Orchestra, 
each composed of twenty-eight members. A program of 
sixteen numbers was presented. At the annual prize speak- 
ing the Orchestra, the High School Chorus, and the Girls’ 
Glee Club furnished the musical numbers. Early in June 
the following invitation was issued: 


“The parents and friends of the pupils in the upper 
grades of the Grammar Schools are cordially invited to 
attend a Music Festival to be held in Brookline Town 
Hall, Wednesday afternoon, June ninth, at three o'clock, 
to witness a small part of what the music department 
endeavors to do for the young people who attend the 
public schools.” 
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The program consisted of two selections sung by each 
school — no duplication of pieces being permitted — and 
selections sung by: the combined chorus of over three hun- 
dred voices. In addition both the Orchestra and the Band 
presented programs of their own. 

There have been some suggestions that the Annual Fes- 
tival should resume the competitive character of a few years 
ago. The variety of the program this year, the spirit of loyal 
co-operation to please and entertain friends, instead of in- 
dividual eagerness to secure a prize, and the excellence of 
the singing of all the schools have convinced most people 
that the educational and cultural value of the work in music 
can be better secured under a festival of the present type. 


Special Classes 


There are in almost every school some pupils whose in- 
terests and aptitudes are not primarily bookish. Some 
of these are especially gifted in manual fields; some are able 
to do effective work in regular studies for short periods, but 
cannot sustain the usual period of concentration in a regular 
class. It is sometimes possible for these pupils to re-establish 
themselves in their former classes. It is always possible 
for them to become more effective in the special field in which 
their forte lies. A new class of this type has been recently 
opened in the Lincoln district. The small number, the 
diversified equipment, and the direction of specially prepared 
teachers should insure real gain to each pupil. 


Evening Classes 


Under Evening Classes are grouped two kinds of evening 
work, both of which have been maintained from January to 
April, and from October 4th to the week before Christmas. 

The Evening School, embracing various academic branches 
and a class in carpentry, is supported entirely by the town. 
It offers instruction in elementary branches for those who 
need it: It also provides special instruction under the head 
of ‘‘Americanization”’ for those whose acquaintance with our 
language, customs, history, and government is slight. It 
presents in the field of high school subjects thorough instruc- 
tion under able teachers in English, French, Spanish, book- 
keeping, shorthand, and typewriting. 
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It common with many evening schools there has been great 
variance in attendance. As the preparation of members 
of a course is by no means uniform, the needs of the majority 
have in general to be met, for there is little opportunity 
for continued individual instruction. Thus there is a natural 
dropping out. Again, some persons enroll in some courses 
with a very slight conception of the responsibility of regular 
attendance as affecting the welfare of the earnest members 
of a class. 

In many localities there is required of each applicant an 
enrollment deposit, returnable at the close of the year if the 
pupil has been present a certain proportion of the time. 
Such a practice is recommended for the Evening School for 
next fall, in order that there may be at least a slight incentive 
to regular attendance and an actual deterrent to careless and 
indifferent enrollment. 

The State-Aided Vocational Classes, which are maintained 
in the Manual Training Building, the Heath School, the Pierce 
School, and the Winthrop School, and in the Food Center, 
are supported equally by the town and the state. The 
instructors must possess actual trade experience, in order 
that the approach and emphasis may be thoroughly 
practical. 

Classes are conducted in millinery, dressmaking, machine 
work, mechanical drawing, automobile repairing, embroidery, 
cooking, and home nursing. The instruction is given on the 
unit principle; that is, one definite project is taken up at 
a time and completed. Thus all pupils have a common in- 
terest, and confusion of methods and problems is avoided. 

Although in many classes the attendance has been so 
exceptionally regular that the State Supervisor characterized 
the classes as more regular than in any place outside mill 
centers, yet the same recommendation regarding a deposit 
as was made for the Evening Schools may secure, if adopted, 
even greater attendance. 

Both Mr. W. F. Carlson, principal of the Evening School, 
and Mr. S. K. Nason, director of State-Aided Vocational 
Classes, are prepared to form and maintain classes in 
any subject for which a sufficient number of applicants 
appear. 
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Vocational Guidance 

Among the departments that have’ recently appeared in 
school systems.is that of vocational, or educational, guidance. 
Perhaps the least important work of such a department 
is to attempt to fit each individual into some particular 
position. Its function is far broader and has a wider moral 
significance. It is not confined to pupils about to leave high 
school but extends down into the grades. It deals with 
occupations and professions, with technical school, continua- 
tion school, college. It analyses, the aptitudes and skills 
essential to individual lines; it shows the opportunities for 
entrance and promotion; it treats of the effect of a career 
on the individual, his associates, and his community. It 
lays the foundations for a wise and intelligent choice when the 
time for choice arises. It brings to the schools persons whose 
success in life enables them to speak with authority and judg- 
ment on the offerings to young people in their particular fields. 

A beginning of such work in vocational guidance has al- 
ready been made in the High School. The importance of 
a rapid extension of this work is great, for besides its eventual 
value, it offers a natural means of correlation for many of the 
elementary school subjects. 


Tests 

Early in the year the Teachers’ Club engaged Dr. S. S. 
Colvin to deliver a series of lectures on Group Intelligence 
Tests. To make the course ‘of more practical value the. 
School Board supplied the Otis Intelligence Test, to be used 
with the pupils of grades four to nine. 

The results of the tests were most flattering to the town, 
for the average intelligence both by age and grade was greatly 
above the general average. On the other hand there was 
a great difference between the schools of the town. The 
purpose of such tests, however, is not to compare one system 
with another, but rather to ascertain the standing of an in- 
dividual in relation to his grade and the correlation between 
his intelligence and his achievement. 

The use of Intelligence Tests at long intervals with occa- 
sional use of Achievement Tests in various subjects should 
be of great value, provided that it is understood that the aim 
is to secure the greatest welfare of the pupil and not to test 
the efficiency of the individual teacher. 
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Reorganization 
During the year the steps necessary for the elimination 
of the ninth grade as part of the elementary system have been | 
taken, and beginning with September, 1921, the grammar 
schools will contain only eight grades. 

Early in the year 1920 the scholarship records of members 
of the then seventh grade were carefully examined by the 
principals. The data obtained from the group intelligence 
tests were also carefully weighed. Physical stamina and 
maturity were also taken into consideration. With these 
different elements in mind the principals selected a group 
of pupils, known as Division ‘X,’’ which pursued a special 
course in which the object was to equip them with such 
power that by June, 1921, they should be amply prepared 
to enter any course in the High School in the following fall. 

A change in the course’ of study for the balance of the 
then seventh, now the eighth, grade was made, in order that 
many should be able to graduate in June with the probability 
of being able to enter a commercial, mechanical, or general 
course in the High School, although in several cases five years 
will doubtless be necessary to secure a diploma. The dif- 
ference in the numbers in these groups as well as the variation 
in individual abilities makes advisable their assemblage, in 
order that classes economic in size and homogeneous in ability 
and purpose may be obtained. 

With the close of the present school year the present School 
of Practical Arts will cease to exist as a separate educational 
unit. In spite of the almost individual attention given to 
pupils, in spite of the fact that the graduates of the school 
have been so well trained that they have secured exceptionally 
good positions and obtained satisfactory promotions, the 
school has failed to attract many pupils who would ordin- 
arily desire and profit by a course in which practical and 
mechanical work predominates. The present enrollment . 
of only sixty-six, with a corps of seven instructors, does not 
justify economically or educationally a separate organization. 

The absorption of the School of Practical Arts in the High 
School will put at the disposal of the latter for the whole 
school day the equipment in the Manual Training Building. 
Courses can be reorganized, new courses added, and programs 
arranged with less difficulty. Moreover, provision can still 
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be made for the special training of the small group whose 
economic condition or predominant interest in mechanical 
fields makes necessary their early withdrawal from school. 

Most of all, unity instead of duality in a secondary school 
system no larger than ours should make for a school spirit 
even more effective than ever. 

Certain changes in admission requirements have been 
adopted this year as a result of investigation of age and 
grade conditions and upon the recommendation of the 
Teachers’ Advisory Council. The first provides that pupils 
shall not be admitted to the kindergarten unless they are 
at least four years old by October 1st of the school year; 
it does permit, however, a child who becomes four between 
‘October 1 and February 1 to enter the kindergarten upon 
the latter date, with the understanding that the pupils are 
to remain in the kindergarten a year and a half. 

The second change provides that for admission to the first 
grade, children must be five and one-half years of age by Octo- 
ber Ist of the school year, or must have completed one year 
of kindergarten and received the recommendation of their 
teacher. 

A complete revision of the course of study for the elementary 
schools is in preparation. Committees of principals and 
teachers have devoted many hours to the study of the special 
needs of each grade and to the program of studies in other 
municipalities as a basis for their reports. 


Accommodations 


Closely bound up with the subject of reorganization is the 
problem of accommodations. For the last few years the 
High School has been severely crowded, and has had to carry 
on its work at decided inconvenience. That this incon- 
venience has not led to impairment in efficiency is due to the 
loyalty of the teaching corps, which has assumed cheerfully 
many burdens from which teachers should be free. More 
space must be provided immediately. ; 

A few years ago plans were prepared to add a third floor 
to the Manual Training Building. The need of additional 
space for manual activities already in the building, as well 
as the desirability of locating other practical and fine art 
courses in this building, seemed to make the execution 
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of this step only a question of time. The utilization of 
these plans immediately, with minor changes such as the 
partitioning of certain large rooms, will render the building 
adaptable for its original purpose, and will in the meantime 
provide sufficient space to care for most of the incoming class of 
next fall and afford some relief to the overcrowded high school. 

The plans as drawn should be duly approved, the construc- 
tion authorized, the contract let, and construction begun at 
the earliest possible monent. The early suspension of the work 
in the Manual Training Building to permit of construction 
is already under consideration. 

The plan recommended is not a mere emergency measure, 
but is a step in a building policy which, though not definitely 
formulated, was considered from every angle of the secondary 
school building. Briefly summarized the possibilities are these: 


A. The present High School building as a high 
school for boys; a separate high school for girls 
to be erected. 

B. The present High School building as a high 
school for girls; a separate high school for boys 
to be erected. 

C. The present High School building as a Com- 
mercial Technical High School for boys and 
girls; a separate academic High School for 
boys and girls to be erected. 

D. A new comprehensive four-year high school to 
be erected unit by unit, the material of the 
present building to be utilized in construction. 

E. The present High School building as a three- 
year senior high school; a separate junior high 
school to be erected in close proximity. 

F. A new junior-senior high school to be erected 
unit by unit, the material of the present build- 
ing to be utilized in construction. 


Into every one of these plans except B the importance of 
the enlargement of the Manual Training Building as the 
center for mechanical and allied arts enters. In the im- 
probable contingency of the adoption of Plan B, the Manual 
Training Building even in its present form would be practically 
valueless. 
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The present arrangements by which the High School 
cannot avail itself of the gymnasium during the full period 
of the school session entails a severe handicap upon the work 
of the physical training department and the organization 
of the school program. Steps should be taken to secure for 
the High School the use during the entire school period of 
this gymnasium, which was constructed to provide for all the 
gymnastic requirements of the High School. 

The elimination of the ninth grade, adopted on purely 
educational grounds, will postpone for several years most of the 
building problems that appeared to be pressing. 

In the Runkle district, however, an additional step is neces- 
sary in the interest of efficiency. Classes have been conducted 
that are abnormally large; and although the presence of 
extra assistants and the division of classes into reasonably 
small sections for recitations in major subjects has been 
practiced, the size of the classes should be materially reduced. 
Displeasing as the action must be to the parents and pupils 
concerned, the time has come for the same rule to be enforced 
that has obtained in the Devotion and Driscoll districts; 
that is, that beginning with September, 1921, no children 
living outside Brookline may be pupils in the Runkle School. 

The increase in the number of pupils in some of the grades 
in the Driscoll School presents a problem that threatens to 
become serious and that is already under careful consideration. 

The sanitary conditions of the Lincoln Primary are de- 
plorable. The basement is absolutely devoid of any arti- 
ficial lighting, and on many days when the snow covers the 
small windows it is practically impossible to guide one’s 
steps. As the floor is frequently covered with water and 
the narrow plank walk can hardly be seen, discomfort and 
danger are frequently present. The pupils of this building 
should be transferred to the Lincoln Grammar building. 
Such a step would also result in a reduction in the expen- 
diture for coal and possibly for janitorial service. 

In looking into the future, the desirability of acquiring 
the land behind the High School becomes more and more 
evident. Whatever shall be finally determined upon—separate 
building for a Girls’ High, Technical High, Junior High, 
or new comprehensive High School — this property should 
be acquired before disposed of as individual building lots. 
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Salaries 


Through the action of the town at its annual town-meeting 
the new salary schedule went into effect in April. Ata 
meeting of all the teachers the Superintendent explained the 
purposes which the School Board had in presenting its 
recommendation to the town: 


To relieve the financial pressure in living condition — accept- 
ing the distinctions between the existence, the thrift, and 
the cultural wage—by the greatest increase that the 
Committee felt the town could reasonably be asked to 
grant, dealing with teachers according to the classifications 
in existence. The groups in which the largest number 
of teachers were represented received an increase of $232 
for grades 7 to 9, and $259 for grades 1 to 6. 

To amend the Rules and Regulations so as to provide a guaran- 
tee for the future through the new minimum-maximum 
schedule, entailing a yearly increase of $75 or $100. 

To advance together the teachers who were previously re- 
ceiving the then maximum, regardless of length of service. 

To promote without discrimination as to sex the teachers 
of the High School. 

To distinguish in the High School, however, between two 
classes of teachers: instructors and assistant instructors. 

To provide for advancement year by year according to the 
minimum-maxmum schedule of those teachers who should 
be recommended by their principals, by the Superintendent, 
and by the Committee on Teachers. 


The new salary schedule was announced to go into effect 
April 1, 1920, and the annual increase to begin September 1, 
1920. 

At a subsequent meeting of the teachers the Superintendent 
explained the basis upon which the principals are expected 
to recommend teachers for advancement; namely, (1) Health, 
(2) Loyalty and Co-operation, (3) Effective instruction, (4) 
Interest in the pupils. 

The data which follow present statistically the usual in- 
formation in regard to the enrollment, attendance, and age 
of the pupils of the Brookline schools.

A table similar to the above appeared in preceding reports. 
We have here figures relating to ninety-six primary and 
grammar rooms and showing the enrollment in each at the end 
of the second month of the school year, when attendance 
is at or very near the maximum. In sixteen instances the 
enrollment exceeds forty-five. 


The classes thus exceeding the number prescribed by the 
Board were distributed as follows: Devotion, grades I (2), 
II (2), III, IV, VII (2), VIII; Heath, grade I; Pierce, grades 
I, V, VI; Lawrence, grade VI; Runkle, grades III, VI, IX. 


Evening Schools 


_ For the winter 1919-1920 the term of evening instruction 

extended from Monday, October 27, 1919, to Friday, April 
2,1920. The total enrollment for this period was 315, and the 
average attendance was 87. For the three months, October— 
December, 1919, the average attendance was 139. For the 
period extending from January to April, 1920, the average 
attendance was 60. 


For the present season, between Monday, October 4, 1920. 
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and Thursday, December 16, 1920, twenty-three evenings 
were available. The total enrollment was 266, and the aver- 
age attendance 129. 


State-Aided Vocational Classes 

The evening vocational classes, operated by the School 
Board beginning with January 5, 1920, were in session from 
that date to April 2, and from October 4, when additional 
classes were formed, to December 16, 1920. 

The total enrollment for the classes conducted for the 
whole period of twenty-five weeks was 380, and the average 
attendance 178; for those added in October, the total enroll- 
ment was 199 and the average attendance 124. 


Vacation School 
The vacation school activities conducted by the School 
Board during the summer of 1920 were limited to the book 
classes in the Pierce Grammar building. The total enroll- 
ment was 126, the average membership 110, and the average 
daily attendance 98.

SIXTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees of the Public Library of Brookline present 
herewith their sixty-fourth annual report, covering the activi- 
ties of the library for the current year. 

The patronage of the library by those entitled to its privi- 
leges continues to show a gratifying increase over that of 
previous years. It is a matter of record, based on statistics 
carefully compiled by library authorities, as well as on the 
testimony of book publishers and booksellers throughout the | 
country, that one of the notable results, or concomitants, of the 
war has been a marked growth of the reading habit everywhere, 
and among all classes of people. This tendency manifested 
itself not only in the camps, where the soldiers were amply 
supplied with reading matter, chiefly through the agency of 
public library authorities organized for this purpose, but 
also in the homes, where the literature of the war furnished a 
stimulus to general reading. Although the war-books, so- 
called, have not retained their former vogue among general 
readers, the intensified reading habit thus promoted remains 
undiminished. All our public library authorities may thus 
be credited with having promoted what may be called their 
special industry, while at the same time serving a patriotic 
purpose. Cumulative evidence of the growth of this tendency 
is found in the circulation statistics of our library and its 
branches, as presented in the report of the Librarian, having 
reference more particularly to the figures showing the rapidly 
increasing patronage by adult readers. The figures of the 
total circulation for the year are nearly three times the total 
number of books in the library. To meet this increasing 
patronage, as well as to keep abreast of the times, in the book- 
ish sense, the additions to the library shelves during the year 
have been as large in number and as comprehensive in charac- 
ter as the demands of patrons and the amount of the funds 
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provided for this purpose have seemed to warrant. It deserves 
to be noted that the increase in the prices of all classes of 
books, whether of fiction, history, biography, science, or of a 
general character, has been quite as marked as that which has 
contributed to the much lamented high price of living, and it 
has been found necessary to regulate accessions to the book 
shelves accordingly. 

It remains the policy and purpose of the Trustees to make 
the item for the purchase of books in each year bear fully as 
large a proportion to the total annual appropriation as cir- 
cumstances willallow. The figures showing the number of new 
books purchased during the past year, and the very con- 
siderable expense on account of renewals, attest the earnest- 
ness of this purpose. 

The increasing patronage of the library’s accommodations 
pertain not only to the main building, but to all its branches, 
and there are renewed calls for the establishment of additional 
branches or delivery stations in those sections of the town 
where they have not yet been supplied. The library now 
circulates books from the Main Library, the Coolidge Cor- 
ner Branch, the Boylston Deposit Station, the Sewall Reading 
Room (in the schoolhouse), the Heath Reading Room (in the 
schoolhouse), the Winthrop Reading Room (in the recrea- 
tion center), and from the High School Library. 

The total circulation of books for home use during the year 
was 282,804, an increase of 12,100 over 1919. The Branch 
at Coolidge Corner issued 70,755 of these books, this being 
more than one-half the number issued at the main desk of 
the Central Library. These two centers show the greatest 
activity during the year, having increased their circulation 
by about 9,000 and 4,000 respectively. Reckoning the 
town’s population at 38,000, the library’s circulation is seen 
to be 7.49 per capita. 

The Trustees in November received a petition bearing 
the signatures of 123 residents of Chestnut Hill asking for a 
branch library in that section of Brookline. This petition 
has seemed to the Trustees a most serious demand on their 
attention, as it is thoroughly representative of the population 
of Chestnut Hill within the town limits. With this request 
the Trustees are anxious to comply, so far as within them 
lies, by asking the town to proceed at once with the erection 
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of a branch building for which plans were made in 1916, were 
it not for the high cost of building at the present time. 
Since their estimate of $20,000 as the cost of the structure was 
considered excessive when it was originally presented in 
1916, they incline to consider it inadvisable, if not quite futile, 
to’ask for double that amount which, according to carefully 
considered estimates, would be necessary to carry out the 
earlier plans at the present time. They are still of the opinion 
that a library building, adequate for the purposes of reading 
rooms and book distribution, will ultimately be the only 
satisfactory solution of this problem. The Trustees plan, 
however, to establish a small branch in a room to be leased 
for the purpose on Hammond Street, at the corner of Heath. 
This can be opened in the spring after certain necessary alter- 
ations have been made in the building, if the town consents 
to the expense there involved. 

The Trustees record with sentiments of deep regret the 
resignation on September 28th of their senior member and 
chairman, Rev. Dr. Leonard K. Storrs, which action became 
necessary on account of his permanent removal from town. 
His service as Trustee covered a period of almost a generation, 
during which he saw the library grow from a small collection 
of books to iis present proportions, and he enjoyed the proud 
distinction of having given his best energies to the promotion 
of that development. 

On the occasion of the acceptance of his letter of resignation, 
the Trustees unanimously adopted the following resolution 
expressing their sense of loss: 


The Trustees of the Brookline Public Library have 
accepted with regret the resignation of their Chair- 
man, Rev. Dr. Leonard K. Storrs, upon his depart- 
ure from Brookline. :They desire to record their 
appreciation of his long, faithful, and valuable 
service upon their Board, of which he was elected a 
member November 4, 1889, nearly thirty-one years 
ago. From April 15, 1890, he served upon the 
Library Committee, continuing to be a member of it, 
ex-officio, after his election as Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees in 1904. He also served upon 
the Finance Committee, and upon the Building 
Committee for the construction of the new library. 

Dr. Storrs, during his term, kept abreast of many 
changes in the library and in the nature of its work 
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for the people of Brookline. For years he made 
that work his principal interest and visited the 
library daily. He presided at the meetings of the 
Trustees with unfailing dignity and _ courtesy, 
steadily promoting the transaction of business while 
allowing full freedom of discussion, and he carries 
with him the cordial friendship and regard of his 
associates. 


The acceptance of the resignation of Dr. Storrs necessitated 
the election of a permanent chairman of the Board in his 
place and Mr. Edward Stanwood, for twenty-eight years a 
member of the Board, was unanimously elected to serve in 
that capacity. 

At a subsequent joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen 
and the Board of Library Trustees held at the Town Hall on 
October 18, Mr. Arthur B. Denny of Chestnut Hill was 
elected to fill the vacancy on the Board of Trustees. 

The use of the lecture room and of other accommodations 
in the Library Building has been granted from time to time 
for a variety of meetings and exhibitions under the auspices 
of many organizations whose aims and purposes were not 
deemed inconsistent with the library’s functions. The de- 
tails of these grants are given elsewhere in the Librarian’s 
report. 

The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the receipt of numerous 
gifts to the library during the year, including a marble bust 
of Robert C. Winthrop from the Massachusetts Historical 
Society, reproduced for the society from a cast taken, proba- 
bly, by Hiram Powers about 1868; a model of the Victory of 
Samothrace and a bookcase given in memory of the Rev. 
Henry G. Spaulding by his widow and his son, Mr. Henry P. 
Spaulding; Column of Phocas, a beautiful model in Sienna 
marble (restoration) from Rev. Dr. Storrs; a Piranesi en- 
graving, ‘““Temple of the Muses,” given in memory of her 
uncle, Mr. Prentiss Cummings, a former Trustee of this 
Library, by Mrs. Albert E. Davies; some valuable engravings 
after the Old Masters from Mr. George Peabody Gardner. 
There have been gifts of books from many other donors. 

In their budget for the ensuing year the Trustees have 
included a request for a special appropriation of $1,500, the 
estimated expense of supplying additional lights on the front 
of the library building. The plan for these has been furnished 
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by the architect of the building and the supplying of them 
will add to the attraction as well as to the conveniences of 
the library, at the same time serving to promote better order 
on the front steps where there is now too persistent, boisterous, 
and destructive conduct by defiant youths after nightfall. 

There have been several changes in the personnel of the 
library staff during the year owing to resignations. It is a 
pleasure to record that the library has suffered no detriment 
on account of these changes and that the high standard of 
the details of its conduct under the direction of its efficient 
Librarian, Miss Hooper, has been steadily and faithfully main- 
tained.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1921. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


Gentlemen: — My nineteenth annual report, the sixty- 
fourth in the history of the library, is herewith submitted. 

The record of the year’s circulation of books for home use 
shows that the library’s constant effort to meet the demands 
of the public has been rewarded by a moderate increase, 
12,761 more than in 1919. This figure would be much larger 
but for the closing in June of the Chestnut Hill Deposit 
Station. The most marked increase has taken place in the 
books issued from the main-desk in the central library and 
from the Coolidge Corner Branch, which together report a 
gain of 13,354 volumes. 

It is obvious to anyone who analyzes year after year the 
figures which to a considerable extent represent the use 
and growth of a public library that no startling increase in 
circulation occurs unless through some special effort to 
enlarge the opportunities of borrowers by means of the estab- 
lishment of new branches, or through more generous pur- 
chase of books. At the present time this library needs more 
branches and more books. 

The collection of 100,000 books which forms the groundwork 
of our library is to an unusual extent live material, but a very 
large number of the books issued from any public library are 
new books bought from the current appropriation. The 
proportion will always vary with the purchase of more or less 
new material. The figures show over one fourth ‘‘new books’’ 
issued from our main desk at the time of writing. With each 
succeeding branch or reading room, arises the need of a larger 
book fund for current material. Coolidge Corner needs dupli- 
cates for its exclusive use of all the more popular new books, 
and should, I believe, have a part of our book fund set aside 
for that purpose. The use of the library made by the grade 
schools necessitates a substantial sum for new books and a 
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larger one for constantly renewing the popular books in our 
school collectioa. Each additional evening reading room 
in our school buildings means more duplicates of the much- 
read favorites. In order to supply the demand from the 
schools and from the branch reading rooms the library must 
buy from 15 to 30 copies of such books as Robinson Crusoe, 
Tom Sawyer, The Wonder Book, Little Women, Grimm’s 
Fairy Tales, and of certain biographies, such as those of Lincoln 
and Washington. 


Chestnut Hill Deposit Station 

In planning any extension of our branch system, Chestnut 
Hill should certainly have first consideration. Twice the 
library has had a deposit station there — the first time from 
1907 to 1911, the second time from June, 1916, to July 1, 1920, 
when it was closed because Miss McNamara was no longer 
willing to keep it in her shop. The library has with much 
regret discontinued this agency at Chestnut Hill in spite of its 
limited capacity to serve the public. The Librarian is con- 
vinced now, as she was in 1916, of the need of a building for a 
branch library in this neighborhood. It may be well to 
emphasize here that both Trustees and Librarian want ulti- 
mately just what they advocated at that time, a branch library 
building run by a trained employee of the library, with its 
own collection of books and with room for adult and juvenile 
readers sufficiently separated from each other for the comfort 
of all. While it would seem to be wise to establish a branch 
reading room at present in the best quarters available, such 
an arrangement will be only temporary as it will serve only a 
small part of the population of the district. It should by no 
means be regarded as a permanent solution of this problem. 


Coolidge Corner Branch 

The Coolidge Corner Branch has issued 70,755 volumes for 
home use, as compared with 66,733 in 1919, a fair increase. 
We hope that the improved conditions at the. branch will 
give it a still wider usefulness in 1921. The large front room on 
the second story has been provided with shelving, so that the 
branch can now accommodate altogether about 4,000 volumes. 
The special need is now a greater variety of books, and especi- 
ally more of the newest books for its own permanent collec- 
tion. A comparison of the kinds of books issued from the 
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main library and from Coolidge Corner shows effectively how | 
much the choice made by borrowers for casual reading depends 
on the books actually on the shelves. Although patrons of 
the branch may send for anything they want from the main 
library, their choice is largely made from the collection at hand, 
and this collection is still inadequate to the very great demands 
made upon it. 


Winthrop and Heath Reading Rooms 

At the request of Mr. Nason of the Playground Commission 
reading rooms were opened in October in the Heath School 
and in the Recreation Center on Brookline Avenue, in the 
building formerly the Winthrop School. The Commission 
paid the young men in charge of these rooms up to the first 
of January, after which the library is to assume the entire 
responsibility. The Winthrop Reading Room has been open 
five evenings a week and also recently on Sunday afternoons, 
and its success as a reading room for the young people of the 
neighborhood justifies us in continuing it, although it will be 
open only on three evenings after January first. Mr. Nason’s 
department will continue to be responsible for Sunday after- 
noons. The experiment in the Heath School has been dis- 
continued with the first of January, because of the unsatisfac- 
tory room available, but it is to be resumed as soon as the 
School Department can arrange to let us use a schoolroom on 
the first floor, which will, we think, greatly improve our 
chances of successful work. This reading room will probably 
be reopened in February for three evenings a week. 


Sewall Reading Room 
The Sewall Reading Room has been open three evenings 
a week from January 1 until May 29 under the supervision 
of Mr. Samuel Pollack and from October 5 to December 31 in 
charge of Mr. Edward H. McDermott. The issue of books 
was 2,475 in 1920, against 2,741 in 1919. Bure new 
borrowers were registered. 


Boylston Deposit Station 
The deposit station at 782 Boylston Street has issued 
9,763 books during the year, against 8,424 in 1919. Twenty- 
one new borrowers have been registered. 
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High School Library 

For three years the Public Library has had on its staff a 
trained librarian who has had charge of a careful selection of 
about 2,500 volumes in the High School building, for the 
exclusive use of the school. Books and pictures are taken 
from the main library as needed, so that during the school 
hours, the teachers and pupils may have ready at hand the 
resources of the Public Library and the help of an expert 
guide. 

An attractive room with suitable furniture has been fur- 
nished by the School Board, which has always given its hearty 
support to the High School Library. This library with its 
reference books, magazines and clipping file means to the school 
the widest opportunity for the use of all forms of reference 
material with the greatest economy of the time of teacher 
and student, and the individual training of the pupil in the 
use of these reference books. The Public Library in its turn 
benefits in the lessening of the pressure of reference work 
on busy afternoons, and in preparing the coming readers 
through this training to serve themselves. We hope that the 
year 1921 will show a more extended use of this library by 
both teachers and pupils. 


Children’s Department 

The work of the Children’s Department has been most satis- 
factory during the year, although a decrease is shown in the 
issue of books from the Children’s Room — 29,614 in 1920, 
against 31,941 in 1919. The books sent to the schools, on the 
contrary, have risen from 7,425 last year to 8,354 in 1920. 
The teachers report an increased circulation of these books — 
20,074 in 1920, against 18,769 in 1919. These books were 
sent to 111 grades, including the Parochial School. Five thou- 
sand one hundred and eight mounted pictures were also sent 
to the schools. | 

During the year 15 classes from the 8th and 9th grades have 
been sent to the library for instruction in classification, 
arrangement of books, and in the use of the catalogue. The 
average attendance has been 35 and the class lasts about one 
hour. In addition to this, four classes from the same grades 
have received practical lessons in the use of a few of the most 
important reference books. 
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Our list of “Good Books for Boys and Girls’ has been dis- 
tributed in 10 classes of the 6th and 7th grades, after which 
informal discussions of reading in general have been conducted 
by Miss Kellow, the Children’s Librarian. 

Story hours have been held on Saturday afternoons, and a 
Special Christmas Story Hour on Christmas Eve around the 
Christmas tree in the Children’s Room. 


Staff 


The success of any public library depends largely on the 
efficiency of its corps of workers. Ours is, we believe, an 
unusually good one, and deserves much credit for carrying 
through the increasing work of the year under many difficul- 
ties. 1920 began with much illness among the staff, and the 
inevitable changes in personnel have added to the complica- 
tions of our work. | 

The library has lost two members of the staff during the 
year — Miss Susan James and Miss Elizabeth Trumbull. 
Miss James came to us in 1910 as an assistant in the Issue 
Department. She has recently had charge of the orders and 
accounts, in which work she has been most efficient. She left 
in November to take charge of the High School Library in 
Manchester, N. H. Miss Trumbull had been with us for 
over two years as assistant in the Issue Department. She left 
us in June to go to the Library of Yale University. Miss 
Helen Thayer of our office force has been promoted to fill Miss 
James’s place, her own being taken by Miss Ethel Garey; 
and Miss Garey’s place in the Issue Department is to be 
filled in January, 1921, by Miss Gladys Crain, a graduate of 
the Library School of the New York Public Library. 

Miss Trumbull’s place was filled in July by Miss Virginia 
Frost, a graduate of Simmons College. Miss Helen Ruggles, 
also of Simmons College, was engaged in March to do the work 
in the Issue Department which Miss Hobson was no longer 
able to do, while it was arranged that Miss Hobson should 
receive half-pay for half-time, for the less strenuous work which 
her health would allow. 

Miss Bertha Davis of the Reference Department was 
given leave of absence for two weeks in addition to her regular 
vacation to take a summer course in reference work at Colum- 
bia University. 
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Statistics 

The library has had during the year in various parts of 

Brookline 122 collections of books for reading on the premises 
and for home use. This includes 4 branches, the High School 
Library, 2 deposit stations, 3 fire-engine houses, 111 school- 
rooms (both public and parochial, and including the School 
of Practical Arts), and 1 Sunday school library. The library 
has also sent books to the 2 camps for boys and girls run by 
the Friendly and Civic Societies, and to 3 private camps for 
girls. 
During 1920, 282,804 books have been issued for home use 
from the main library and its branches, as compared with 
270,704 last year, an increase of 12,100. 745 pictures and 
4 maps were issued from the Adult Department, and 5,108 
pictures from the Children’s Department to the schools. 

During the year the following number of books were sent 
from the main library to the branches, etc. —in all, 8,382 
volumes, an increase of 2,122 over 1919: Coolidge Corner, 
5,163 volumes; Chestnut Hill, 217; Boylston, 579; Sewall, 
627; Heath Reading Room, 267; Winthrop Reading Room, 
412; 3 fire-engine houses, 502; High School Library, 615. 

The total number of new borrowers registered during 1920 
is 2,319, approximately the same as in 1919. 

The figures of registration are based on the fact that all 
borrowers’ cards in the Adult Department expire automati- 
cally two years from the date of issue, and in the Children’s 
Department three years from the date of issue. Only those 
are counted as active readers who have used their cards within 
this limit. During 1919 and 1920 there were 8,970 active 
readers in the Adult Department, of whom 1,728 were new 
borrowers in 1920. During 1918-1920 there were 2,291 active 
readers in the Children’s Department, of whom 591 were new 
borrowers in 1920. The total number of cards in active use 
at the present time as,nearly as we can estimate is 11,261. 
The new registration at the branches, included in the figures 
above, is as follows: Coolidge Corner, 773; Chestnut Hill, 5; 
Boylston, 21; Sewall, 14; Heath, 15; Winthrop, 2. 

The registration of non-residents occupied in various 
capacities in Brookline numbers 138. This includes 54 
teachers, 9 pupils who pay for tuition in our schools, 52 
persons employed in business in the town, 17 employees 
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<: 
of the post office and town, 5 persons who pay a tax on property 
adjoining their places of residence, and 1 by special permission 
of the Trustees. 

During the year the total gain in books added by purchase 
and by gift was 3,092; 1,385 books were withdrawn and re- 
placed; 774 were discarded. The total number of books 
now in the library in 103,210. 

To the Art Department were added 331 photographs and 
reproductions from books and magazines. 

The Librarian has turned into the Town Treasury, $2,230.- 
59 , this being the amount received during 1920 in fines for 
overdue books, in payment for lost and damaged books, 
and in the sale of reserve postals. 


Miscellaneous 


Through the courtesy of the Chronicle the library is able 
to publish once each month an annotated list of the more im- 
portant books bought during the preceding month. Copies 
of this list are printed for distribution at the library. Owing 
to the very high price of printing, the library has published in 
1920 only three issues of its ‘List of New Books’”’ formerly a 
‘“‘Quarterly.’’ We still hope that the time may come when we 
can afford to publish four numbers a year, and with the descrip- 
tive notes which made the list a much more useful tool than 
it is at present. 

The library has had the use during the year of an invaluable 
screen on which to display small exhibits. This belongs to 
Mr. Desmond FitzGerald, who has allowed us to cover it 
with burlap, and has intimated to the Librarian that we might 
keep it indefinitely. 

The Librarian owes cordial thanks to the Municipal Court 
and to many town departments for their help in many ways 
during the year.

REPORT 


The Planning Board respectfully submits to the town its 
seventh annual report, for the year ending December 31, 
1920. 

The Board has submitted to the Selectmen a plan for the 
rearrangement of the dangerous crossing at Coolidge Corner, 
the adoption of which is contingent on the co-operation of 
the Boston Elevated Railroad in respect to tracks, location 
of transfer station, and possibly re-routing of cars. Sugges- 
tions were offered for relatively economical solutions of the 
public comfort station problem at Coolidge Corner, inde- 
pendent of the proposed street changes; and the Board has 
been consulted on some minor matters. 

The principal work of the Board has been on the subject 
of zoning. 

The town is authorized by Chapter 601 of the Acts of 1920, 
together with certain provisions of earlier acts, to adopt 
the zoning system of protective regulations, differing in dif- 
ferent parts of the town, and adapted to prevent or dis- 
courage the intrusion into any part of the town, of buildings 
injurious to the proper development of the locality. 

The Board has been engaged upon studies for zoning the 
town under this act, and will shortly present the draft of a 
by-law and a zoning map for consideration by the towa. 

The principle of differentiated building regulations adapted 
to the varying conditions and needs of the several parts of 
a municipality has long been recognized in the familiar ‘‘fire- 
districts’; and the need of much more specialized and com- 
plete protective building restrictions, especially for residen- 
tial neighborhoods, has long been recognized in private cove- 
nants among landowners, such as those in the Fisher Hill 
district. But it is only very recently that. American towns 
and cities have attempted systematically to map out their 
entire area into districts of classified character and to apply 
to each the precise sort of building regulations best adapted 
to its character and apparent destiny. An epoch was marked 
by the zoning of the city of New York, five years ago, into

districts progressively graded as to the permissible height 
and density of building, and as to character of use; ranging 
on the one hand from the office building and warehouse dis- 
tricts to those where seventy percent of each lot must be kept 
free from building and where building heights may not ex- 
ceed the width of the street, and on the other hand from 
unrestricted manufacturing districts to those confined to 
residential use. 

Zoning regulations are, broadly speaking, of two sorts: 
(a) “bulk regulations,’ which set limits, for each district, 
upon the heights to which buildings may be erected and upon 
the extent to which they may cover their respective lots; 
and (b) “‘wse regulations,’’ which set limits, for each district, 
upon the kinds of use to which land and buildings may be 
put. 

The principle underlying “‘bulk regulations” is that no land- 
owner should be permitted to take advantage of his neigh- 
bors by erecting or enlarging a building to such a size, and 
with so little provision for light and air space on his own lot, 
that similar action by all his neighbors would produce un- 
reasonably bad conditions in respect to light and air, having 
due regard for the circumstances of the neighborhood. 

The principle underlying the ‘‘wse regulations’ is that no 
landowner should be permitted to erect or alter a building 
for a use so inconsistent with the uses of property prevailing 
and appropriate in the district as to interfere seriously with 
the effective use of neighboring property for those more 
appropriate and prevailing purposes. Examples of such 
inconsistent uses are sporadic factories introduced into resi- 
dential districts which the great majority of owners and. 
residents wish to maintain for residential purposes, and 
sporadic stores wedged in among residences where the con- 
centration of stores at a neighboring business center would 
serve all the purposes of the community in a more satis- 
factory manner. 

Brookline is in the tide of growth of the Boston metro- 
politan area and is bound to take on a more and more urban 
character as the years go by. Any attenpt to stop that 
growth by legislation would be futile. But it is possible 
by wise zoning to guide that growth into a more orderly 
course than it will take if wholly unregulated, to minimize 
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to some extent the interference with healthful and satis- 
factory living conditions which is apt to arise from an un- 
systematic jumbling of different kinds of development, and 
to minimize the impairment of the average real estate values 
which reflect the satisfaction of people with conditions in any 
locality. 

In studying this problem the Board has availed itself 
of the assistance of Mr. A. C. Comey, who has had experience, 
as City Planning Consultant, in drafting zoning ordinances 
for Brockton and Cambridge under the Massachusetts law, 
and for cities in other parts of the country. Its draft is not 
yet ready for submission, but is proceeding along these lines: 

1. As to “bulk regulations,” the Board has in mind four 
kinds of districts. In the first kind, the stipulations of the 
present building by-law, fixing minimum requirements of 
space for light and air, are accepted for limited districts 
where the maximum density of building permissible in any 
part of the town may be regarded as appropriate. There 
would be two intermediate kinds of districts where light and 
air requirements would be more severe, but would be adapted 
to the erection of the principal types of apartment houses 
actually built in considerable numbers in Brookline, while 
protecting them from possible injury by more grasping neigh- 
bors. In the second of these intermediate districts the 
regulations would be adapted especially to the most satisfac- 
tory types of well-lighted three-story apartment houses, and 
would exclude or penalize buildings which would be injurious 
in a development consisting mainly of such three-story apart- 
ment houses. 

In the fourth kind of district, where single-family and two- 
family houses appear to be the most appropriate and normal 
development for many years to come, the regulations would 
require a side yard of adequate size on every lot, thus pro- 
.hibiting row buildings, and would otherwise fix standards 
of bulk and of light and air adapted especially to detached 
single-family houses and so drawn as to exclude apartment 
houses of all the ordinary types objectionable in a single- 
family house district. 

2. As to “use regulations,” the Board is inclined to pro- 
pose three kinds of districts: one kind confined to residences 
and uses appropriate and incidental thereto; one kind includ- 
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ing also local retail business of the sort which is required for 
convenience at intervals throughout any large area devoted 
primarily to residential purposes; and one kind including 
also general business uses of many sorts, exclusive, however, 
of what may be called the ‘‘nuisance class’’ of business, for 
which there is no need to provide in a community of the type 
of Brookline, since other parts of the Metropolitan area can 
and do accommodate them at much less cost to the com- 
munity than would be the case here. 

With the proposed definition of regulations applying to 
each kind of ‘“‘bulk district’? and ‘‘use district’? the Board 
will submit a tentative map outlining all the districts and will 
ask publicly for criticism and suggestions with a view to arriv- 
ing at a consensus of judgment as to the kind of development 
most appropriate to provide for in every part of the town. 
Adjustments can be made after the passage of the by-law 
as experience may prove them necessary; but stability, and 
avoidance of unnecessary change in classification after its 
establishment, are of the essence of zoning. 

The attached extract from a statement by the chairman 
of the New York Zoning Commission gives an excellent idea 
of the general satisfaction with the results after four years 
of practical experience in that city.

BUILDING ZONE MAPS GROWING BETTER 
EDWARD M. BASSETT 


The Greater New York building zone law has been in operation since 
July 25, 1916, about four and one-half years. . . . The charter pro- 
vides that changes in the maps can be made by the Board of Estimate. 
The aggregate changes are extremely small in area, showing the remark- 
able permanence of the protection of the zoning system. All the changes 
made since its adoption affect only about one and one-third percent of the 
total city area zoned. ie 

In the years 1916-1919, inclusive, ninety-three applications for changes 
were granted by the Board of Estimate and seventy-two were denied. In 
1920, twenty-seven were granted and about the same (the precise number 
not yet ascertained) were denied. These figures tend to show that changes 
are not easily obtained. This is as it should be, because when an owner 
builds according to the zoning requirements he ought to be protected 
against easy changes of surrounding requirements. 

The total map changes since the beginning (1916-1920, both Eneliatve) 
have been one hundred and twenty. There were four in 1916, forty-three 
in 1917, twenty-six in 1918, twenty in 1919, and twenty-seven in 1920. 
The small number for 1916 was due to the law being in operation only 
five months and the possibilities of change not being widely understood. 
In 1917 the peak of changes was reached, and in succeeding years only 
about one-half as many changes were made each year. It would appear 
from this that during the last three years the map changes were fairly 
proportioned to the normal growth and changes of the city. 

In 1916 the four changes all relaxed the restrictions, in 1917, Phicsieaix 
relaxed and seven strengthened the restrictions; in 1918, twenty relaxed 
and six strengthened; in 1919, thirteen relaxed and seven strengthened; 
in 1920, twelve relaxed and fifteen strengthened: In other words in 1916 
there was no strengthening, in 1917 the strengthening as compared to 
relaxation rose to 19%, in 1918 to 30%, in 1919 to 54%, and in 1920 to 
125%, when for the first time the strengthening changes exceeded the 
relaxing changes. These figures showing relaxation and strengthening 
are most gratifying. They show not only official support of the zoning 
system, but they show clearly that property owners are gradually favoring 
the strengthening of the zoning requirements rather than their relaxation. 

The building zone system of New York may be deemed a success. Other 
cities, which have recently adopted it or are preparing their maps, may well 
be encouraged by the experience of New York.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1921. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — In compliance with Article X, Section 6, of 
the Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the twenty-third annual 
report of the Accounting Department. 

During the town’s financial year, ending December 31, 1920, 
I have examined the accounts of George H. Worthley, the Treasurer, 
at the close of each month’s business, and have found them to be 
correct, with the balances, cash on hand and in bank, as entered in 
his books. I have examined and checked all the notes and bonds 
paid during the year and found them properly canceled. 

I have also verified his accounts as Collector — the taxes collected 
and uncollected and, in connection with the latter, those abated by 
the Assessors. The receipts from water rates I have compared with 
the books of the Water Department, and find everything as recorded 
on the Collector’s books. I have compared the sewer assessments 
reported collected with the original entries made by the Town 
Engineer, and find the amounts to be correct. 

His accounts as treasurer of the Trustees of the Walnut Hills and 
Brookline Cemeteries, of the Wm. H. Lincoln Funds, of the J. 
Murray Kay Fund, and of the Warren Tree Fund have been ex- 
amined, and all are found to be as reported by him. 

The accounts of Henry W. Lamb, treasurer of the Trustees of the 
Public Library, were examined at the close of the year and found 
to be correct, with stock certificates and registered bonds standing 
in the name of the Trustees of the Public Library. 

I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the Public 
Library and of the Superintendent of the Gymnasium and Baths, 
and find them to agree with the books of the Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and their sources, and 
payments and the purposes therefor follows. The condition of 
the various trust funds with sources of income and purposes for 
which payments have been made is also set forth. A statement 
covering the estimated value of town property, and a classified 
statement of the maturing funded debt and interest thereon, is 
appended.

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REPORT 


The Assessors of Brookline hereby submit their report for 
the year 1920. 

The Board has consisted of Charles H. Stearns, Charles A. 
Bowditch, and John T. Comerford, Mr. Comerford having 
been elected in place of Arthur J. Caulfield, resigned. Charles 
H. Stearns was chosen Chairman of the Board, and Herbert N. 
Bates, Secretary. Notwithstanding the considerable increase 
in real estate over 1919, nearly $6,000,000, and the town’s 
relief from the tax for the benefit of the Boston Elevated 
Street Railroad, which was laid last year, the Assessors have 
been obliged to raise the tax rate from $16.50 per thousand 
to $17.30. This was caused by the increase in the appropri- 
ations for the Town, County and State, aggregating over 
$500,000, and is the highest rate in the history of the town. 

The following statements give details of the Town, County, 
and State taxes and the town’s valuation. 

We recommend an appropriation of $16,400 for the needs 
of this office for the coming year.
